TLEODORE ROOSEVELT, 


in opening liis address, Mr. Roosevelt 


dwelt upon the remarkable prosperity 
of the past four years, and said it had 
been brought about in large part by 
the policy for which the Home Market 
club stood. “So complete las been the 
success of our economic legislation and 
administration,” he said, “that this very 


success brings with it a certain element 
of danger. Since the days of Heshurun 
the tendency of prosperity to unsettle 
the people who benefit by it has been 
a commonplace of philosophy. No law 
and no adi on of the law can 
insure prosperity. All that can be done 
conditions such as to

“For good or for evil, we now find our- 
selves with new duties in the West In; 
dies, and new duties beyond the Pa- 
cific. We cannot escape the perform- 
ance of these duties. <All we can de- 
cide for ourselves is whether we shall 
do them well or ill. Moreover the du- 
ties affect us each and all. Onur in- 
terest, whether in the gulf of Mexico, 
in Central America, or in the Philip- 
pines, whether as regards the nations 
of Europe or the ancient people, of Asia, 
are to be looked at always from the 
standpoint of our people,as a, whole, 

“It is of course impossible that we 
should” undertake these new duties 
across the seas without being brought 
into closer and more frequent contact 
with foreign nations than has been the 
case in the past; and indeed our own 
growth in wealth and population would 
alone ensure such growing frequency 
of contact. ‘This should necessarily 
mean an increase in sobriety and in 
long-headed self-restraining when we 
deal with these foreign powers. To 
bluster, and above all to bluster and 
then back down, is a very bad trait in 
an individual, and if possible it is an 
even worse trait in anation. We ear- 
nestly hope and believe that in the fu- 
ture the chance of any military compli- 
eation will be small indeed: but in our 
commercia! relations with foreign pow- 
ers difficult questions are almost cer- 
tain to be more frequent hereafter than 
they have been hitherto. In all such 
questions we must of course first con- 
sider our own interests; but we must 
also realize that in the long run we can 
best get justice by doing justice. 

“Since the close of the war with Spain 
our chief problems as regards the out- 
side world have been those in Cuba, the 
Philippines and China. We have a 
right to feel proud of the way in which 
in our action as regards all three we 
bave been able to combine a proper dis-

interestedness with a just regard for 
our own national interests, We have 
neither failed in our duty to ourselves, 
por in our duty te others. We could 
not afford to take upon ourselves world 
burdens without paying heed to what 
is due to ourselves. Stiij less could we 
afford to take them up unless willing to 
perform them in accordance with the 
dictates of the higher laty, and with a 
view to the ultimate benefit of mankind 
at large. 

“We must perform oar future duties 
as during the last three years we have 
performed our duties to Porto Rico and 
Hawaii. In Hawaii the difficulty was 
but slight. Nothing but benefit has 
coine to us from having this great out- 
post in the Pacific. And an even great- 
er benefit has come to the people of the 
islands, theiselves. 

“In the case of Porto Rico, the prob- 
lem was more difficult. We took the 
island of a million inhabtiants who had 
never known what freedom was. We 
have established represeatative govern- 
ment and we have sent to be the fipst 
governor your own fellow citizen, Goy- 
ernor Allen. How well be has done 
let the bald recital of the facts show. 
The civil government of Porto Rico has 
not cost tlie peomle of the United States 
one dollar. It has been self-supporting 
from the beginning. 

“As regards China, | need say but 
little, for it is hardly worth while wast- 
ing breath on the vers few who criticize 
our Chinese policy. We have simply 
performed our part in a bit of interna- 
tional police duty; we, at any rate, have 
never sought aggrandizement as a re- 
sult of our action; and whoever feels 
we were not justified in what we did 
ought logically to object to all exercise 
of police power athome. There was no 
more ‘militarism’ in what was done by 
us In China than there is ‘militarism’ 
when a policeman arrests a highway 
robber or murderer. 

“Proud indeed should we be as Ameri- 
vans that the Stars and Stripes fluttered 
among the flags whose approach meant 
safety from torture aud murder, and 
worse than torture and murder to the 
hunted women aud children and 
despairing men who stood at bay be- 
hind their crumbling legation walls. 
We should be proud of the signal gal- 
lantry of our general and his troops; 
and we should be even prouder be- 
cause that gallantry was unstained by 
inurder and cruelty. Under the great- 
est provocation our government refused 
to yield to the clamor ‘or mere revenge 
and refused to take pert in, or connive 
ut, any effort to partition China; while 
our soldiers have so borne themselyés 
that their camps have been crowded by 
Chinese refugees of all sexes and ages, 
who Zee to them because they have 
learned that though our people are ter- 
rible in battle, they are gentle in vic- 
tory. and that the beovess are sure of} 
protection under the American fiag. 

“In Cuba we have had to face a hard- 
er becuuse a less simple task. We were 
pledged to bring peace and freedom to 
the islind, and we have been resolutely 
bent upon keeping that pledge, not 
merely in the letter, but in the spirit. 
We would commit a grave wrong to our 
own people if we permitted the great 
island which is our beighbor once more 
to become a plague spot of civilization; 
a still graver wrong if we permitted the 
possibility of its ever being used against 
us by some strong alien power. Our 
business was to help in the development 
of those qualities in the Cubans which 
would render them able to solye the 
difficult problem of self-government; 
to further every movement for decency 
in the island: and to give our aid to the 
new Cuban commonwealth as it strove 
to walk alone. ‘This has been our con- 
stant endeavor. Congress and the pres- 
ident have formulated the proper policy, 
ang the President chose in Leonard 
Wood exactly the man to put this policy 
into effect. We ask that it be judged 
by its fruits. Remember that the 
change is solely due to the fact that we 
dared to go to war fora righteous cause. 
If ever in history an action has justified 
itself, our action in interfering in Cuba 
bas thus furnished its own justification. 

“Finally we come. ta the Philippines, 
where the difficulties were greatest of

worth as a nation have ever been offered 
than this Phillppine- problem. We 


could not give the islands back to Spain; } 


we could not see them tuken by some 
other European power; and least of all 
could we turn them ov er to be seraimn- 
bled for by insurgent leaders, most of 
whom were but little above the level of 
banditti. The first thing to be done 
was to restore order by putting a stop 
to the insurrection. ‘his has at last 
been practically accomplished in a suc- 
cession of campaigns which have 
brought out into bold relief the daring, 
the skill and the indomitable resolution 
of our officers and men. The campaigns 
have been wearing and difficult beyond 
description, both because of the nature 
of the country and of the character of 
our opponents, 

“The record of the struggle in the 
Philippines is one which should make 
all Americans proud because of the 
firmness aud the mercy, the justice and 
the fearlessness with which their rep- 
resentatives in the islands have acted 
under as trying conditions as have ever 
been faced in a similar ease. From 
Lawton to Funston many a name has 
been added to the honor roll of the re- 
public. 

“No greater stride towards securing 
prosperity for the island folk can be 
taken than to make the conditions such 
as to invite business enterprise. But in 
our own interest and for the sake of our 
own honor we must steadily insist upon 
one point. Our public men must under- 
stand that their relations towards the 
islanders are those of trustees and that 
no trustee is allowed to make any gain 
because of his relations with his ward. 

“As for the offenses that are at times 
bound to occur in connection with the 
public service in the islands, we should 
on the one hand see to it that the most 
prompt and severe punishment is visited 
upon the offenders, and in the next 
place we should remember that it fs 
simply silly to treat such an offense as 
in any way a condemnation of our 
policy. In every man who serves our 
xovernnient, in military, or in civil life, 
in these distant islands, we havea right 
to demand the highest standards, the 
most unblemished record of publie con- 
duct, and woe to us if we lower this 
standard, if we relax our just and jeal- 
ous severity.” 

“Now, in conclusion, let me ask you 
to judge the future by the past. Look 
back over the last three years and see 
what we have done. Think how in- 
finitely better off Cuba and the Philip- 
pines are, because of the policy upon 
which this republic has acted. Man- 
kind is our debtor for what we have 
done, and the doing of it has raised our 
national character to a higher standard 
than ever before. We have made nis- 
takes, of course; let us profit by them 
and avoid them hereafter; but at home 
and abroad let us continue on ‘the 
course we have marked out. We talk 
much. and on the whole we talk truly, 
of the future greatness of our people. 
Let us see to it that our deeds make good 
our words, that we take advantage of 
our manifold opportunities, and do with- 
out flinching our manifold duties. We 
are not to be excused if we fail to do all 
that is required of a zreat nation, stand- 
ing as one of the great powers of the 
earth; and least of all are we to be ex- 
cused if we fail fo keep in mind the 
principles that underlie all real great- 
ness—the principle of justice and of 
mercy—of courage and of honesty, that 
go to make up a national record of clean 
living and true manliness.” 

Senator Lodge hinted of a possible 
league of Europe against the United 
States. “Hands off South America” 
was his warning to the powers. He 
advocated keeping our army and navy 
{n such condition as to be prepared for 
any emergency. The Monroe doctrine 
must be upheld at all cost. 


Morrison’s Gloomy Picture 

London, May 1.—Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to The Times from Pekin, protests that 
Count Von Waldersee’s policy of puni- 
live expeditions has “thrown the great- 
er part of the province of Chih-Li into 
an a state of anareby and disorder. 
This is so complete,” he says, “that the 
neighborhood of Pekin is now more un- 
safe for foreigners than at any previous 
time since the occ upation began, The 
trade with the interioriscrippled. The 
only armed Chinese are robbers and 
Boxers. testitution to the Chinese of 
territorial jurisdiction has become a 
paramount ned.” 


Prince Is Tired of Living 

St. Petersburg, May 1.—Prince Dol- 
goroukoff, formerly Secretary of the 
Russian embassy in Loudon, attempted 
to commit suicide at a prominent hetel 
here. His action was due to family 
troubles. He had been separated from 
his wife. His recoy ery ds possible. 


Miners Decide Not to Strike 

Lens, May 1.—The French Miners’ 
union has issued a manifesto declaring 
that, as 20,000 miners abstained from 
voting in the referendum on the ques- 
tion of a general strike, the union has 
decideG not to assume the grave re- 
sponsibility of ordering a strike. 


Center Moves Westward 

Washington, May 1.—The census bu- 
reau hus issued a bulletin announcing 
that the center of population of the 
United States, excluding Alaska and re- 
cent territorial accessions, on June 1 
last, was six miles southeast of Co- 
lumbus, in southern Indiana. 


Five Years For Tohan 

Exeter, N. H., May 1.—Martin Tohan, 
convicted of breaking and entering and 
of aggravuted assault upon William 
Judson, was yesterday sentenced to 
four years in State prison for breaking 
and entering and an additional year for 
assault.

A Tinker’s Dam. 

There is no profanity in saying that 
any certain thing “is not worth a tink- 
er’s dam,” although it is so considered 
by many. The expression originated 
many years ago, when tinkering, or 
mending, leaky vessels was much crud- 
er than it is now. 

In former times the use of rosin to 
eheck the flow of solder when placed 
on tin was not generally understood, at 
least by the roving tinkers.

RECEIVES CARDINAL’S CAP 


Cardinal-Elect Martinelli Is Formally 
Notified of His Promotion 

Washington, May 1.—Cardinal-elect 
Martinelli last night received from the 
hands of a member of the papal guard 
of Pope Leo NIII, Count Colacicchi, 
who has just arrived from Rome, the 
consistorial letter formally advising 
him of his elevation to the cardinalate 
and the red zuchetto emblematic of that 
high office. The ceremony occurred at 
the papal legation in the presence of a 
number of church dignitaries. 

Count Colacicchi had donned his uni- 
form before leaving the train, and he 
entered the papal residence wearing 
his massive helmet and with a sweep- 
ing white cloak, heavily braided with 
gold, falling to his feet. The cardinal- 
elect waited in the parlor. He was at- 
tired in the silk robes of an archbishop, 
and was attended by Mgr. Conaty. 

Putting aside his cloak, Count Col- 
acicchi stepped into the parlor in the 
brilliant full uniform of the famous 
guard to which he belongs, with the 
sword at his side and spurs clanking 
from his heavy military boots. In his 
hand he curried two large letters and 
a large leathern case, enclosing the zuch- 
etto. One of the letters proved to be 
the credentials of the official messenger. 
The second letter announced the eleva- 
tion of Mer. Martinelli to the cardi- 
nalate. 

When the letter had been read, the 
count opened the case and took there- 
from a red silken zuchetto, or cardinal’s 
skull cap. Dr. Conaty removed the 
purple cap from the head of Mgr. Mar- 
tinelli, and the latter placed the red 
cap of high office in its stead. 

The count then addressed the cardi- 
nal, and Cardinal Martinelli responded 
briefiy.

|LOVE OF CONFEDERATES 


Expressed For President In 
His Journey Through Dixie 


IN OLD UNIFORMS OF GRAY 


Escorted Chief Magistrate 


Through Streets of Memphis —Open 
Air Reception, Speeches and Bau- 
quet Round Out a Pleasant Day 


Memphis, May 1.—The presidential 
train passed through the heart of Dixie 
yesterday, and at 4:30 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon reached Memphis, on the 
banks of the Mississippl. This was 
the first resting place of the tour. Af- 
ter descending the mountains Monday 
night, the train yesterday skimmed 
along through northern Alabama and 
the valley of the Tennessee river and 
touched at Corinth, Miss. 

The fresh, green southland, with its 
fruit in full blussom, wasa great change 
from the backward spring which the 
party had left behind at Washington, 
The heat was rather oppressive, but the 
weather was not so warm as the presi- 
dent's weleome. 
| Confederate veterans at all the stop- 
ping places were among the presidents 
most enthusiastic auditors, and that he 
was impressed with their remarks of 
love and esteem was evident from the 


brief speeches he made at Huntsville, } 


Decatur, Tuscumbia and Corinth. 

During the morning, at the regular 
hour for the cabinet to assemble, the 
president summoned his advisers into 
the observation cur, and there, behind 
elosed doors, the first cabinet meeting 
on wheels was held. No important 
advices had been received from Wash- 
ington that required attention, but the 
foreign dispatches in the papers were 
tulked over and some of the details as 
yet undetermined were discussed. 

At Memphis the party received a won- 
derfully impressive welcome. A com- 
mittee, headed by Senator Carmack, 
met the train at Corinth, and escorted 
the party to this city. A national sa- 
lute of 21 guns signalled the approach 
to the city. At the station Governor 
McMillin and others met the party. A 
military parade, with a company of 
grizzled Confederate veterans in their 
old uniforms, acting as the guard of 
honor, escorted the party in carriages 
through the principal streets. The city 
was elaborately decorated with flags 
and bunting. Banners were stretched 
across the streets. 

The checring through which the pro- 
cession pussed was tremendous. In 
Court square, where the open air re- 


ception occurred, the platform was 
hemmed xrvund with roses and other 
blossoms. Over 10,000 people were 


packed into the square when the presi- 
dent was introduced by Mayor Will- 
iams. In response to the cheers which 
creeted him, the president made a 
speech. His theme was the resistless 
power of a great united people, and was 
delivered in his best vein. When he 
referred to the noble record of the Ten- 
nessee volunteers in the Spanish and 
Philippine wars, Governor McMillin led 
the cheering. 

After this speech the party was driven 
to the Twentieth Century club, a ladies’ 
organization of this city. Here there 
was a veritable beauty show. About 
80 charming southern belles held court 
in a bower of roses, ranged around a 
gilded arm chair, which was designed to 
hold the president. Mr. McKinley, 
however, did not take the chair, but 
after greeting each of the young ladies 
personally, he made a speech. 

After this the ladies of the party were 
taken in hand by the ladies of Memphis. 
A reception was held in their honor, and 
later a banquet was given them at the 
Peabody hotel. At the same time the 
president and the gentlemen of the 
party, with about 200 prominent busi- 
ness men of the city, sat down to an 
elaborate dinger. 

Much enthusiasm was manifested. 
Secretary Hay spoke to the toast “Our 
Country,” and the president responded 
to the toast “The President of the 
United States.” Mr. McKinley deliv- 
ered an address on the future of the 
great transportation lines, and gave 
special attention to the ship subsidy bill. 


General Davis’ Daughter Weds 

San Juan, P. R., May 1.—Miss Carmen 
Davis, daughter of Brigadier General 
Davis, former governor general of Porto 
Rico, and now provost marshal at Ma- 
nila, was married yesterday to Philip 
Mumford, cashier in a banking office, 
Bishop Blenk officiating. A brillian 
reception wag given at the Davis man- 
sion, and the newly married couple left 
for the United States_on. the steamer 
Ponce. 


Guardians Relaxed Vigilance 

Middletown, N. Y., May 1.—Thomas 
G. Esterbrook, the baseball player, 
jumped from the window of a train near 
Tuxedo yesterday while he was being 
conveyed to the Middletown state hos- 
pital in charge of his brother and an 
attendant. He was brought to a hos- 
pital here, where he died later. 


A Case of Manslaughter 

Worcester, Mass., May 1.—Hagop 
Dostumian, wounded by David Simon- 
ian in the Armenian shooting affair Sun- 
day last, died yesterday at the Wor- 
cester city hospital. Simonian’s case 
was continued until Monday, and the 
charge will now be changed to man- 
slaughter. 


Four Suicides 
Toledo, May 1.—Three bodies, two of 
men and one a woman, were found 
floating in the river here yesterday. All 
appear to have been the victims of self- 
destruction. The body of Albert 
Molosh, a youth, was also taken out of 
the river. He was a suicide. 


THE GREATEST YET 


Enormous Total of 3,202,100 Shares 
Sold on New Vork Stock Exchange 

New York, May 1.—Monday’s tre- 
mendous total of transactions on the 
stock exchange, making a new high rec- 
ord of 2,760,000 shares, was. eclipsed 
yesterday, when 2,202,100 shares 
changed hands. The most aciive stock 
of the day was United States Steel, com- 
mon, of which 459,106 shares changed 
hands. Second in activity was Erie, 
common, of which 283,000 shares were 
sold at frem 38%% to 43 3-8. Next way 
Atchison, common, 229,500 shares of 
this stock being sold at prices ranging 
from 723-4to783-S. In United States 
Steel, common, the price was not so 
great, that stock only moving between 
53 and 55. Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific and Northern Pacific, which 
were among the sensational features 
Monday were comparatively quiet yes- 
terday, the transactions in Union Pa- 
cific being 215,900 shares at a price 
range of from 116 3-4 te 120; in South- 
ern Pacific the total sales were 137,800 
shares at from 56 3-8 to 57 7-S, and the 
Northern Pacific, 89,500 were sold be- 
tween 114 3-4 and 1171-4. There was 
great activity in New York Central, 
which advanced from 157 1-4 to 164 1-8, 
and then reacted to 162, on sales of 95,- 
S00 shares.

Tolstol on Excommunication 

Paris, May 1.—The Temps publishes 
a two-column reply from Count Tolstoi 
to the decree of excommunication pro- 
nounced against him. He character- 
izes the decree as illegal or intentionally 
equivocal, arbitrary, unjustified and full 
of falsehoods. Moreover, he says, it 
constitutes an instigation to evil senti- 
ments and deeds. Count Tolstoi de- 
nounces the practices of the church, and 
says he is convinced that the teaching 
of the church, theoretically astute, is 
injurious, is a lie in practice, and is a 
compound of vulgar superstititions and 
sorcery, uuder which entirely disap- 
pears the sense of Christian doctrine.

San Francisco, May 1.—Terry Mc- 
Govern knocked out Oscar Gardiner in 
the fourth round last night at Me- 
chanics’ pavilion. From the first min- 
ute until the end came there was never 
a doubt as to the outcome. Gardiner 
took a terrific pummeling, and went 
down repeatedly. In the fourth round 
Gardiner received a hard right squarely 
in the pit of the stomach, and as he 
was falling Terry sent in a left to the 
jaw which ended the fight. The men 
fought for a purse of $5000, the wiuner 
to take 75 percent and the loser 25 per- 
cent. 


German Political Intrigue 

Berlin, May 1.—-Eleven of the Berlin 
papers reprint an article from the Ham- 
burger Nachrichten, in which it is said 
that Baron Von Lucanus, chief of the 
emperor's civil cabinet, is intriguing 
against Chancellor Von Buelow, on the 
ground that the Jatter is poisoning the 
emperor's mind against him (Lucanus). 
The article in question also says that a 
reorganization of a ministry is probable.

‘The value of the 
quantity of the goods destroyed is not 
known. Lives may have been lost, but 
this is not yet ascertained.

REFUTES EASTMAN’S STORY 


That Rim-Fire Revolver Was Used— 
Admission of Testimony Phat East- 
mau Had Threatened to Shoot Gro- | 


gan on a Previous Occasion 


Cambridge, Mass., May 1—Members 
of the immediate family of the deceased 

tichard Grogan took the witness stand 
yesterday in the Eastman trial. But 
most ipteresting of all, he whose tes- 
timony was listened to closest, and 
contested at point after point, was 
John Grogan, a brother of Richard. He 
detailed the quarrel in the Grogan sta- 
ble in November, 1899, when Eastman 
threatened, witness testified, “I will 
plug you for this if I have to wait five 
years,” : 

Taken altogether the pendulum of 
evidence in the trial yesterday swung 
slightly over to the government's side 
of the case, through a favorable de- 
cision in the morting, and some ex- 
pert testimony ip the afternoon, tend- 
ing to show that the bullet taken from 
Grogan's body came from the center 
tire revolver, although Eastman in his 
many statements said that the accident 
took place while he had an old rim fire 
revolver in his hand. 

On the other hand, the decision in fa- 
vor of the government, which admitted 
the testimony of Grogan's brother, 
showing that Eastman had threatened 
to shoot Grogan, was somewhat coun- 
teracted by the evidence of another wit- 
bess, Who said that he and Eastman 
proposed Grogan’s name as a member 
of one of the leading scientifie societies 
within 10 days of the time of the trag- 
edy. 

tn asking for the admission of the evi- 
deuce of a threat, the government said 
that it would try to show that ill-feeling 
between the two men continued from 
that time, which was in November, 
1899, up to the time of the shooting. A 
number of witnesses, nearly all of 
Grogan’s family, testified that at times 
they had noticed that the two nieu did 
not speak, and that in April Eastman 
said that he did not want to ask Grogan 
for his horse, because he wus not on 
good terns with him. 

‘The expert testimony on the bullet 
was the most interesting of the day, and 
one of the prominent Harvard medical 
chemists told of a careful examination 
which he had made of both rim tire and 
center fire bullets. The rim fire was 
composed of pure lead, while the center 
fire contained 2% percent of tin. He 
stated that in the fragment of the bul- 
let which it is claimed was taken from 
Grogan’s body he found traces of tin. 
His evidence was not concluded when 
the court adjourned for the day. 


Efficacy of Fire Drill 

Dedham, Mass., May 1.—The coolness 
of the teachers in putting between 300 
and 400 children through the fire drill 
at the Ames school yesterday saved 
a panic and possible injuries to many 
little ones, due to fright from the blow- 
ing off of a rubber tube on a gas tank 
used in a stereopticon lecture. The 
children were assembled in the school 
hall, and the explosion made them start 
for the door. Discipline, however, as- 
serted itself, and no one was hurt. 


Lowell Carpenters Strike 

Lowell, Mass., May 1.—At a largely 
attended meeting of the Carpenters’ 
union last night, it was voted unani- 
mously that all union carpenters in the 
city go on strike, beginning this morn- 
ing. This will tie up several important 
jobs now in course of construction. 
The cause of the strike is the refusal to 
recognize the demands made by the 
union for an eight-hour day and a mini- 
mum wage scale of $2.25 per day. 


Bay State Legislature 


Boston, May 1.—The house refused 
yesterday, by 4 vote of 46 to 132, to sub- 
stitute for the adverse report of the 
judiciary committee the bill accompany- 
ing the petition of Representative Frost 
of Lawrence, and providing that juries 
may qualify verdicts of murder in the 
first dergee by adding “without capital 
punishment,” and that in this case the 
punishment shall be imprisonment for 
life. 


Will Avoid Strike If Possible 

Gloucester, Mass., May 1.—About 400 
members of the Stone Workers’ union 
held a meeting last night and voted to 
postpone action in the matter of a 
strike for one week. ‘The men are de- 
cidedly averse to striking, but declare 
that they are not getting living wages 
and that there must be a change in the 
schedule. 


Governor Allen at Home 

Lowell, Mass., May 1—Governor Al- 
len of Porto Rico spent a quiet day yes- 
terday with his daughter, Mrs. Alex- 
ander Hobbs. He received but few 
eallers. ‘The governor will remain here 
two weeks. He says he has no idea 
how the report became current that he 
intended to resign his office. 


Labor Contest Probable 


Portland, Me., May 1.—As a result of 
the meeting held by the trades unions, 
teveral builders employing members of 
the Masons’ union have notified their 
workmen that unless they withdraw 
the demands they will be paid off and 
the work under way will be suspended. 


Wanted on Bigamy Charge 
Boston, May 1.—Adolph Barth, 33 
years old, of this city, was arrested yes- 
terday charged with being a fugitive 
from New York city, wheer he is want- 
ed on the charge of bigamy.

Center Fire Revolver 


Grogan’s Body at the First Autopsy 
—Expert Found Tin on Vertabrea 


Cambridge, May 2.—The de- 
fense has made an important aduiission 
in the trial of Professor Charles QR. 
Eastman for the murder of his brother- 
in-law, Richard R. Grogan, by volun- 
tarily admitting that’ the bullet which 
has been frequently produced during 
the trial, and which the government 
claiins was taken from Grogan’s body, 
was fired from a modern. Smith and 
Wesson ceutre tire revolver of the same 
pattern as those used by Eastman and 
Grogan in their target shootipg. The 
yovernment shows that the re- 
volver which discharged the fatal bul- 
let must have been at least six feet from 
Grogan when it went off, 

Eastinan, in his numerous statements, 
claimed that the fatal bullet was fired 
from an old rim fire revolver and that 
he stood within tive feet of Grogan. 
This variance was clearly impressed 
upon the jury by the government, 

it was evideut from the cross-examin- 
ation that the defense will attempt to 
that the bullet which has so fre- 
quently been shown the jury was not 
the one which killed Grogan, nor was 
taken from his body at the first autopsy. 

iow the change was made and when 
it was done has not yet appeared, but 
the severe cross-examination whenever 
the bullet appeared, indicated In a way 
the line of the defense, 

‘The testiinony yesterday was almost 
wholly contined to expert testimony on 
firearms and cartridges, and there was 
ho attempt by the government to show 
any additional evidence as to the ill 
feeling between the two men. 

Previous to the admission by the de- 
fense, Professor Wood of Harvard col 
lege continued the linportant testimony 
he gave regarding the bullet taken from 
the body of Grogan. The testimony of 
the witness was in support of the cou- 
tention of the prosecution that the bul- 
let contained am alloy of tin, and must, 
therefore, have been part of a center 
fire cartridge. and conld not have come 
from the defective rim fire revolver 
such as the defendant alleges was acci- 
dentally discharged in his hands, caus- 
ing the tragedy. 

Professor Wood told of having an- 
alyzed the sawdust taken from the ver- 
tebrae removed from the body of Rich- 
ard Grogan, and of having found it 
contained tin and lead. It will be re- 
membered that in sawing through the 
bone in searching for the bullet, Dr. 
Swan cut into the bullet, cutting off a 
small piece.

Presidential Train Is 
tracked Until This Evening 


THE TRIP FROM MEMPHIS 


Several Stops at Small Towns to Per- 
mit the President to Talk to Cotton 
Mill Operatives—Crowds Actually 
Impeded Progress of Train 


New Orleans, May 2.—The presiden- 
tial party travelled across the cotton 
belt yesterday from Memphis almost to 
the gulf of Mexico. Down the low-ly- 
ing Yazoo valley, fertile as that of the 
Nile, it went to Vicksburg, teeming with 
its memories of 30 years ago, thence 
east to Jackson, the capital of Missis- 
sippi, and from there down into the 
land of the magnolia and the orange 
to the old and romantic city near the 
mouth of the Mississippi, with its tra- 
ditions of French aud Spanish rule. 

The outpourings of the people to see 
the presidential train along the route 
yesterday were larger, if anything, than 
on the two previous days, and the dem- 


oustrations at Vicksburg and Jackson, | 


the two principal stops, were very strik- 
ing. The visit to Vicksburg was in 
some respects the most interesting yet 
made, Here 2 triumphal arch of cot- 
ton bales, with the word “Expansion,” 
pointed out to the president, as he 
passed under it, the path of the new 
south. 

Although it had not been intended to 
make any stops after leaving Jackson, 
the train was halted at several of the 
sinaller towus where cotton mills are 
located to permit the president to see 
and speak to the operatives. At some 
of the stations the crowds actually im- 
peded the progress of the train, and the 
eugineer was obliged to slow down to 
avoid danger of running over enthu- 


| siastic people. 


As the sun was lowering the train 
crossed the bayous with their tangles 


of moss-covered cypress and light oaks 


and, skirting Lake 
steamed into New Orleans. 

This is the first time New Orleans has 
ever had a visit from the chief magis- 
trate of the nation, and it was a royal 
welcome that the old city extended to 
I'resident Metsinley. Mr. McKinley 
himself has been here. He made ua 
notable speech here the year preceding 
his nomination for the presidency, but 
never before has a president, while in 
office, visited the Crescent city. 

The air was filled with the blare of 
bands, the booming of cannon and the 
scream of whistles from the harbor 
craft, as the train drew into the sta- 
tion. Here the president and his party 
were greeted by Governor Ileard, 
Mayor Capdeville, Senators McEnery 
and Foster, the entire Louisiana con- 
eressional delegation, the city council 
and representatives of the various com- 
mercial exchanges. 

The president and his cabinet passed 
out of the station between a line of 
sinart-looking militiamen on’one side 
and a smarter-looking line of young ca- 
dets from the Jesuit military college on 
the other. Outside the governor's staff 
awaited the presidential party. The 
crowd around the station was dense. 
A big military parade, consisting of the 
Louisiana cavalry troop, the Washing- 
ton artillery and all the milita from this 
end of the state, escorted the party to 
the St. Charles hotel. 

Mrs. McKinley and the ladies of the 
party dined quietly at the hotel, and 
later received the ladies of New Orleans. 
The president and his cabinet, with the 
other gentlemen of the party, were 


| given an elaborate banquet at the hotel 


in the evening. About 300 of the prom- 
inent men of New Orleans were pres- 
ent, and the banquet was said to have 
exceeded in every respect anything of 
a similar character attempted hereto- 
fore in this city. 

The party will drive about the city 
this morning, and in the afternoon take 
a sail along the river front. The presi- 
dential train will again resume its 
journey towards the Golden Gate at 6 
o'clock this evening.

Was Thoroughly Enjoyed by 
the Presidential Party 


EVENTS OF OLDEN TIMES 


Recalled by Ceremonies In the Seat 


of Government of Former Spanish 
and French Rulers—Whole Popula- 


tion Turned Out to Greet President 
New Orleans, May 3.—The day spent 
in New Orleans will live Jong in the 
memory of the president and of the 
mnembers of his party. In no other city 
in the United States is the old aid roy 
mantic preserved and placed in such 
sharp cuntrast with the modern as in 
the Crescent city, and yesterday, as the 
presidential party, drove through the 
city from the new into the old French 
and Spauish quarter, it was like passing 
mysteriously from America into a for- 
elgn land, from this country into an- 
other that has gone. And the fllusion 
of the transition was heightened by in- 
teresting ceremonies which occurred in 
the old Cabildo, the seat of the govern- 
ment of the former Spanish and French 
rulers, which yet preserved in its 
original integrity by the Louisiana His- 
torical society. 

The weather could not have been fair- 
er. ‘The heat was tempered by a light 
breeze from the river and the entire 
population apparently was out to see 
the chief magistrate. After a short 
visit to the Southern university, where 
a thousand colored students greeted the 
president with waving bits of colored 
bunting, so arranged as to make the 
whole an American flag, and where the 
president made a brief speech, the party 
passed the boundaries of the new city 
into the old town. with its narrow 
etreets, Its quaint galleried residences, 
{ts cathedrals, old Spanish buildings and 
French markets—all now unfortunately 
going into picturesque decay. 

There was a striking picture when the 
party drew up before the mouldering 
Cabildo, over 150 years old, situated op- 
posite what now called Jacksou 
square, Around the entire streets the 
balconies were thronged and down iu 
the square was a crush of people. 
Many races were represented, but the 
foreigners were mostly Spanish, French 
or Italians. 

Drawn in line before the building 
were the young cadets from the Jesuit

range the Continental Guards, a local 
organization in the buff and blue of the 
Revolutionary era. As the president 
alighted, a squad of the cadets blew a 
fanfare on their French trumpets, the 
Louisiana fleld artillery fired a salute 
of 21 guns, and the bells of the cathedral 
and all the churches in the quarter 
pealed out their welcoming greeting. Up 
the stairway, past the Continental 
Guards, the president and his party 
mounted mMto the crimson-draped chain- 
ber where the exercises took place. 

Aleee Fortier, president of the Louis- 
jana Historical society, delivered the ad- 
dress, and the president in his response 
spoke of the memorable day, nearly a 
century ago, when the keys of the city 
of New Orleans were delivered to Wil- 
kinson and Claiborne, the American 
commissioners, by the representatives 
of France. ‘The speech was received 
with enthusiasm by the gathering pres- 
ent. When the president appeared up- 
on the baleony the cadets below pre- 
sented arms. The appliuse was tre- 
mendous as the president, an impressive 
figure, stood waiting for the cheering 
to subside. He acknowledged the dem- 
onstration with a bow, and spoke as 
follows: 

“My Fellow Gitizens: I have great 
bonor in standing on this historic 
ground to receive the greetings of my 
country aud to recall the fact that here, 
nearly 100 years ago, a great scene was 
enacted that dedicated a larger area 
barked on a Mississippi river steamboat 
for a trip along the river front froin 
Audubon park to the battlefield of Chal- 
mette. 

The ladies of the party had remained 
quietly at the hotel during the cere 
monies of the morning, but they partici- 
pated in the river trip, and enjoyed it. 

At 6 o'clock the presidential speci: U/ 
resumed its long journey to the Pacific 
eoast. Houston was reached this morn- 
ing.

The Truant School. 


Sewell A. Faunce of Dorchester, clerk 
of the boards of Norfolk, Bristol and 
Plymouth Counties, has filed his report 
of the quarter ending March 31, of the 
Union Truant school at East Walpole 
with Charles H. Smith, treasurer of 
Norfolk county. There are now 66 
truants in the school, all boys. Of 
this number Bristol County sends 25 
from Fall River, 14 from New Bedford, 
4 from Attleborough and 3 from 
Taunton—a total of 46; Norfolk County 
—4 from Stonghton,3 each from Brook - 
line and Quincy, and one each from 
Norwood, Foxborough, Milton and 
Randolph—a total of 14, and Plymouth 
county, 5 from Brockton and one from 
Middleborough — a total of 6. The 
board of these truants for the past 
quarter was $708.99, of which Bristol 
County paid $491.09, Norfolk County, 
$152.89, and Plymouth County, $65.01.

Outgoing Trains Are Crowded With 
Refugees—Not Yet Definitely Known 
How Many Lives Were Lost—Mar- 


tial Law Being Rigidly Enforced 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 
Bowden hus sent out the following: 


“One hundred and thirty-six blocks, 


covering the best residential and busi 
hess portions of the city, were de 
stroyed. About 10,000 people are home- 
less and thousands are destitute. Our 
people are respondijug liberally, but the 
demands for help are beyond our ability 
to meet.” ; 

The hunger of 10,000 homeless people 
was satisfied yesterday upon the arrival 
of relief trains and boats bringing pro- 
visions from neighboring towns. <A 
commissary was established in the cen 
ter of the city, und thousands were fed 
during the day. 

The relief fund is growing hourly and 
every mail brings offers of assistance. 

An order was promulgated yesterday 
under martial law requiring all mer- 
chants whose stores were spared by the 
conflagration to open their doors and 
sell to all whoasked. The streets have 
been crowded with shoppers who lost 
all in the fires and many stores remain 
open all night. 

It is estimated that $000 persons have 
left the city, and every outgoing train 
is crowded with refugees. Five car- 
loads of tents were received yesterday, 
the property of the state, which are to 
be used by the homeless temporarily. 
Another shipment of tents is expected 
from the government to arrive today. 

The Times-Union and Citizen esti- 
mates the total property loss at $11,000,- 
000. These figures are based upon an 
itemized statement furnished by a vol- 
unteer committee of citizens, 

Rumors of loss of life are on every 
hand, and the river has been closely 
watched. Many persons have confirmed 
the report of loss of life at the Market 
street wharf. Numerous advertise 
ments appeared in local papers asking 
for aid in searching for persons who are 
missing. As many have left for the 
gulf it is impossible to ascertain who 
have been lost in the Market street pler 
tragedy. 

A committee of Atlantians was here 
yesterday to deliver $1000 worth of pro- 
visions, promising another car during 
the week. Atlanta also furnished by 
express one thousand feet of hose. 

Martial law is being rigidly enforeed 
and the town is quiet, although much 
anxiety preyails because of the threats 
said to have been made by the negroes 
that they would obtain previsions by 
foree at their first opportunity. 

In the eastern portion of the city the 
ebris is still burning, but no further 
outbreak of the flames is anticipated. 

Grand Master Campbell of the Ma 
sonic grand lodge of Florida last night 
issued the following appeal to the Ma- 
sous of the United States: 

“There is hardly an inhabitant of the 
elty of Jacksonville, Fla., who has not 
lost his home, business or employment, 
and, in many cases, all three, by the 
practical destruction of our city by fire 
on May 3. The portion destroyed com- 
prises 140 squares in the heart of the 
business and most populous section of 
the city, covering an area about two 
miles long and three-quarters of a mile 
wide. ‘Twenty thousand of ourcitizens 
are homeless. Among the victims are 
those who would under other circum- 
stances be the first to contribute to the 
relief of the distressed. 3eing unable 
to help ourselves, we issue this appeal 
for assistance to the Masonic fraternity 
of the United States. All contributions 
should be addressed to W. P. Webster, 
grand secretary, Jacksonville, Fla.”

have suffered. The government will 
do all it can in the work of relief.”

Chicago, May 6.—At the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders and board of di- 
rectors of the Chicago homoeopathi« 
medical college, it was determined to 
admit women on an equal footing with 
men. Heretofore this has been the 
only homoeopathic college in Chicag« 
and the west to exclude women. It is 
one of the largest and best equipped 
medical schools in the country. 


The Gotham Bakers’ Strike 

New York, May 6—Two hundred 
more Hebrew bakers joined the ranks 
of the strikers yesterday, and 25 of the 
bosses conceded the demands of the 
union for a 10-hour working day and 
gix days’ work a week. Thus far 701 
of the 1000 bakers have struck, and T= 
of the 220 bosses have yielded. About 
300 of the men have returned to work.

It being Sunday the president had re- 
quested the local committee here not 
to arrange any program for the day. 
His wishes were respected, and the mili- 
tary parade and ofticial exercises were 
postponed until today. The president 
and his wife and the members of the 
cabinet attended the Methodist church 
in the morning, and in the afternoon 
some of the party went for a drive. 

While it was a comparatively quiet 
day in El Paso, 
large number of strangers in town, it 
was otherwise in the Mexican city of 
Juarez, just across the Rio Grande. 
May 5 is the anniversary of the defeat 
of the French invaders at Puebla and is 
celebrated as our Fourth of July is in 
the United States. The Mexicans are 
not Puritanical in thelr observance of 
the Sabbath. Indeed, Sunday is alwuys 
a fete day with them, 

The great feature of the celebrations 
yesterday was a Spanish bull fight. 
A famous matador had come to Juarez 
from the City of Mexico for the ocea- 
sion, None of the members of the pres- 
ident’s Immediate party attended, but 
bull fighting is the national sport in 
Mexico, as in Spain, and General Her- 
nandez and the governor of Chihuahua 
occupied a box overlooking the ring. 

The tight proved to be more than 
usually bloody and brutal. The net 
easualties were four bulls dispatched, 
one horse killed, two picadors unhorsed 
and one toreador severely, but not fa- 
tally wounded, as he was helped over 
the fence surrounding the arena by a 
maddened bull. 

Governor Murphy of Arizona and his 
staff participated in the formal greet- 
ings today. One of the features of the 
program today was a Mexican break- 
fast, with the typical Spanish dishes 
for the ladies of the party.

Stockholm, May 6.—While Baroness 
Von Dusen was introducing a patient 
named Nehrmann into a hospital for 
nervous diseasés at Grenna, Nehrmann 
became violent, seized ai knife and 
stabbed the baroness and her three 
daughters. The patient then escaped 
into the street clad only in undercloth 
ing, tried to force an entrance into sev- 
eral houses, and attacked and wounded 
five persons before being overpowered. 
One of the daughters of the baroness 
has succumbed to her wounds.

The excelience of his work gained 
him a_ reputation, and his services 
were in demand constantly by con- 
tractors. His last work io California 
was done in 1862 when he repaired 
the bridge at Fulsome after it had been 
partly carried away in the great flood 
of that year. 

The same year he was sent for by 
the famous Harry Meiggs better known 
probably as the ‘‘modern Monte 
Cristo’’ to finish the mason work of 
the car station on the Valparaiso «&

Though as citizens, they lose you in 
labors of political life, they 
hope as Masons to tind you in the pleas- 
ing sphere of fraternal engagement. 
From the cares of State,and the fatigue

In some 
eases the officials whose punishment 
was demanded were more powerful 
than the government, and then, of 
course, the punishment could not be en- 
foreed. Except in these cases, every- 
thing was done as the powers demand- 
ed. 


At home I understand that I was 
thought blvodthirsty, but in China ] 
was the most lenient of all the ministers, 
We knew the conditions 
better than those who are not there 
could possibly know them. Drastic 
measures were demanded, but I do not 
think that we werecruel. What would 
Seem a severe punishment to us at 
home would not impress the Chinese at 
all, for the reason that they indulge in 
so many cruel and unusual punish- 
ments. 

The reports of cruelty on the part of 
soldiers have been grossly exaggerated, 

Nor were the stories of unrestricted 
looting truce. In Pekin the soldiers took 
what they needed, of course, just as we 
would have seized anything that we 
needed while we were caged up in the 
compound, had we been able to fasten 
upon anything that would help us to 
withstand tlie siege. As for the stories 
of missionary looting, they are undis- 
guisedly false. The missionaries did 
not loot.

Beside her on the 
platform was her husband, the manager 
of the new boat, but all the rest of the 
party stood a little distance off. 

At the sound of the Mrs. Dun- 
ean, with a banner in one hand and a 
bottle of wine in the other, dashed the 
bottle on the bow and as the wine 
zushed in the foam on the prow of the 
racer, the yacht acquired motion and 
slowly began her desceut into the water. 
With the breaking of the bottle Mrs. 
Duncan ssl: “I christen thee Cou 
stitution.” 

The scene was a brilliant one 
Constitution was sk my lowered into 
the water, the cheering from the boats 
outside being vigorous, while the search- 
ight from the steam yacht Colonia just 
outside the dock illuminated the stern 
of the Constitution.

Refuses to Answer Questions Concern-

| WERE ON GOOD TERMS 


Eastman and Grogan Enjoyed 
Each Other's Company 


INDULGED IN MANY SPORTS 


In Which Shooting at a Mark Mostly 
Took Their Fancy—Wife of Accused 
Man festifles to Cordial Relations 
Between the [wo Families 


Cambridge, Mass., May 7.—The third 
week of the trialof Charles R. Eastman, 
charged with the murder of Richard 
H. Grogan, Jr., on July 4 last, opened 
The defendant faced the 
trying ordeal with which he was con- 
fronted with the same confident air that 
has characterized his demeanor since 
the trial wys begun, two weeks ago, 

The day was spent by the defense in 
piling up additional evidence to sup- 
Pert the contention that the relations 
between the defendant aud the victim 
of the shooting were at all times pleas- 
ant, amicable aud cordial. Nomention 
Was made of rim fire or center fire bul- 
lets or revolvers, and no witnesses were 
introduced to qualify as experts on fire- 
arms, 

The ineidents of the fatal day were 
scarcely touched upon, for both morning 
ané afternoon sessions were given up 
entirely to Eastman’s friends and his 
Wife, and the witnesses one after an- 
other testified that the relationé be- 
tween the two men were of the 
The evidence showed that the families 
were at all times congenial, that the 
two men enjoyed many athletie sports, 
boxed, jumped and = played ball and 
frequently indulged in checkers to- 
gether. But the sport which mostly 
took their fancy was shooting ata 
mark. 

No word of quarrel, ill-feeling or jeal- 
ousy came out during the day, although 
one or two of the witnesses underwent 
a rigorous cross-ex:unination by the at- 
torney general. 

Mrs. Eastinan, wife of the defendant. 
took the stand just before the close of 
the afternoon and had not 
finished her testimony when the court 
adjourned. She went over briefly her 
marriage with Eastman, her life tn 
Germany, and the period up to six 
months before the shooting. She also 
said that the relations of the two men 
were cordial, and she never remembered 
a time when they did not speak. The 
families frequently dined together, the 
children had their Christmas trees to- 
gether, she spoke to Grogan about tak- 
ing the lens business, aud on Thanksgiv- 
ing joined with him in giving a dinner 
to a poor family. 

It is expected that the defense will 
finish with its testimony on the rela- 
tions between the two men by this 
noon, and that their experts In oppos!- 
tion to those that the government pro- 
duced will consume tlie rest of the day. ¢ 
This will bring the chief witness of the 
trial, the accused man, on the stand to- 
morrow, giving Thursday and Friday 
to the arguments and charge, so that the 
jury will get the case about Friday 
night. 


Echo of the Maine Disaster 

Washington, May 7.—A claim was 
filed with the Spanish claims commis- 
sion yesterday in behalf of Harry Mc- 
Cann, a seaman on the Maine when she 
was blown up In Havana harbor, asking 
$10,000 for injurtes sustained by him in 
consequence of the explosion. A claim 
of $20,000 was filed In behalf of Cath- 
erine Burns, whose son was killed by 
the same explosion. Butler & Har- 
wood of New York city, who filed the 
claims, base them on the ground that 
Spain directly, or by reason of negli- 
gence, was responsible for the explo- 
sion.

The Presidential Party Has 
Reached Arizona 


SPEECHMAKING AT EL PASO 


President Bids Welcome to Mexicans 
and Expresses Bellef in Arbitration 
of International Differences—No Mil- 
itarism or Imperialism Exists Here 


Phoenix, Ari., May 7.—The presiden- 
tial special reached here this morning. 
Just before leaving El l’aso the presi 
dent, in a public address, thanked the 
people for their hospitality. Contin 
uing, he said: 

“I cannot fail also to recognize the 
cordial welcome which has been given 
to me by the governor of the neigh- 
boring state of the Mexican republic. 
I cannot zo over there, but they can 
come here, and we bid them welcome 
with open hearts. Here we are on the 
border line between the United States 
and another great republic, and on this 
side of the Hne we have 35 American 
soldiers, and on that side of the line 
there are less than 150 Mexican soldiers. 
So that we are dwelling in peace and 
amity, causing peace on earth and good 
will to wen. 

“We want to settle our differences, 

if we have any with any of the powers 
of the world, by arbitration. We want 
to exhaust every peaceable means for 
settlement before we go to war, and, 
while we have authority to raise 100,- 
000 troops, the necessity does not exist 
for that number, and we do not propose 
to raise but 75,000. So don’t be alarmed 
about militarism and imperialism. We 
know no imperialism in the United 
States, except the imperialism of a sov- 
erelgn people.” 
- Members of the cabinet also spoke. 
At the conclusion of the address the 
party. including the Mexican officials, 
went for a drive. The president ex- 
pressed u desire to take a look over into 
Mexico, and was driven down to the 
international bridge. There, at the 
oftice of the American customs officer, 
he alighted and chatted for some time 
with those around him. On the way 
back to the city the party stopped and 
cheered the Mexican consulate, 

Shortly after leaving El Paso, the 
train crossed the line into New Mexico 
und ran through the grazing section of 
the territory. The first stop in the ter- 
ritory was made at Deming, where the 
president was welcomed by Governor 
Otero and his staff. ‘The address of 
welcome at Deming was largely de- 
voted to New Mexico's claim for state- 
hood. 


Grand Scenes at Melbourne 

Melbourne, May 7.—There was a pic- 
turesque scene at the parliament house 
when the procession of the Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York, accom- 
panied by overnor Hopetoun, the state 
and federal ministers and the guard of 
honor arrived there yesterday after- 
noon, Assembled on the steps of the 
building were the foreign ministers, the 
representatives of the colonies, the 
American and other consuls, the officers 
of the visiting warships and a host of 
The royal 
party reached the government house at 
4 o'clock. ‘Then there was a scene 
of the greatest enthusiasm. It is be- 
lieved that a crowd numbering 300,000 
persons witnessed the procession. Last 
night the city and harbor were ablaze 
with illuminations of a most elaborate 
description.

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Story of the Fatal Shooting 
of Richard Grogan 


SAYS IT WAS ACCIDENTAL 


Went to Grogan to Assist Him, but 
Expression on His Face Caused Him 
to Struggle For Possession of Revol- 
ver—Knowlton’s Thrusts Parried 


Cambridge, Mass., May 8.—A court 
room crowded to suffocation with at- 
torneys and interested Cambridge citi- 
zens, both women aud men, saw Pro- 
fessor Eastinan's leading counsel care 
fully direct the accused man to the mi 
nor events of his life and to that dread 
ful tragedy which will ever be its chief- 
est feature. ‘The climax in the trial 
was reached yesterday when the de- 
fendant himself took the stand to tell 
his own story and to exchange blow 
for blow in the cross-examination com- 
bat with the attorney general. 

The spectators saw Eastman calnly 
relate his acquaintance with Grogan, 
Which, he declared, was always pleas- 
ant; saw his horror and emotion as be 
told of the tragedy, and his grief when 
he related the death bed scene on the 
evening of the last Fourth of July. 

Eastmiun's story was clear aud concise 
and he wavered but little. He went 
into no elaborate details, but answered 
only the questions put to him by his 
lawyer. For two hours he was on the 
stand giving his testimony as to his 
relations with Grogun and the incidents 
of the fatal day. He declared that the 
shooting was an accident and that up 
to last October he had always believed 
that it was the old rim fire pistol that 
discharged the bullet which killed his 
brother-in-law. 

The struggle which followed, he said, 
was for ihe possession of the centre 
fire pistol, which Grogan had in his 
band. Eastman said that he went to 
Grogan first to assist him, and then, be- 
cause of the expression on his face, to 
get the weapon away from him. He 
said that there was so much noise and 
confusion in that struggle that he could 
not recall how many times Grogan’s re- 
volver went off. But that it did go 
off was almost certain. He did not know 
how he received his own wound, but 
he did everything possible after the af- 
fair to assist Grogan into the house, 
and was prostrated with grief when he 
found that Grogan was dying. 

Up to last October he had always 
thought that it was the rim fire bullet 
which had killed his brother-in-law, but 
the production of a centre fire bullet by 
the government at the grand jury hear- 
ing had shuken his belief, until now 
he was not prepared to say whether ft 
was the rim fire or the centre fire from 
Grogan’s pistol which was discharged 
during the struggJe that did the killing. 

The day closed with an interesting ¢ 
sparring match between the accused 
man and one of the leading criminal 
lawyers in the state, Attorney General 
Knowlton. The latter planned his 
leads in the most subtle manner and 
executed them with great brilliancy, 
but he found all his well-intended blows 
parried with but few exceptions, and 
then they drew but little blood. 

He wade Eastman say that he could 
not remember how he held Grogan’'s 
revolver when he got it away from him, 
whether he grasped it by the muzzle or 
the handle, or that after he had obtained 
it whether It went off. The attorney 
general's last question was: “Do you 
think you could stand before your 
brother-in-law today, holdiag his pistol 
in your hand, discharge it, and then not 
remember that you had shot him?” 

Eastman’s reply was: “Not if I was 
in my right senses.” 

The cross-examination. was not fin- 
ished when the court adjourned for the

How the Grand tate of Masons 
Would Immortalize the Hero. 


Next month Rural lodge of Masons 
of this city will have a two days’ cele- 
bration of the centennial of its institu- 
tion. 

It is the purpose of the Daily Ledger 
in the meantime to give almost daily 
some reference to this popular 
fraternity :—its_history, its origin, its 
advantages; its progress; its prominent 
members, etc. And especially inci- 
dents of 100 years ago, and also the 
history of Rural lodge.

The Grand Lodge of Massachusetts 
wrote to Mrs. Washington on the death 
of the General as follows: 

**Boston, January 11, 

Mudam:—The Grand Lodge of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts have 
deeply participated in the general grief 
of their fellow-citizens, on the 
melancholy occasion of the death of 
their beloved Washington. 

‘*As Amerians, they have lamented 
the loss of the Chief who had led their 
armies to victory, and their country 
to glory; but as Masons, they 
wept the dissolution of that endearing

to call him their friend and their 
brother. 

“They presume not to offer you 


those ccnsolations which might allevi- 
ate the weight of common sorrows, for 
they are themselves inconsolable. The 
object of this address is,not to intenutp 
the sacred offices of grief like yours;

with each other on the common 
calamity, to condole with you on the 
irreparable misfortune which you have

To their expressions of sympathy on 
this solemn dispensation of the Grand 
Lodge have subjoined an order that a 
golden uro be prepared as a deposit for 
a lock of hair an invaluable relique of 
the hero and the patriot whom their 
wishes would immortalize; and that 
it be preserved with the jewels and 
regalia of the Society. 

‘Should this favour be granted 
Madam it will be cherished as the 
most precious jewel in the cabinet of 
the Lodge as the memory of his 
virtues will forever be in the hearts of 
its members.

The presicent then held a short pub- 
lic receptio: Meanwhile Mrs. McKin- 
ley and the ladies of the party met the 
ladies of Los Angeles at the Woman's 
club. 

Last evening the president and Mrs. 
McKinley dined at “Bivouuc,” the resi- 
dence of General Harrison Grey Otis 
and after dinuer a private reception was 
held there in their honor. They spent 
the night at the “Bivouac.” 

The meuibers of the cabinet and the 
other members of the party witnessed 
the brilllant illuinination in the streets.

The selling committee, as it now stands, |

have occurred. Some of the mill direct- 
ors think that rotation in ottice would 
tend to remove the trouble between 
buyers and sellers, and they hope the 
signers of the original agreement will 


meet and provide for the regular elec- | 
tion of an advisory committee, they to | 


elect their executive committee at their 
pleasure. 

Many of the signers wish that some 
man be kired on a salary or commission 
to act as selling agent. He would be 


judependent of any set of directors in| 


a single corporation, and the adoption 
of this plan would necessitate the selec- 
tion of a man who is nota mill owner. 
His acts would be in accordance with 
the instructions of the executive com- 
mittee appeinted by the advisory com- 
mittee, but if he thought that a quick 
sale at a concession would be advisable 
and beneticial to all interests concerned, 
he would be en;powered with authority 
to make the sale, 

It is claimed that the present com- 
mittee is unwieldy because of its large 
membership, and that many times the 
action of the committee has been known 
in New York before the people of Fall 
River knew it. In the opinion of many 
treasurers a committee of smaller pro- 
portions, controlled by a single sale 
head, would be a great improvement, 

The selling committee dces not now 
control any fancy weaves or any over 
83 inches wide. Some think that an 
extended agreement, to include all plain 
goods, would be a good thing, but that 
if this were not done then the election 
of treasurers in wide goods mills to a 
position on the advisory committee 
should be discouraged. 

Although the recent curtailment has 
not had the expected effect, it has shown 
that some of the mills represnted on the 
committee have not been wholly inter- 
ested in narrow goods, but the men from 
the mills are conceded to be good trad- 
ers and there is no indication of any at- 
tempt looking toward their resignations. 
At the Granite, Union and Border City 
mills, about one-third of the looms are 
engaged on committee goods, and each 
mill is represented on the committee, 
while several of the mills that are mak- 
ing committee goods almost exclusively 
are not represented on the cominittee. 

Another suggestion that has been 
made is that the present work of the 
committee should be allowed to lapse 
until the stock now on hand has been 
sold and the prices reach a bottom fig- 
ure, which would form the basis of more 
active trading. Although this plan has 
not met with any marked encourage- 
ment, it is well known that several of 
the mills would like to get away from 
the committee influence. 

It is not thought that further cur- 
tailment of production will be discussed 
at the proposed meeting of the signers, 
but the matter of a new form of com- 
mittee may be left to the judgment of 
the committee. There is little doubt 
that the form of selling to a committee 
will still be used, and the only question 
is as to details. There have been ef- 
forts tending toward individuality 
among the mills, but this movement 
has as yet shown no signs of coming to 
a head, and it is probable that the more 
important movement of a selling agent 
will be the one adopted.

Northern Pacific Corner Caught 
Sherts Napping 


STOCK TOUCHED $1000 CASH 


General Slump Came Later In All 
the Leading Stocks—Big Interests 
Get Together to Help Those Who 
Were Caught In the Crisis 


New York, May 10.—The threatening 
condition of affairs which developed in 
the stock market Wednesday culmi- 
nated yesterday in one of the severest 
short collapses that lave ever been 
known in Wall street. ‘The corner in 
Northern Pacific was the impelling 
cause of the crisis, owing to the threat 
contained in the ruinous terms forced 
upon the shorts in that stock that dis- 
astrous liquidation would be forced at 
other points. 

The casualties were many, but no 
actual fatalities of importance were re- 
corded during the day. During the 
height of the panic there were rumors of 
many insolvencies, but no confirmation 
could be had. The indications at the 
close of the day were strong that the 
principal damage had been wrought 
upon the speculative class or upon hold- 
ers of securities on margin. 

In the late dealings, the principal 
banks in the financial district agreed to 
pool and raise a fund, bringing the loan 
rate down to 6 percent on the stock ex- 
change. The bid for money had then 
been run up to 60 percent. The dozen 
banks quickly came to an agreement to 
raise $16,000,000, with implied willing- 
hess to increase the sum if necessary. 
‘There were very heavy loans placed also 
by individual banks, ranging in some 
eases to $25,000,000 and 830,000,000, 
Through the early part of the day bank- 
ers exacted the market rate for loans. 
But with the growing need to suppress 
the panic they offered the rate dowa 
to 6 percent. 

In the brokers’ offices sat many men 
who were reduced to absolute ruin asa 
result of the unparailcled rise of prices. 

The glittering attraction of the recent 
market has brought out a constantly 
increasing assortment of inexperienced 
speculators—men and women who have 
brought their hoarded savings in the 
hope of inaking one successful stroke 
and then retire. ‘She demonstration 
from this class, which includes many 
women speculaiors, furnished the hys- 
terical scenes and sensations of the das. 

There was a strong feeling in the 
morning, before proceedings had com- 
menced ou the stock exchange, that a 
panic could be averted only with the 
greatest difliculties. The fact was ap- 
parent that the corner in Northern Pa- 
cific was still unbroken. The price 
paid for the stock ran up quickly to 
$200 per share, and then to $300, to 
500, and even to $700 per share on reg- 
ular transaction, and $1000 per share 
for cash. The cash price paid meant 
that unfortunate shorts, who were un- 
able to borrow the stock Wednesday 
night for delivery yesterday, had to pay 
whatever cash price the engineers of 
the corner chose to ask for it. 

The concerted effort to support the 
market by buying all stocks which 
might be offered, undertaken, according 
to the current belief in Wall street, by 
some of the most powerful capitalists 
in the country, was swept away as in 
a whirlpool, under a deluge of offerings. 
As prices began to go down the dispo- 
sition to buy decreased and the deter- 
mination to sell seemed to grow. Such 
a shoveling out of stocks as occurred 
during the second hour of yesterday's 
stock market was never seen before. 


~_ 


In the outside market, the stress of 
the demand for funds was shown by the 
perpendicular drop in the price of 
Standard Oil of 171 points over night. 
The stock sold at 650, compared with 
821 Wednesday night. 

The same urgent need was reflected 
in the bond market, where all grades 
of bonds were offered on a declining 
scale. The sacrifices there were nat- 
urally much less than In the stock de- 
partment of the market. 

The shock which caused the collapse 
was the Northern Pacific corner, with- 
out dispute. 

The decline once in force gained cum- 
ulative strength. Speculators’ margins 
Were wiped out, and brokers had to sell 
the securities placed with them as col- 
lateral to save themselves from loss, 
thus adding to the weight of the sell- 
ing. 

The announcement later in the day of 
the measure for the relief of the shorts 
and the relapse in the price of the 
stock to 30% allayed the demoralization 
almost immediately. Announcements |

MERELY A “FEELER”? 
Ministers Present a Bill of $450,000,- 
000 Tuels For China to Settle 
Pekin, May 10.—An indemnity claim 
ef 450,000,000 taels was presented to 
the Chinese plenipotentiaries last eve- 
bing. Official Chinese throughout the 
empire have been communicating with 
the court and g’ving advice. Most of 
them seem to favor a loan guaranteed 
by the foreign powers. Others believe 
in raising the money in every possible 
without a loan, and in paying off 
the entire demand within five years. 
The court has considered methods of 
raising 20,000,000 taels extra, annually, 
and provisionally approves the plan, but 
the Chinese plenipotentiaries have in- 
structions to obtain a reduction of the 
indemnity demand as far as possible. 
Whatever the final demand of the pow- 
ers mnay be, it is not believed that the 
opposition will be much more than a 
matter of form. 
The ministers of the powers decided 
that the Chinese should be given to un- 
derstand thoroughly that the amount 
did not coustitute the Clatui:y ut was 
the total of the expenses, including pri- 
vate claims considered fair, and was 
meant more to obtain an opinion from 
official sources as to China's ability to 
pay and also as to what means she 
would employ. 


Brigands Whipped by Frenchmen

but were driven off, leaving 33 killed. 
The band, finally, on May 2, was driven 
back into Kwany-Si with heavy loss. 
Ten Frenchmen were wounded during 
the fighting. 


A Popular Young Couple 
Berlin, May 10.—Queen Wilhelmina 
and the Prince of The Netherlands ar- 
rived yesterday at Schwerin, where they 
were enthusiastically greeted by the 
populace. At the town hall the burgo- 
master delivered an address of wel- 
come, to which Prince Henry made a 
brief response. While in front of the 
eastle the cavalry escort ran over two 
Dutch journalists, one of whom was se- 
riously injured. 


Pollock Was Heavily Insured 
Cleveland, May 10.—It has developed 
that R. N. Pollock, the president of the 
Cuyahoga Savings and Banking com- 
pany of this city, who committed suicide 
at Seattle Wednesday, carried life in- 
surance to the amount of $65,000 in fa- 
yor of his family. The policies are 
without the suicide clause or contain 
such a clause to be void after two years 
frcm issuance of the papers. 


Reflected Upon Edward 
Dublin, May 10.—The police last night 
seized William O'Brien's weekly paper, 
The Irish People. It is reported that 
the seizure was made on account of 
refiections upon King Edward.

In Her Racing Trial 


WAS LEADING SHAMROCK I 


When She Lost Gaff Topsail Yard 
and Had Steel Gaff Crumpled—Lip- 
ton Narrowly Escapes Being Killed 


by Falling of a Heavy Block 

Yarmouth, May 10.--Off the Needles 
yesterday the Shamrocks, while en- 
gaged in a 60-mile racing trial, were 
caught in a fierce squall. Shamrock | 
II lost her gaff and gaff-topsail yard. 
The sails of the yacht were wrecked, 
and she returned to Southampton for | 
repairs. 

The accident was primarily due to the 
carrying away of a heavy backstay, a 
block of which fell and struck the deck 
at Sir Thomas Lipton’s feet. Had the} 
block falien a foot nearer, Sir Thomas | 
would probably have been killed, 

At the start both yachts turned out} 
for the first time in full racing trim, hav- | 
ing their biggest club topsails set over 
their full lower canvas and also canry-| 
ing jib topsails. The Erin from off} 
Cowes sent off the yachts at 2:21 p. m., | 
the Shamrock II having three lengths 
the better of the start. They reached | 
off with the wind just forward of the | 
beam. | 

The Shamrock II's mainsail was set- | 
ting better than on her previous trials, ; 
and she began at once to draw out her 
lead. The canvas of Shamrock I was 
drawing beautifully, and she went well 
on the reach, but was not quite able to 
hold the new challenger. Passing the 
Eastlepe buoy, two miles from the 
start, the Shamrock I was about one 
minute astern of the Shamrock II. 

The wind came ina few hard squalls 
| while the yachts sailed the next mile 
| and a@ half to Westlepe buoy, and the 

Shamrock II proved herself wonder- 

fully well able to stand up to her can- 
jvas. The timing taken at Westlepe 
showed the Shamrock to be one minute 
and 10 seconds ahead of her competitor, 
and in the next four miles the challenger 
increased this lead to two minutes and 
15 seconds. 

At this time a thick, black, thunder 
squall came driving off the Hampshire 
coast, and the two yachts were soon | 
racing along with their lee rails hidden 
in a smother of foam. | 

The challenger sailed out of the squall, | 
but the Shamrock I carried it longer and 
closed up rapidly. . Off Hurst Castle 
only one minute and 35 seconds sepa- 
rated the two yachts. Another and 
much fiercer squall then came sweeping | 
along. ‘The lacing of the Shamrock | 
I’s topsail started and the sail was half | 
lowered, and the Shamrock II’s boom | 
Was run square off. When the squall 
struck, the challenger went racing along | 
with every rope aud spar straining and 
her boom lifting high under her belly- | 
ing mainsail. The squall blew at the 
rate of about 20 knots an hour, and the 
Erin, doing a good 13 knots, was un- 
able to keep step with the racers. 

While the squall was blowing its 
worst, the backstay block broke and 
dropped. ‘The mainmast was thus left 
without support aft and swayed omin-'! 
ously and the cutter plunged into the} & 
seas. Then from aloft came a tearing 
and rending sound. The topsail yard 
had broken. As this biz sail fell on the 
gaff, that spar, which is built of hollow 
steel plates, crumpled up six feet from 
the rest and collapsed. As soon as pos- 
sible the wreckage was cleared away. 
This work was attended with consider- | 
able difficulty.

MASONIC FUNERAL. 


Massachusetts Masons Honored 
George Washington in 1800. 


= Next month Rural lodge of Masons| 


of this city will have a two days’ cele- 
bration of the centennial of its institu- 
tion. 

It is the purpose of the Daily Ledger 
in the meantime to give almost daily 
some reference to this popular 
fraternity:—its history, its origin, its 
advantages; its progress; its prominent 
members, ete, And especially inci- 
dents of 100 years ago, 
history of Rural lodge. 


The funeral obsequies in Boston by 
Masons at the death of George Wash- 
ington were notable. 
published in 1804 says: 

Agreeably to previous notice, the 
Grand lodge of Massachusetts this day 
(Feb 11, 1800) performed 
funeral services in 
illustrious 


Masonic 
honour of the 
deceased Brother, George 
Washington. ‘The tolling of the bells 
at 8 o'clock commenced the cere- 
monies. At 11, @ grand procession, 
composed of upwards of 1600 brethren, 
was formed at the Old State House, 
and moved from thence in the follow- 
ing order: 
Two Grand Pursuivant, 

Clad in sable robes and weeds, mouuted on 
elegant white horses, properly caparisoned, 
bearing an elliptical mourning arch, (14 
feet in the clear) with the sacred text 
in silver characters—“ Blessed 
are the dead which die in 
the Lord—For they do rest 
from their labours.”” The pursui- 
vants were supported by two Con- 
tinental veterans, in uniform, with their 
badges of merit.

The procession moved in the above 
order through several of the principal 
streets of Boston to the Old South 
Meeting House (30 called in 1804) 
where the solemnities commenced by 
‘‘an appropriate, fervent and judi- 
prayer by Rey. Dr. Eckley. 
Then was sung an ode written by Rev. 
Br. Harris led by Brother Dr. Fay. 

An eulogy, illustrative of the life, 
character, virtues and services of the 
glorious deceased, was delivered by 
Hon. Bro. Timothy Bigelow of Groton, 
which report says ‘‘did justice to the 
subject and honor to the speaker, It 
contained an assemblage of chaste por 
traits of the illustrious Washingon, 
drawn asa warrior, a@ statesman, a 
citizen, a Christian, a man, and a 
Mason—adorned with suitable improve 
ments for direction.”’ 

The Grand Chaplain pronounced the 
benediction, and the  solemnities 
of the house closed with a Masonic 
dirge written by Rev. Bro. Harris and 
led by Bro. Eaton. 

From the Old South, the procession 
moved to the Old Stone chapel where 
funeral services were performed by Rev 
Bro. Bentley. Grand Chaplain,assisted 
by Rev. Bro.Dr. Walter. Flowers were 
strewed and the cassia deposited. The 
brethren then returned to the Old State 
House and were dismissed.

Discussec by Missionary Ament Befor

New Haven, May 10.—Rey. William §. 
Ament of Pekin last night addressed the 
congregation of Dwight Place church, 
He said in part: “I believe that the 
reported atrocities by the allies are ex- 
aggerated. Chinese women are apt to 
commit suicide on trivial pretexts, A 
family quarrel may make a woman 
hang herself, or difficulty with her 
mother-in-law may make ler jump into 
a well. 

“You have heard many explanations 
for the outbreak in China. I think that 
it was begun by an old Buddhist priest 
who practiced mesmerism. He _ or- 
ganized societies. Incantations were 
practiced. Charms were worn and all 
sorts of preventatives against death 
and harm. ‘The Christians were at- 
tacked because they offered the least 
resistance. 

“As tothe indemnity. When we mis- 
sionaries were ordered to vacate the 
British legation we went with 2000 na- 
tive Christians to the premises of a 
Chinese prince. We forced no doors; 
we violated no rights. The prince had 
fled. We had sold the moveable prop- 
erty after consultation with the foreiga 
ministers. When it came to the ques: 
tion of collecting indemnities, Li Tung 
Chang sent a representative to confer 
with us. We agreed that the villages 
were to be assessed indemnity for the 
outrages to provide for the homeless 
and the destitute widows and children.

Sheahan & Co. Claimed Sum 


Sewer Board Maintained 
$4,173.25 was Enough. 


Award of $2,137.96 Regarded as a 
Victory for the City. 


The decision of the auditor in the 
ease of John Sheehan & Uo., the con- 
tractors who built the large city sewer 
from the Pumping Station, through 
Merrymount park and Hancock street, 
has been filed in court, and the auditor 
has decided in favor of the city. 

Sheehan & Co. in Octeber, 1897, 
were awarded the contract for con- 
structing the sewer section 3, 
nivg at the Pumping 
running through the above 
mentioned, and presented their bill 
against the Sewerage Commissioners 
for something over $35,000. The 
board bad experienced considerable 
difficulty with the contractors in the 
completion of the work and denied 
their right to compensation in any 
such amount as the bill presented. 

Soon after the beginning of the 
work the contractors met many 
difficulties in the construction of the 
work. The land through which the 
sewer was constructed was found to be 
full of qnicksand which the contractor 
claimed he was not allowed to care for 
in his own way, but that he followed 
the instructions of the engineer of the 
Sewer board and was greatly damaged. 

It will also be remembered that 
great difficulty was experienced in the 
matter of water breaks on Hancock 
street near Beal street in the summer 
of 1898, one of the large breaks inun- 
dating Hancock street for a consider- 
able distance from the break. For 
these and other occurances which the 
contractors claimed were without their 
fault but through the negligence of the 
City, suit was brought against the city 
for extra work amuunting to some 
$15,000. 

The case by agreement of counsel 
was referred by the Superior court to 
William R. Buckminster of Boston, as 
auditor to hear the evidence and report 
his finding to the court. During the 
spring, summer and fall of 1900, some 
eighteen or twenty hearings were held 
relative to the case, after which the 
auditur took the matter under con- 
sideration for his decision. The de- 
cision as now made and filed in court 
finds for the plaintiff in the sum of 
$2,137.96, and inasmuch as the City 
acknowledged a balance due to Shee- 
han & Co. of $1,173.95 and the auditor 
has awarded but $964.01 in excess of 
the amount admitted by the Board of 
Sewerage Commissioners, the decision 
seems to bea decided victory for the 
Board of Sewerage Commissioners, the 
decision seems to be a decided victory 
for the Board of Sewerage Commis- 
sioners and theirengineer. The plain- 
tiffs’ attorney was City Solicitor Par- 
sons of Lynn, and the City of Quincy 
and the Sewerage board were defended 
by City Solicitor Sears. 

If the award is not accepted by the 
parties the case will be tried before a 
jury of the Superior court but the find-

A panic in Wall street does not mean}

Ceased fo prosper, nor is the condition 
of mereantile trade and manutacture 
adversely affected by a violent fall in

were never as sound as at the present 
| time, reports from nearly every city 
| this week showing an unexceptional 
| Volume of transactions, and payments 
, promptly met. Railway stocks did not 
urgp au average of $12 in a few minutes 
} because traftie hed decreased, since full 
returns for April show a gain in earn- 
ings of 9.1 percent over last year. 

Production is not overtaking demand 
| at the finished steel mills. and all Pitts- 
burg plants are two months behind er- 
ders, while 90 days is the limit at many. 
| Less seusational events transpired in 
the cereal markets than in the preced- 
| ing week, although quotations are slow 
to recede. Corn eased off a few cents, 
but is still nearly 25 percent above the 
quotation at the corresponding date in 
the two previous years, 

Shipments of boots and shoes from

HABEAS CORPUS PETITION 


May Stay Enforcement of Death Pen- 
alty In the Case of Luigi Storti 

Boston, May 11.—There is a remote 

possibility that Luigi Storti will not 
die in the clectric chair during next 
week, his reprieve expiring tonight. In 
the United States circuit court yester- 
day W. M. Stockbridge and G. P. Ward- 
ner, counsel for Storti, made application 
to Judge Lowell that a writ of habeas 
|corpus might be issued for the body of 
their client, on the grounds that the 
sentence which had been imposed on 
him of death by electrocution is uncon- 
| stitutional. 
Judge Lowell issued a writ summon- 
|ing the attorney general and Warden 
sridges of the state prison to appear in 
court today and show cause why the 
petition should not be granted. There 
is a question whether, if Judge Lowell 
finds in favor of Storti’s claim, a stay 
of enforcement of the death penalty 
is assured. An adverse decision may 
|} be appealed to the supreme court at 
Washingtou, and another question 
arises whether the sentence can be exe- 
cuted until that body has decided on the 
matter. 

Counsel for Storti last night filed a 
motion for a new trial with the clerk of 
the superior criminal court, on the 
ground of newly discovered evidence. 
The court will give a hearing on it im- 
mediately. Several affidavits accom- 
pany the motion, the principal one be- 
ing that of Bueilli, who was with Storti 
at the time he struck Calucci with the 
axe. He went to Italy, and want of 
knowledge of his whereabouts is set up 
as a reason why his evidence was not 
given at the trial.

SHOT WIFE IN NECK 


Result of Rifle Practice With- 
in Doors 


DEATH ALMOST INSTANT 


Target Was on Wall of Kitchen and 
Shooter Was In 
When the Woman Stepped Into the 
Path of the Bullet 


Another Room 


Barre, Vt., May 13.—C. 8. George shot 
his wife, Ruth, yesterday, killing her al- 
most instantly. The shooting was an 
accident. Mr. George had risen at 7 
o'clock to build the fire. Shortly after- 
wards, his wife arose and proceeded to 
get breakfast. The husband was 
around the house doing odd jobs until 
about S$ o'clock, when he got a small 
Flobert ritle with the intention of prac- 
ticing shooting. He placed the target 
on the wall in the kitchen and went 
into the dining room to shoot. 

In order that he might be able to 
hit the target more accurately, he rested 
the rifle against the side of the door 
between the parlor and the dining room, 
the dining room, parlor and kitchen be- 
ing ina directline. Meantime his wife, 
who had gone down stairs, had come 
back into the kitchen, and, being in her 
stocking feet, George did not hear her. 

Instead of coming within his range of 
vision, she stopped at the kitchen stove 
to look after something she was cook- 
{nz, but just as her husband pulled the 
trigger, she stepped from the stove im- 
wediately in range of the.shot. The 
ball struck her in the left side of the 
neck just above the collar bone. She 
fell to the Hoor, and before aid could 
reach her had expired. 

Chief of Police Brown was notified 
and George was arrested until an in- 
quiry could be made. As near as could 
be ascertained, the canse of death was 
more from shock than from the effects 
of the bullet, as the latter was a small 
Plobert, and would not ordinarily do 
much damage, but as the victim was 
very stout and troubled with her heart, 
it is considered that the shock caused 
her heart to fail. 

The inquiry lasted three-quarters of 
an hour, and the facts of the case were 
so plain that George was released with- 
out bail. 

The rifle with which the shooting was 
done belonged to the youngest son of 
George, and the father was in the habit 
of practicing with it in the yard and in 
the house, and it was nothing new for 
liin to place a target in the kitchen and 
shoot from the other rooms at it. 

George had been married about 40 
yeats, There are six children. The 
parents had always lived happily to- 
gether.

a few rows back it is impossible to 


follow the story. This seems to be 
going to extremes, for articulation is 
the A BC of the art, and when an 
actor in his struggle to be natural 
hesitates, stammers and _stutters, 
drowning all the points of the author, 
all his delicate passages and all his 
strong ones, in his monotonous, color- 
less delivery, bow can he hope to be 
understood, and, if he is not under- 
stood, why speak? It is only an irrita- 
tion, and yet some will say, “How nat- 
ural he is!” 

In strong contrast to this Is the horse- 
play indulged in by many comedians. 
This evidently pleases a considerable 
class, while it is deplored by the think- 
ing element. The temptation to do 
something ridiculous is very strong 
frequently when the slap stick order of 
work evokes the only sign of life in 
front, and I bave seen an audience sit- 
ting in frost only warm up at a bit of 
byplay introduced on the spur of the 
moment. Lotta, the greatest favorite 
in her line, did not always bave things 
her own way. When she found it next 
to Impossible to “wake up,” as it were, 
the audience, she would “break up” the 
actors, and this seldom failed to have 
the effect she wished on the house. 
After they were once started she “bad” 
them. 

I remember the opening night in New 
York of “My Friend From India.” We 
were all extremely nervous, I particu- 
larly so, for I had struggled for three 
years to get the piece produced and 
much longer for the metropolitan open- 
ing many of us strive so hard to get 
Point after point swiftly passed with- 
out the slightest recognition, except an 
occasional and fsolated laugh which 
seemed in the frosty silence the effort 
of a sympathizing friend to encourage. 

My mouth grew parched as the first 
act progressed, and it was with the ut- 
most difficulty I could articulate. As 
the curtain fell my heart sank in the 
visions of failure and myself looking 
for an engagement and the morning pa- 
pers! 

As the second act went on I felt 1 
was in for it, and all nervousness left 
me. The mirror scene caught them, 
and in the seven curtain calls a verita- 
ble triumph ensued. After that It was 
easy. 

I have been asked if I ever had stage 
fright. I believe I have suffered more 
from it than the great majority. I never 
make a first entrance without being 
nervous, but the worst case I ever had 
was in Yonkers. I bad played the part 
then two years. Many friends, among 
them the author and manager and a 
number of professionals, had come up 
from New York. The leading juvenile 
was trembling with fright before his 
entrance, and to encourage him I 
laughed at it. Later on, In our scene 
together, to show how foolish it all 
was and how perfectly easy he felt, he 
introduced a “gag” without giving the 
cue. Now, after playing a part for a 
long time the lines become so mechan- 
ieal that a change of a word, which, 
like ail accidents, generally comes 
when one is least prepared, is discon- 
certing. The thought flashed through 
my mind that the author would think 
I had given permission for new Iines— 
a sore point with most of bis guild— 
and rebel, but my lines were a perfect 
blank to me. He jumped in to rescue 
the scene, but the lines had no meaning 
to me. Three times I stuck, and, while 
I suffered tortures, I yet, underneath, 
enjoyed In a way his discomfiture and 
looks of apology. It was months be- 
fore I recovered frem that fright and 
only when I played at very short no- 
tice another part, prompting several! 
around me. It is fatal to look ahead 
or think of the lines after a long run. 
If one won't think, they will “talk 
themselres,” as I heard a popular ac- 


A te ae 
tress say recently. Maude Adams told | 
me of her trouble with the lines in 
“The Little Minister” just before the | ° 
closing of ber first year in the part, | 
and W. H. Crane was obliged to re- | 
study “The Senator” occasionally. 

Last summer in the first perform- 
ance of “The Man From Mexico” in 
Boston we played one scene twice. 
Two cues were almost identical. Sud- 
denly it was borne in upon us that we 


had cut out the whole -plot of the 
piece. I bad taken the second cue 
first! 


How to get back without giving it 
away was the question, but after much 
irrelevant meandering and what seem- 
ed ages we did get back, emphasizing 
new words and adding, “As I just told 
you,” ete. It was jokingly said after- 
ward that “when Mr. Perkins stuck he 
made an exit and left the others to 
fight it out.” 

In the dramatizations of books I can 
hardly recall one prominent character 
whose physical make up in the stage 
rendition tallied with the author's de- 
scription or fulfilled the reader's ideal. 
Many have asked if I expect to “look 
the part” of Jerome, a poor man, 
when I do it in the early fall. It Its 
hardly in my power to follow closely 
Miss Wilkins’ “portrait in words,” but 
many form their ideas from the en- 
gravings in the book, and this, with a 
certain quaintness of character which 
ove cannot fail to perceive if he reads 
between the lines and which has been 
said to be apparent in my work, I am 
hoping may enable me to make him 
interesting and relieve the somberness 
of his story. 

With the atmosphere of her delight- 
ful novel, the strong heart interest, her 
admirable characters and the absorb 
ing story success seems assured. The 
chief trouble with most dramatizations 
lies in following the book too closely, 
thus frequently losing much in dra- 
matic effect. The dramatist has tried 
to avoid this in “Jerome,” while re- 
taining all the salient points. One 
other of Miss Wilkins’ stories has been 
dramatized recently, but has not yet 
been produced. Her greatest interest 
however, is in “Jerome,” which is her 
pet story and many declare a perfect 
idyl of New England life.

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CHARACTER IS CLEARED 


Eastman Not Guilty of the 
Murder of Grogan 


CHEERS GEEETED VERDICT 


And a Scene of Jubilant Disorder 
Lasted For Some Minutes—Defend- 
aut Maintained His Self Control— 
Had No Statement to Make 


Cambridge, Mass., May 13.—When 
Charles RK. Eastman stood up in the 
court room Saturday night, and heard 
the verdict of the jury, “Not guilty.” 
which wiped away the stigma of the in- 
dictmeut of having murdered his broth- 
er-in-law, Kichard H. Grogan, Jr., it 
seemed as if the walls of the court room 
would give way before the rounds of 
cheers that greeted that decision. 

The jury, after listening patiently for 
nearly three weeks to a tremendous 
mass of testimony, followed by two days 
of argument, debated for five hours and 
a half before reaching a verdict. ‘The 
12 men filed out of the court room at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, and returned 
at 9:30 at night, aud, when the fore- 
man, looking straight at Eastman, said 
in a clear voice, “Not guilty” there was 
a demonstration among the 150 specta- 
tors which the court officers were en- 
tirely uuable to suppress for some 
minutes. 

Gone was the ordinary decorum of 
the place. Men stood up and waved 
their hats; women danced up and down 
and waved their handkerchiefs, and ail 
cheered. Let the sheriff pound for or- 
der! ‘That spontaneous feeling which 
thrills every human breast in behalf of 
the “under deg” was bound to assert 
itself, and assert itself it did, regardless 
of all the paraphernalia of official au- 
thority. 

The crowd seemed to be much more 
affected by the situation that the de- 
fendant himself, although it was ap- 
parent that only by a tremendous ef- 
fort was he able to maintain his self- 
control, He simply bowed his thanks, 
and then, when the clerk had indicated 
that he was a free man, stepped from 
his cage, embraced his old father and 
sat down with him within the bar in- 
closure. 

Throughout the court room there was 
laughter and tears, and, paradoxical as 
it may seem, they were both occasioned 
by the hysteria of extreme happiness. 
Even the jurors were moyed to tears, 

The young man’s father, who has 
spared bo expense in lawyers and ex- 
perts to clear his son of the terrible 
charge, was the first to press his hand 
and to affectionately greet him as he 
stepped froin the cage a free man. 
Eastman’s attorneys were not far be- 
hind, and for some minutes the court 
rooln was a scene of jubilant disorder. 

Finally quiet reigned and then Judge 
Gaskill closed the proceedings with a 
short speech to the jurors, in which he 
said the county had the highest appre- 
ciation of their services and of their 
jatelligent attention during the trial. 

Before the jury left their seats East- 
mau went over and shook hands with 
each one, and then passed out into a 
side room, where he was greeted by his 
relatives and friends. His wife and 
mother were very much affected by the 
verdict, as both have been in constant 
attendance through the entire proceed- 
ings and felt the strain severely. 

Eastman, before he left® said that he 
cid not care to make a statement at the 
present tine. Before leaving for his 
home he went over to the house of cor- 
rection where he has been kept since 
his indictment, last October, and 
thanked the officials and Sheriff Fair- 
bairn. 

None of the jurors would say anything 
of what took place during the five hours 
and a half of debate. 

The day was probably one of the 
severest through which the Harvard in- 
structor has passed since his arrest, for 
he was obliged to listen to a most scath 
ing arraignment by the attorney gen- 
eral, and, after the judge's charge, to 
undergo the suspense until the jury’s 
verdict was announced. 

Reform Didn’t Last Long 

Omaha, May 13.—Omaha resumed its 
wide open conditions yesterday, Mayor 
Moore’s blue law enforcement having 
been declared off. ‘The saloons and 
cambling houses did their customary 
business™ The weather was perfect 
and the beer gardens were crowded. 
Mayor Moore expressed his satisfaction 
with the resumption of a liberal policy.

WILL AMALGAMATE 


INHALED GAS FUMES 


Textile Organization Will Have Three, Despondent Woman Kills Herself and 


Hundred Thousand Members 

Boston, May 13.~—As a result of the 
textile workers’ convention, which con- 
cluded its sessions here last bight, 75,000 
men and women employed in the textile 
industries of North America will be 
members of one great labor organiza- 
tion, to be known us the United Textile 
Workers of America. Representatives 
of the Internntional Union of Textile 
Workers and the American Federation 
of Textile Operatives were present. 

Both organizations decided to amal- 
gamate aud apply for a charter undet 
the title named. After that is secured 
the Mule Spinners’ union and the Loom 
Fixers’ union will affiliate themselves 
with the organization, which will even- 
tually mean a membership of 390,000 
and an amicable understanding between 
the textile employes in the north and 
south. 

In the past the employes in the south 
have been wembers of the International 
Textile Workers, while the northern 
operatives have been members of the 
American Federation of Textile Opera- 
tives, and for a long time a union has 
been sought by the officials of both.

SHOWS NATION’S STRENGTH 


And Will Serve as a Warning to Other 
Powers—South African Experience

London, May 14.—Speaking at the ban- 
quet of the Non-Conformist Unionist 
association last evening, the Marquis of 
Salisbury said: 

“It is a sad retrospect when we think 
of the number of young lives that have 
been quenched, the splendid hopes cut 
short and the amount of blood shed in 
the war in South Africa. Itis a griev- 
ous retrospect. Yet, from it, any sug- 
gestion of wrong on the part of the em- 
pire isabsolutely absent. Indeed, there 
ure circumstances which can make 
every lover of his country look back 
With exultation and gratitude upon the 
two years just passed. 

“These circumstances have been able} 
to show that the spirit of our country- 
wen bas burned as bright as at auy 
other period in our history. 

“When 1 was at the foreign office, 1 
used to hear not infrequently that our 
time had passed, that our star had set 
and that we were living on the valor of 
those who had gone before. ‘The war in 
South Africa has shown the strength 
of England, which was never more con- 
clusively shown. There is no power ip 
the world. but now kuows that, if it de- 
fied the mizht of England, it would defy 
of the most formidable enemies it 
could encounter.” 

Subsequently, the premier said: “If 
home rule had passed in 1893, what 
would England's position, with a hostile 
Irish government in Dublin, have been 
today? What would our position have 
been if we not only had to meet the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State, 
but also an equally hostile Ireland by 
our We know now from our 
South African experience the danger of 
letting Ireland have a measure of inde- 
pendence. We known now that, if we 
allowed those who are leading Irish 
politics unlimited power of making prep 
arations aguinst us, we should have to 
begin by conquering Ireland, if we had 
to fight any other power.”

From the moment the president 
emerged from the depot the cheering 
was intepse, but as the long procession 
got under way its foree seemed to be 
redoubled, and block after block wags 
filed with a surging mass that broke 
forth into a vociferous proclamation of 
welcome. The line of march was dece- 
rated with flags, bunting and ever- 
greens. At Van Ness avenue President 
McKinley reviewed the procession, af- 
ter which he repaired to the Scott resi- 
dence for dinner. 

The president was driven to the ferry 
depot at 8 o’¢lock last evening, and in the 
illuminated nave of the large building 
received a vast crowd of people. Mayor 
Phelan made a brief address of wel- 
come, to which President McKinley re- 
sponded. At the reception the presi- 
dent did not indulge in handshaking, but 
bowed as the people passed, each one 
saluting him with a smi ill flag. 


Held on Murder Charge 

New York, May 15.—The chief of po- 
lice of Rochester has arrested Bartholo- 
mew Powers, who is wanted in this city 
for the alleged murder of his father-in- 
law, John Dempsey, on June 14, 1898. 
Powers was married at Easter of that 
year. He aud his bride lived unhappily 
and soon parted. On the day the killing 
occurred, Powers went to see his wife 
at her father’s home. The couple quar- 
reled and Dempsey interfered. Pow- 
ers, it is alleged, then shot his father-in- 
law. 


Workmen Killed In Tunnel 

Roanoke, Va.. May 15.—An accident 
occurred near Shawsville, on the Nor- 
folk and Western railroad, last evening. 
As a result of it four men are dead, one 
cannot live and two are said to be 
buried under a mass of stone and dirt. 
The accident occurredinatunnel. Just 
how it occurred is uot known, it simply 
being stated that a cavein took place 
with the above result. 


Situation at Jacksonville 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 15.—The work 
of the Relief association goes on smooth- 
ly. ‘Three car loads of mattresses, one 
car .load of cots and one car load of 
miscellaneous articles were received 
yesterday from the New York chamber 
of commerce and Merchants’ associa- 
tion. The total cash fund so far re- 
ceived by the Relief association is $106,- 
722.76. 

Three Brigands Captured 

Manila, May 15.—Detectives and the 
police have broken up a band of Ameri- 
ean brigands who have been operating 
in the province of Pampanga, not far 
from Manila. Three men have been 
captured, and tive others are still being 
pursued. This band committed out- 
tages and murder. 


Norwegian Bark Wrecked 

St. John’s, May 15.—The Norwegian 
bark Comet, from Hamburg for Quebec 
to load lumber, went ashore yesterday 
in a dense fog at the eutrance to the 
guif of St. Lawrence. The crew were 
saved, but the ship is likely to be a totaj 
loss.

CHINA’S RESPONSE 


Will Pay $10,000,000 a Year In Set- 
tlement of Indemnity Claims 
Washington, May 15.—A cablegram 
from Mr. Rockhill, our special commis- 
sioner at Pekin, received at the state 
| department yesterday, mentions the re- 
| teipt by the ministers of the response 
| of the Chinese enyoys to the ministers’ 
demands for indemnity. The dispatch 
indicates briefly that the Chinese repre- 
sent that aa aunual payment of $10,000,- 
000 is Ule full extent of their power to 
pay on the indemnity acceunt. It will 
take 30 years to discharge the debt at 
that rate, without interest. 

Mr. Rockhill makes no mention of the 
subject @ interest, nor does he touch 
upon the means by which the money is 
to be raised by China, or say who is to 
guarantee a loan necessary to be made, 

It appears that the Chinese feel them- 
selves obliged to submit to the powers 
in this question of indemnity, as in all 
other things, and, though realizing their 
own inability to assume this indebted- 
ness of 450,000,000 taels, they feel 
obliged to make the effort. 

Mr. Rockhill has been instructed to 
continue his efforts to secure an abate- 
ment of the total indemnity, but In the 
present disposition of the powers little 
hope of success is entertained. 


Germany Is Pleased 

Berlin, May 15.—The news that China 
agrees to the payment of the indemnities 
| demanded is received here with general 
approval, both in official cireles and pri- 
vately, insomuch that all Germany de- 
sires to wind up the China campaign.

SPREAD OF SMALLPOX 


Due to Unusual Number of Immigrants 
Afflicted With the Disease 

New York, May 15.—Dr. Alwah H. 
Doty, the health officer of the port of 
New York, gave to the Associated Press 
last night at quarantine the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The constantly reeurring reports of 
cases of smallpox on board incoming 
steamers and the detention of immi- 
grants at quarantine shows a serious 
coudition existing abroad. As all of 
the cases come on steamers arriving 
froim Naples, that port is known to be 
seriously infected. A large number of 
steamers with full steerages having ar- 
rived here with smallpox on board, it 
became apparent that great precautions 
must be taken at quarantine. 

“The intending passengers before em- 
barkation should be closely inspected 
by agents of our federal government, 
and all those who have been in contace 
with cases of smallpox or those who 
have stopped_at infected or suspected 
lodging houses should be debarred until 
after there is no further danger of their 
contracting the disease. 

“I have telegraphed Surgeon General 
Wrman, reporting the great nuniber of 
cases we have found and have asked 
him to instruct his inspectors abroad 
concerning the existence of the disease 
at Naples. Tle has been asked to have 
the lodging houses inspected and to look 
after vaccinations.”

The vresident has 
been continually at her bedside since 
their arrival here Sunday night, save 
for the few hours Monday afternoon, 
when he left her to zo to San Jose, and 
the three hours he spent Tuesday in the 
parade, Fortunately, Mrs. MeKinley 
slept through his absence on both oe- 
casions. 

The strain which the president him- 
self bas undergone duriug the past few 
days has been very great. It has been 
a personal sacrifice for him to carry 
out his engagements here, in order not 
to disappoint the people, but he has 
nade it unselfishly and nobly. It is 
still his desire to carry out the pre-ar- 
ranged program in San Francisco to 
whatever extent he can. Yesterday 
morning he thought he would be able to 
be present at the unveiling of the Dona- 
hue statue, and so informed the commit- 
tee, but at the last moment, when his 
escort had already drawn up before the 
Scott residence, Mrs. McKinley’s condi- 
tion was such that he decided not to 
leave.

FRENCH POLITICS RUFFLED 


By Return of a Bantshed Marquis 
and Threatened Ministerial Scandal 

Paris, May 16.—The political calm 
was rudely broken yesterday by two in- 
cidents, the return of the Marquis De 
Lur-Saluces being one, while the al- 
leged exposition of a scandal affecting 
M. Menis, the French minister of jus- 
tice, is the second. It is rumored in 
some quarters that M. Menis will re- 
sign in consequence of this exposition, 

It appears that a German firm, ex- 
hibiting at the recent exposition, was 
excluded from an award by the jury of 
awards on account of the appearance 
of their bottled brandy and the label 
employed, which was regarded as an un- 
fair imitation of French cognac. Never- 
theless, this German firm was included 
in the list of those awarded gold medals. 
M. Monis was the honorary president 
of the concern exhibiting this class of 
alcoholic produce, and it is insinuated 
that he is respotisible for the forgery 
from which he personally profited, i A 
commission nay be appointed to inguire 
into the matter, 

Another convocation of the French 
senate, as the high court of Frauce, is 
promised by the unexpected return to 
this country of the Marquis De Lur- 
Saluces, the well-known royalist and 
former member of the chauiber of dep 
uties, who, in January, 1990, at the 
time of the conspiracy trials, was con- 
demned, in default of appearance, to 10 
years’ banishment for treason. The 
president of the senate received a letter 
yesterday in which the marquis says: 

“At the present moment, when the 
government of the republic is striving 
desperately to ruin industry and com- 
merce, paralyze national work, disor- 
ganize the army and destroy religious 
faith—in a word, to utterly destroy the 
fatherland itself-—-I intend to provoke 
another public discussion before the 
high court, on the question of who are 
the real authors of the conspiracy 
threatening the existence of France. 1 
hold niyself at your disposition.” 


No Change In Jury System 

London, May 16.—The house of com- 
mons yesterday, by a vote of 226 to 102 
votes, rejected the second reading of 
the bill amending legal procedure in 
Ireland. Nationalists vigorously de- 
nounced the system now obtaining of 
packing juries, by which Catholics were 
placed outside the pale of the law. The 
attorney geperal for Ireland, Mr, At- 
kinson, in replying, strongly condemned 
the bill. He said that so long as the 
Nationalists preached deflance of the 
law and approved of maiming and mur- 
dering jurors it was absolutely neces- 
sary to use the power of jury selections. 


Tne Recalcitrant Gomez 

Havana, May 16.—Senor Gomez was 
not present at yesterday's meeting of 
the committee on relations. The ma 
jority claimed that he was trying to de 
lay the bringing of the Platt amendment 
before the constitutional convention for 
final action. The majority voted that, 
owing to the explanations made by See- 
retury Root to the commission, “We ad- 
vise the constitutional convention to ac- 
cept the Platt amendment as a basis for 
future treaties with the United States.” 


Germans Blown Up 

Pekin, May 16.—An explosion at the 
arsenal in Kal-Gan yesterday seriously 
wounded one Gerinan officer and four 
privates. Three German privates are 
missing. It is supposed that they were 
blown to pieces. The Germans gen- 
erally believe that the Chinese inten- 
tionally committed the outrage, al- 
though evidence to substantiate this 
view is lacking. <A thorough invyestiga- 
tion will be made. 


Turkish Taffy 
Constantinople, May 16.—The foreign 
embassies have received a note from the 
porte, in connection with the recent con- 
troversy regarding the foreign post- 
offices ip Constantinople, regretting that 
the “susceptibilities” of the embassies 
were wounded by the previous notes 
and hoping that the embassies will co- 
operate in bringing about a settlement 
of the question in accordance with the 
desires of the porte, 
No Camp Pictures of William 
Berlin, May 16.—Iuteresting military 
maneuvers took place around Metz yes- 
terday, under the personal direction of 
Emperor William, who commanded the 
operations in storming one of the forts. 


Eighteen battalions were engaged. The 
emperor has forbidden snap shot photo- 
graphs of himself, because many pic- 
tures thus obtained have been turned to 
improper uses. 


Triple Tragedy at Gotham 
New York, May 16.—Gigiona Brusoto, 
an Italian barber, last night shot his 
wife, his 11-months old daughter, and 
then turned the revolver on himself, 
shooting himself through the head, dy- 
ing at once. ‘The child is dead and the 
mother is in aserious condition. So far 
no motive can be learned for the crime. 


Charged With Heavy Forgery 
Springfield, O., May 16.—George W. 
Thatcher was arraigned yesterday and 
entered a plea of not guilty to a charge 
of forging the name of R P. Mast to 
notes amounting to $296,000.

SEVEN ARRESTS ARE MADE 


But Little Importance Attached to 
Them, However—Persons Living In 
Vicinity of the Tragedy Are Said 
to Be Under Suspicion 


Mouson, Me., May 16.—Almost every 
mile of territory in Piscataquis county 
has been scoured by hundreds of people 
in an attempt to run down the murderers 
of J, W. Allen and his wife and daugh- 
ter, who were slain and their bodles 
afterwards cremated in their home in 
Shirley Sunday night, but up to now 
only one arrest—and that thought to be 
au unimportant one — has been made 
here in connection with the crime. 

The man arrested is known as Daniel 
Creighton, a tramp, and he is now held 
at the Dover jail pending a furtber in- 
vestigation. During yesterday a report 
came from Brunswick that four men 
had been detained there on suspicion 
and another from Fort Fairtield that 
two tramps were held there awaiting 
the orders of Sheriff Ireland. No 
prompt steps were taken to asceriain 
what possible connection the men may 
have had with the tragedy. 

Although nothing at all could be 
learped from the officers it is believed 
that within another 24 hours one or 
more important arrests will be made. 
It is believed, too, that the arrests will 
be made either in this town or In Shirley. 
und that the person or persons who will 
be tuken Into custody are residents in 
this vicinity and well known. 

While Sheriff Ireland for the past two 
days has had a large force of men 
scouring all parts of the county for the 
mysterious quartet who are credited 
with holding up the Willimantic stage 
last Saturday, and who are said to have 
been seen bear the scene of the tragedy 
early Monday morning by aman named 
Johnson, it is known that he has been 
prosecuting a careful investigation of 
the movements of one or more persons 
who live iu this vicinity. 

It is said as a result of these investiga- 
tions, it is thought, that the next arrests 
will be made. 

When word was received here from 
Brunswick that four men had been held 
there on suspicion, Deputy Sheriff Mar- 
tin and C. I’. Scales at once started for 
that town to bring the men to Dover. 
Some time after the departure of the 
officers, however, word was received 
here that one of the quartet who at first 
was thought to be an Indian ora halt- 
breed, had proved to the Brunswick offi- 
cials that he was a law-abiding citizen 
of the negro colony at South Warren 
and that he had never had any connec- 
tion with the other three members of 
the party. It is understood, however, 
that he will be held until Mr. Martin 
arrives there and has a chance to ques- 
tion him, but that unless Mr. Martin 
cares to hold him on his own responsi- 
bility the negro then will be released. 
Very little is known of the pair held at 
Fort Fairfield beyond the fact that one 
of the oflicers of that town is authority 
for the statement that they answer the 
description of the suspicious persons 
who have been seen near here within the 
past week.

IN AMERICA. 


Masonry Dates Back to the Year 
1733 in Boston. 


Next month Rural lodge of Mason 
of this city will have a two days’ cele- 
bration of the centennial of its institu- 
tion. 

It is the purpose of the Daily Ledger 
in the meantime to give almost daily 
some reference to this popular 
fraternity:—its history, its origin, its 
advantages; its progress; its prominent 
members, etc. And especially inci- 
dents of 100 years ago, and also the 
history of Rural lodge. 


Masonry in America dates back to 
1733. Past Master Thomas Smith 
Webb in his history says: Upon appli- 
cation of a number of brethren residing 
in Boston, a warrant was granted by 
the right honorable and most worship- 
ful Anthony, Lord Viscount Montague, 
Grand Master of Masons in England, 
dated the 30th day of April, 1733, ap- 
pointing the Right Worshipful Henry 
Price, grand master in North America, 
with full power and authority to ap- 
point his deputy, and other Masonic 
officers necessary for forming a grand 
lodge; and also to constitute lodges of 
free and accepted Masons, as often as 
oceasion should require. 

The consequence of this commission, 
the Grand Master opened a grand lodge 
in Boston, sometimes called (the Grand 
Lodge of Modern Masons), on the 30th 
of July, 1783, in due form, and ap- 
pointed the Right Worshipful Andrew 
Belcher deputy grand master, the 
Worshipful Thomas Kennelly and John 
Buann, grand wardens. 

The Grand Lodge being thus organ- 
ized, under the designation of St. 
John’s Grand Lodge, proceeded to 
grant warrants for instituting regular 
lodges in various parts of America 
and from this Grand Lodge, originated 
the first lodges in Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island, Connecticut,

A DRAMATIC SPECTACLE 


Furnished by Wild Ride of Non-Un- 
fon Men Through the City Under 
Powerful Guard—Bricks and Sabres 
Brought Into Active Use 


Albany, May 16.—Both the strikers 
and the railway people claim that 
there has been no further attempt at ne- 
gotiations for a settlement. The com- 
pany says that it will proceed to move 
cars today under guard of the soldiers, 
and General Roe, in command of the 
troops, says he will assist to the best of 
his ability. 

Two thousand armed soldiers are now 
within the city limits, more are coming 
and 2500 are in readiness to move to 
Troy wken Governor Odell so orders. 
The st:eets are thronged with excited 
men, wi. men and children. As long as 
the T'raction company does not attempt 
to move cars or briug in non-union men, 
the crowds on the street remain good- 
natured, except for taunting the soldiers 
and police, but the instant an attempt is 
made to work on the lines or bring non- 
union men in, the crowd becomes fren- 
zied and bloodshed results. 

Citizens sabre-slashed, non-union men 
with broken limbs and bloody faces, 
wonen and children trampled under 
foot, soldiers maimed with flying mis- 
siles and leaders in the crowds beaten 
with muskets were some of the results 
of yesterday. 

Mob and wilitia clashed late in the 
afternoon, but, fortunately, there were 
no serious casualties. Seventy-five non- 
union men reached the Union depot 
shortly before 6 o'clock, and their de- 
livery at the Quail street barn, a mile 
and a half away, was a dash under 
cavalry escort, with nob resistance on 
almost every block. Frenzied people 
swarmed through the police lines, 
surged around the fast moving cavalry- 
men and fought to get at the cowed non- 
union men inside the circle of galloping 
horses. 

Several men were cut down by the 
cavalrymen, but the record does not 
yet show a single fatality. In the mad 
ride through the streets few of the non- 
unionists escaped the flying bricks and 
stones, but less than a dozen were badly 
hurt. The courage of nearly a dozen 
of the non-union men failed them in the 
opening spurt through the turbulent 
crowds, and they sprang from the wag- 
ons and were lost in the crowd. 


Woman Shot by Boarder 

Holyoke, Mass., May 16.—Mrs. Helena 
Fearing, 28, who keeps a boarding 
house, was shot and seriously, if not fa- 
tally, wounded last night by Frank B. 
Paltz, a young Frenchman, who board- 
ed with her. Paltz was captured di- 
rectly after the shooting. Noreason for 
the act of Platz could be learned defi- 
nitely. Mrs. Fearing is a widow and 
has two small children, aged 9 and 6, 
who were taken in charge by neighbors 
directly after the shooting.

Clearing Out Liquor Places 

Dover, N. H., May 16.—County So- 
licitor Scott coutinued his liquor cru- 
sade here last evening. Officers visited 
the Hotel Lookout, where they seized a 
quantity of whisky, and Ancrew Lynch, 
the proprietor, was arrested. At the 
Dover Point Ilouse, five miles from the 
city, a quantity of beer wasfound. So- 
licitor Scott declares it his purpose to 
continue his war upon such places until 
they are driven out of the liquor busi- 
Less. 


The ride of the non-union men through 
the city was the drarnatic spectacle of 
the day.

Fifty policemen cleared the streets, 
but the walls of humanity on the side- 
walks could not be moved. Men and 
boys climbed awnings and poles and 
eve: y window in the surrounding build- 
ing ‘"amed half a dozen faces. Into 
an alley way that runs along the south 
side of the Union depot were driven four 
open trucks. Suddenly a side door of 
the depot was thrown open, and up the 
alleyway toward the waiting teams 
marched thenon-unionmen. For amo- 
ment there was no demonstration, but 
the failiug courage of the newcomers 
showed in their blanched faces. and in 
the way they crouched when they 
climbed into the awkward wagons that 
waited to carry them on the wildest ride 
they will ever know. 

When all were aboard, the drivers 
brought the teanis out into the street, 
and the cavalry closed around them. 
Then, at asignal, every whip descended, 
every spur was driven home and the 
race was on. 

High up in a window on the top floor 
of a Broadway building a wildly excited 
man barked out an imprecation on the 
heads of the luckless fellows below him, 
and 10,000 voices echoed the cry and 
the maddened mob took up the terrible 
chase. The police blocked the streets 
in solid phalanx, but were swept aside. 
The fighting, swirling crowd caught one 
cavalryman and swung him out of line 
He beat himself free with the back of 
his blade and went galloping on. Then 
came a volley of bricks. Three of the 
non-union men sprang from the rear 
wagon and mingled with the crowd.

Hackett wandered away from 
his home on the night of May 13, clad 
only in his underclothing. He had been 
ill, which culminated in temporary in- 
sanity. 
A Series of Knockdowns 
Provideuce, May 16.—Charlie 
O'Rourke of Cambridge disposed of 
John E. B. Butler, the colored fighter 
of Lynn, in the second round of a con- 
test scheduled to go 15 rounds at Thorn- 
ton last night. Butler was outclassed 
in every way, and was knocked down 
seven times in the second round. 


Mill Had to Close 

Fall River, Mass., May 16.—The Gran- 
ite mill No, 2 is shut down as a result of 
an accident to the big engine which runs 
the machinery jn the mill. The cross- 
head of the engiue broke clear off, doing 
considerable damage to other parts of 
the engine and cugine house. No one 
was injured. 


Barney Exceeds Requirements 

Bath, Me., May 16.—-The torpedo boat 
Baruey went out on her official sea trial 
yesterday, and in a two hours’ run made 
4D average of 29.1 knots, against the re- 
quired speed of 28 knots. The mem- 
bers of the trial board said that the run 
was satisfactory, aud that the craft be- 
haved finely. 


The flying column held its way and 
dashed into State street for the run 
up the hill, past the capitol.

TWO GRAND LODGES. 


Supt. Parlin Thus Dedicates His|A Rival of St. Johns Lodge Gets 


New Speller Just Out. 


‘*The Quincy Word List’? by Frank 
E. Parlin is just issued in an attractive 
cover designed by Miss Helen Canter- 
bury Barnes a pupil of the Quincy 
High school. It has over 6,000 of the 
commonest English words carefully 
graded for elementary schools. The 
author claims that it is not merely a 
speller but an elementary word study. 
The words are presented to the eye 
of the learner just as they ordinarily 
appear —without division into syllables 
or diacritical marks, 

In suggestions to the teachers the 
author says: ‘‘Remomber that spelling 
should be carefully and systematically 
taught and that only a few words 
should be assigned fora lesson, Aim 
not only to secure correct spelling but 
the incorporation of words into the 
pupils’ working vocabulary.’ 

He would teach: 1—form; 2—pro- 
nunciation; 3—meaning; 4 — arrange- 
ment of letters (if peculiar); 5— 
practice in writing the word with its 
meaning in mind, Methods are given. 

The words are grouped in four 
columns of five words each, there being 
440 words for grade one, 630 for grade 
two,S380 for all other grades up to grade 
eight which with a supplementary 
list has over 1600, Tlere is a sample for 
each grade:

Authority from Scotland. 


Next month Rural lodge of Mason 
of this city will have a two days’ cele- 
bration of the centennial of its institu- 
tion. 

It is the purpose of the Daily Ledger 
in the meantime to give almost daily 
some reference to this popular 
fraternity:—its history, its origin, its 
advantages; its progress; its prominent 
members, etc. And especially inci- 
dents of 100 years ago, and also the 
history of Rural lodge. 


At the time of the breaking out of 
the Revolutionary war in 1775 there 
were two Grand lodges in America. 
Reference Was made to one in the Daily 
Ledger of yesterday: istory says: 
**In 1755, a number of brethren resid- 
ing in Foston, who were ancient 
Masons in consequence of a petition to 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland, received 
a deputation, dated Nov. 30, 1752, from 
Sholto Charles Douglas, Lord Aberdour, 
then Grand Master, constituting them 
a regular lodge, under the title of St. 
Andrew’s lodge, No. 82, to be holden at 
Boston. 

The establishment was discouraged 
and opposed by the St. John’s Grand 
Lodge, who thonght their privileges 
infringed by the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land; they therefore refused to have 
any intercourse with St. 
Lodge for several years, 

‘‘The prosperous state of St. An- 
drew’s Lodge soon led its members to 
make great exertions for the ejtablish-

ment of an ancient Grand Lodge in 
America, which was soon effected in 


Boston, by the admittance of travelling 
lodges, belonging to the British army 
who were stationed there. 

‘*Dec. 27, 1769, the festival of the 
Evangelist was celebrated in due form. 
When the brethren were assembled, a 
commission trom the Right Honorable 
and Most Worshipful George, Earl of 
Dalhoufe, Grand Master of Masons in 
Scotland, dated the 30th of May, 1769, 
appointing Joseph Warren to be Grand 
Master of Masons in Boston,and within 
100 miles of the town, was read, and he 
was, according to ancient usage, duly 
installed into that office. The Grand 
Master then appointed and installed the 
other grand oflicers, and the Grand 
Lodge was at this time completely or- 
ganized, 

‘*Between this period and the year 
1791, this Grand Lodge granted war- 
rants of constitution for lodges to be 
holden in Massachusetts New Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut, Vermont and New 
York.

Militiamen at Albany 
Oheyed Instructions 


Two Prominent Citizens Fall, 
Mortally Wounded 


Comparatively Quiet Day Has a} 
Terrible Ending 


Albany, May 17.—Five hours of con- 
ference last night, with all the warring 
elements represented, failed to settle the 
Albany strike of street railway em- 
ployes. ‘he strikers waived all de- 
mands for the removal of the nine non- 
union men. The executive committee 
of the Unijed Traction company will 
consider the proposition today, and may 
accept it and settle the strike. 

In the meantime Major General Roe 
intends to take every precaution, and at 
mnidnight last night he ordered out the} 
Ninth regiment of New York, command- 
ed by Colonel Morris It will arrive 
here this afternoon, S00 strong, aud if 
the strike is not settled, will assist in 
opening up the other lines of the ‘Trac- 
tion company in this city. 

Three men fatally wounded, hun- 
dreds of others with broken heads and | 
wrecked faces, cars running merely as 
arsenals, with bo patrons, the city under 
martial rule, with its citizeus in a frenzy | 
of excitement and the city authorities 
and leaders of the strikers trying to} 
get the street railway company to come 
to an amicable settlement, was the sit: | 


uation when darkness fell last 1 ight. 

The bloodshed in Albany came after } 
a day of absolute peace. From early 
morning the crowd had melted away | 
before bayonet and gun; cars had been | 
operated under heavy guards and there 
was an impression that the spirit of 
turbulence was waning. Noon had seen 
the sentries aad patrols practically with- 
outoccupation. Some minor demonstra- 
tious occurred, but not a shot had been 
fired, and as the day passed the running | 
of cars attracted but little attention. 

But a volley, fired on Broadway by a} 
squad of Twenty-third infantry, in | 
which Leroy Smith and William Walsh, | 
well known citizens, fell mortally | 
wounded, brought an instant change | 
over the situation, filled with the prom- 
ise of peace. It stirred anew the feeling 
of hatred as the exciting tidings swept 
like a wave through the city. The 
guardsmen were bitterly denounced, for 
neither of the men fatally wounded by 
their bullets had been guilty of any 
offense. They were caught in a crowd, 
some member of which had stoned the 
guardsmen. 

The disturbance was not a serious one, 
and “murder” is the title applied by in- 
flamed public sentiment to the shooting. 
The guardsinen, however, seem to have 
merely acted under a strict interpreta- 
tion of orders, which were to shoot i 
assaulted. 

The bright prospect of a settlement of 
the strike has not served to allay the 
growth of vindictive feeling, and, if the 
present situation continues, vengeance 
and violent deeds may be expected. 

The day began with an imposing show 
of military strength. The massing of 
troops began at 8 o’clock. When the 
defensive lines were completed the} 
movement of cars began from Quail 
street barn. In quick snecession 10 
cars were brought out and all were 
manned with heavy guards. Nettings} 
had been hung down over the sides of 
most of the cars, but Lieutenant Colonel 
Brady ordered them removed. 

The Traction company’s tower wagon 
and repair wagon fell in behind the pro- 
cession of cars, aud mounted signal men, 
acting as cavalrgmen, surrounded the 

wagon. The ok had orders to fire if 
assaulted. 

Lieutenant Colonel Brady, clinging to 
the front rail of the car, gave the word 
to start, and the electric cars went up 
the street with the cavalry clattering 
along behind. 

Trouble seemed inevitable and the 
spirit of the enterprise thrilled every 
mau who participated in it. Men and 
women cursed and jeered the strike 
breakers and soldiers as they dashed 
past, and there were some small indi- 
vidual clashes between pickets and ex- 
cited strike sympathizers, but the main 
movement was executed without serious 
trouble. 

The military measures of the morning 
represented the limit of stringency. 
Nouseholders were given warnings to 
see that their premises were kept or- 
derly and every head that showed on a 
roof top had a rifle pointed at it. 

It was on the final run of the cars that 
the great tragedy of the day oceurred. 
The cars were or Broadway, moviug 
northward, and a constantly sweiling 
crowd was gathered about the Union 
station. Near Columbia street, a truck 
blocked the way of ear 31, and, urged on 
by the crowd, the driver refused to 
move on as quickly as desired. Some 
one in the crowd threw a stone, but it 
went wide of its mark. Tie car finally 
moved forward into the next block, and 
another stone was hurled at it. There 
was a sharp tommand, and as the car 
slowed down four shots were fired by 
the soldiers. Leroy Smith lounged on 
the step of his store; William Walsh, bis 
business neighbor, from across the 
street, was his immediate companion. 
A small crowd hung about near them, 
and it was into this gathering that the 
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guardsmen fired, at a range of less that | 
20 feet. Smith and Walsh were both 
shot in the abdomen. A third map, 
William Rooney, was slightly hurt by a 
glancing bullet. 

* The startled crowd fell back at the 
first shot, and a mowent later the guards 
sprang aboard the car and were rapidly 
earried from the scene. Smith and 
Walsh were hurried away to hospitals, 
and an angry mob swarmed into the 
street, cursing and denouncing the 
guardsmen, 

Leroy Smith is a member of the shoe 
manufacturing firm of Smith & Herrick. 
a citizen of wealth, respectability and 
prominence. Walsh is the head of a 
plumbing house, and well known in busi- 
ness circles. Neither wan had any part 
other than as spectators in the demon- 
stration that provoked the shooting, 

The rest of the cars made the run to 
North Albany and back without trouble, 
and when they reached the Quail street 
barn were housed for the night. 

It was Lieutenant Wilson of company 
EB who gave the fatal order to fire, and 
his action has received the approval of | 
his superiors, for an investigation by 
high military officials, held last night, 
exonerated him from blame. Accord- 
ing to Wilson’s statement he fired at and 
hit a man who struck him with a stone,

explanation, Henry Lambert, a young 
French-Canadian guide, was arrested 


at Shirley yesterday afternoon, by De 
uty Sheriff Kuowles, on suspicion of be- 
ing connected with the murder of the 
Allens. The prisoner was taken to the 
Dover jail. 

Lambert has feeely mingled with the 
people who have been scouring the 
woods for the murderers and with the 
spectators from time to time at the 
Allen farm. Lambert has been living 
in a log cabin near the Allen homestead. 
The officers claim to have found prints 
from bnew rubber overshoes pear the 
Allen house and also near Laiwbert’s 
log cabin, and, in addition, a trail from 
one building to the other, marked by 
spots of blood. Just what actual evi- 
dence there is against Lambert is not 
known. Lambert is not disturbed by 
his arrest, and said last night that he 
had been very friendly with the Allens, 
visiting them evenings with consider 
able frequency. His life in the log cab 
in bas extended through four years. He 
says he went in a log drive tive weeks 
ago yesterday and had not seen any 
member of the Allen family since he 
left. 

In speaking of his relations with the 
Allens, he said that he was not forcing 
his attentions on Carrie Allen. and that 
there was no reason for the story that 
the girl was afraid of him. Lambert 
says that he had been drinking some 
on Sunday, but was perfectly sober 
when he reached his boarding place 
Sunday night. He has been asked by 
the officers to explain the disposal of 
a pair of rubbers he is said to have pur- 
chased recently, certain tracks about 
the house having been made by new rub- 
bers. On this point he has not givena 
reply satisfactory to the officers, 

The officers are working on the theory 
that Lambert, while intoxicated Sun- 
day night, went to the Allen house and 
had a dispute with Mr. Allen, who 
to induce him to return to the 
cabin, and was leading him that way 
until the barn was reached, when Lam- 
bert struck down the farmer. After 
this, the officers reach the supposition 
that Lambert assaulted Mrs. Allen and

3 O'CLOCK. 
STRIKE OF MACHINISTS 


Went Into Effect at Seven 
O’Clock This Morning 


WANT A NINE-HOUR DAY 


Fmployers In Eastern Cities Are Ex- 
pected to Yieli, but a Long Strug- 


gle Is Feared on the Pacific Coast— 
About Fifty Thousand Men Out 


Washington, May 20.—The strike or- 
der issued by the executive board of 
the International Assuciation of Ma- 
chinists went into effect at 7 o’clock 
this morning. President O'Connell says 
that about 50,000 inen will be affected. 
The order instructs the men to refuse to 
go to work in all shops where notices 
granting the nine-hour work day were 
not posted at 7 o'clock. 

The officers of the association expect 
that in many cuses a settlement will be 
reached during the day, and that the 
men will return to work Tuesday morn- 
ing. Word came yesterday that all the 
firms in St. Louis, and also all those in 
New Orleans had acceded to the de- 
mands of the men. Seattered reports 
from other cities favorable to the men 
also were received. The estimate is 
now that 35 percent of the employing 
firms have signed. At least 25,000 union 
machinists were working nine hours or 
less when the question was taken up by 
the association. 

The 50,000 men who will suspend 
work are scattered all over the country. 
The national officers are hopeful that 
speedy settlements will be reached in 
most of the eastern cities, but they fear 
a prolonged struggle on the Pacific 
coast. The Union Iron Works at San 
Francisco, where the battleship Ohio 
is building, and other large concerns, are 
preparing iv resist the demand. 

In a number of cities there are ques- 
tions pending between the employers 
and men which may operate to prevent 
decisive action today, but which may be 
settled for or against a strike in a day 
or two. These include cities where 
counter-propositions Lave been made 
by the manufacturers and where con- 
ferences with headquarters at Washing- 
ton may be necessary before action is 
taken. In these iustances compromises 
may be reached. 

President O'Connell received on Sat- 
urday a check for $1000 from the ma- 
chinists in the Washington navy yard 
to ald the nen who strike. These ma- 
chinists are not concerned in the dif- 
ferences with employers which under- 
lie the strike, but in a letter to Mr. 
O'Connell they stated their interest In 
the triumph of their fellow workmen 
aud promised him that substantial finan- 
cial contributions could be expected 
from them every week towards the sup- 
port of those who will be out of work. 

Leading labor men at New York and 
representatives of the leading employers 
say that they think pending questions 
will be settled without any general 
strike. It is intimated that J. P. Mor- 
gan may be appealed to, and requested 
to use his influence with the great in- 
dustrial combinations in the interest of 
peace, thus preventing any trouble, in 
inuch the same manner as great coal 
strikes have been prevented during the 
past year. 


Shamrocks to Race Dally 

Southampton, May 20.—Sir Thomas 
Lipton said to a representative of the 
Associated Press last night: “Every- 
thing connected with the Shamrock II 
is uow in proper condition for a 
thorough racingtrial. lam determined 
that the challenger and the former chal- 
lenger shall fight it out in a manner to 
test their respective abilities beyond all 
question. The trials will be continued 
daily, and the Shamrock II will be 
driven as lard as possible, with the 
double purpose of proving her speed and 
discovering any weakness.” 


Double Murder aud Suicide 

Evansville, Ind., May 20.—-Everet Con- 
way, aged 27, married, shot and killed 
C. W. Garrison and his wife in this city 
yesterday, and fatally wounded Pa- 
trolman Wallis. After being driven to 
desperation by the police, Conway killed 
himself. Couway was a neighbor of 
the Garrisons. The two families had 
not been on friendly terms for several 
months, the wives of the men having 
quarrelled. 


Alexander Won’t Abdicate 

Belgrade, May 20.—All rumors regard- 
ing the abdication of King Alexander, 
the resignation of the cabinet and the 
banishing of Queen Draga, growing out 
of recent sensational experiences of the 
Servian royal family, are declared to be 
without foundation. Thysicians an- 
nounce that Queen Draga presents all 
the symptoms of false, or nervous, preg- 
nancy, but that her condition is not 
serious. 


Complete Submission 

Constantinople, May 20.—The Otto- 
man minister of foreign affairs has 
called upon the ambassador and noti- 
fied them of Turkey's desire to re-es- 
tablish the status quo ante in the postal 
question, and her intention to senda 
high functionary to apologize for the 
violations of the foreign mail bags.

CRISIS IS PASSED 


Opinion Tbat Mrs. McKinley Will 
Continue to Gain Strength 

San Francisco, May 20.—Mrs. MeKin- 
ley’s condition was so far improved last 
evening, that she was able to sit up a 
short time. This welcome news was 
given out shortly after 5 o'clock. 

The anxiety caused by Saturday's 
bulletin stating that Mrs. McKinley's 
temperature was higher was dispelled 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
it was announced that she had passed 
a comfortable night and that the slight 
fever had subsided. The president did 
not attend church, but remained at 
home nearly all day, going out for a 
short walk just before noon. There 
was a general feeling that the criss had 
been passed and that Mrs. McKinley 
would continue to gain strength. 

No definite date has yet been decided 
upon when the president will start for 
the national capital, but it is hoped that 
Mrs. McKinley will be able to travel 
within a few days. 

Secretary Long left yesterday for 
Colorado Springs, to visit his daughter, 
who is seriously ill. 

Fortunately, Mrs. MeKinley’s condi- 
tion on Saturday permitted President 
McKinley to attend the launching of the 
battleship Ohio from the yards ef the 
Union Iron Works. Dramatie and pictur- 
esque as was the sight of 14,000 tons of 
steel sliding into the full breasted tide 
of San Francisco bay, it was not se 
splendid and magnificent as the great 
uaval pageant which accompanied, nor 
as profoundly Impressive as the greet- 
ing extended to the president by the 
4000 employes of the ship yard. 

President McKinley is in receipt of 
cablegrams from the King of England, 
President Loubet of France and many 
other European potentates, inquiring as 
to Mrs. McKinley's condition. Among 
the callers yesterday on President Me- 
Kinley was Calvin A. Titus, the first 
American soldier to mount the walls of 
Pekin, who returned Friday on the 
transport Sheridan.

Launched In Record Time In a 
Rain Storm 


LOOKS EVERY INCH A RACER 


In the Opinion of Yachting Sharps— 
Still Hopeful That She Will Be Al- 
lowed to Race Against Constitution 
—Will Have but One Owner 


Boston, May 20.—With the christening 
words pronounced by Miss Gladys Law- 
son, and the crack of a champagne bot- 
tle, the yacht Independence, 'Thomas W. 
Lawson, owner, slipped over the ways at 
the Atlantic works at 11:05 Saturday 
night, and in 30 seconds was afloat in 
her element. 


It was the neatest launch ever held 
from a ship yard in this vicinity, for 
scarcely a full minute elapsed from the 
time the first blow was struck on the 
wedges along the ways until the boat 
came out of the sheds and the crowd of 
500 spectators on the wharf, 20 feet 
awny, set up a mighty yell. 

Some of the members of the advisory} 
board were on deck, also Captain Haff 
and his mates, who quickly hoisted the 
colors as the yacht’s counter cleared 
the after end of the shed. Mr. Law- 
son's steam yacht Dreamer, beautifully 
decked with colored lamps, played her 
searchlight on the stern of the yacht 
as she swiftly glided down the ways. 
There was a fireworks display, but the 
lightning and heavy rain lent an un- 
pleasant accon:paniment to the cere- 
mony. 

Never was seen a more democratic 
and unpretentious launch. Mr. Law- 
son took off his hat and ~-ayed it the 
moment the yacht was afloat. He said 
Bota word. It was not an opportune 
moment to speak about the New York 
Yacht club, and Mr. Lawson preserved 
a discreet and diplomatic silence. The 
yacht took the water with ease and 
grace. She floats well above her indi- 
cated water line. 

Never before was there a speedier 
or move successful launch, it taking only 
a few seconds to float her. When the 
time came to check the Independence, 
she was checked beautifully. In 20 
miinutes’ time after the champagne bot- 
tle was smashed, she was lying along- 
side the dock, moored stem and stern. 
While she was in the act cf moving 
down the ways men were working at 
her steel mast, putting on the finishing 
touches. It will be stepped today, af- 
ter which there should be nothing to 
hinder the speedy progress of the yacht 
in the direction of her first sail trial. 

The torrential rain and the general 
dreariness of Sunday did not prevent 
bundreds of curlous sight seers from 
visiting the Atlantic Works yesterday 
to see the Independence as she lay 
moored in the slip there. 

Yachtsmen and others were anxious 
to see her afloat. She was subjected to 
critical scrutiny, and the general opinion 
was favorable. She sits on the water 
gracefully. Her sheer is pleasing to 
the eye. When she comes down to her 
load water line, she will look prettier 
still. She has a business like appear- 
ance in every line, and when her mast 
is stepped and sails bent she will be 
every inch a racer. 

Her crew more than ever believe that 
she will be allowed to race against the 
Constitution, so confident are they that 
the business like looks of the Inde- 
pendence will be a great argument in 
her favor. 

The orders are to hurry her completion 
and to lose no time. One would think 
from this that Mr. Lawson has by no 
means given up hope. Eastern yachts- 
men are with him in the controversy, 
and they believe that the New York 
Yacht club will admit the boat in the 
end. The championship of his cause 
by General Paine, who is highly es- 
teemed by the club, has been of great 
moral support to Mr. Lawson. 

Mr. “Lawson has given out a state- 
ment in which he says that under no 
circumstances will he transfer his 
ownership of the Independence to any- 
one else. “Apparently,” he says, “the 
reason for the Independence no longer 
exists. pparently she cannot enter 
the trial races for the selection of a ves- 
sel to defend the America’s cup, nor can 
she, if she is the best American ves- 
sel, have the honor of defending the cup. 

“From start to finish the New York 
Yacht club has expressed a desire to be 
fair and just, but has been unchange- 
ably firm in its position that by either 
the deed of gift, the constitution and by- 
laws or the rules, regulations and cus- 
toms of the club, the Independence 
could take no part in the trial for cup 
races unless [ gaye up my ownership 
of her tou a member of the club. 

“I agreed to bind myself to do all 
those things they requested that were 
possible for an owner to do, but, of 
course, I was as unchangeably firm 
in my position that I would under no 
circumstances give to any individual 
that which in any way belongs solely 
to me. 

“If it cannot be definitely decided 
within a few days that the Independence 
has something to live for, 1 will allow 
her merits to remain untested and do 
all in my power to obliterate any evil 
effects that may have come to the grand 
sport of yachting through anything con- 
nected with this unfortunate episode.”

The starting out of the first car of the 
inter-city line, shortly after noon yester- 
day, was the cause of a demonstration. 
Pistols were fired, flags waved, tor- 
pedoes were placed on the tracks and 
exploded, the motorman and conductor 
wore flags on their coats and fully 200 
men and women fought for the privilege 
of the first ride. Within an hour so 
many cars were running that the monot- 
ony deterred people from riding for nov- 
elty’s sake. 

The great railroad strike, lasting for 
12 days, requiring the presence of 2000 
members of the national guard in the 
city, costing the lives of two prominent 
merchants and entailing an, expense to 
the conipany and to Albany of over $39,- 
000, is amicably settled, and, if the 
agreements are kept, there will be no 
trouble for three years at least. 

The ominous calm which succeeded 
the killing of the two inoffensive citl- 
zens a few days ago by national guards- 
men, defending property, was succeeded 
by hysterical enthusiasm when public 
bell towers and city newspapers pro- 
claimed that the strike on the street rail- 
ways of five cities had been settled. 

The repair wagon left the Traction 
company’s barn with Its old union crew 
aboard, and, going along Pearl street, 
received an ovation. It was decorated 
with flags and escorted by a joyful 
crowd. All the lines are now running 
on schedule tine, with union men. 

Both sides claim the credit. From the 
face of the agreement it is evident that 
the striking men won these concessions: 

Increasing night men and extra men's 
wages to 20 cents an hour; granting the 
men the right to appeal from a decision 
of an inspector or superintendent to 
the Traction company's executive 
board; providing that inspectors board- 
ing a car need not be rung unless they 
present an equivalent toa fare; the road 
to pay any employe for lost time when 
suspended and found not guilty; em- 
ployes to be permitted to ride on their 
own division free by showing their 
badge; no discrimination against strik- 
ers who have not committed violence. 

The traction people obtained these 
concessions: 

That men who were on strike and 
committed violence shall not be rein- 
stated, unless proven guiltless. 

That the road may hire or discharge 
any man without reference to his affilia- 
tion or otherwise with a union. That 
no proposition to strike shall be acted 
upon until 48 hours has elapsed from the 
time of notification, and that if a strike 
{s ordered it shall not take effect until 
six days.

It was during a 
discussion over the wages to be paid 
and the settlement of railroad fares to 
Haverhill that the dispute began. The 
room was full of Italians, and each one 
apparently thought that if there was go- 
ing to be any carving he didn’t intend to 
die sithout getting at least one swine.

The most novel ex- 
hibits perhaps are to be found In the 
Electricity building, for in that partic- 
ular wonderful strides have 
been made within the last few years. 
Notably among these is the transform- 
er plant, where 5,000 borsepower Is re- 
ceived from Niagara Falls by cable at 
a pressure of 11,000 volts and stepped 
down to 1,800 volts. This power is 
used for lighting the vast Exposition 
area. A daylight brilliancy will per- 
vade the Exposition until 11 o’clock 
each night. The exhibit of Street Rail- 
way appliances is also of a very com- 
plete and interesting character. The 
exhibit made by Thomas A. Edison, 
showing the development of many of 
his {mportant inventions, constitutes 
another attractive feature. Demonstra- 
tions are to be made of Wireless Te- 
legraphy and the X Rays. In the cen- 
ter of the Machinery and Transporta- 
tion building is a working exhibit of a 
large number of Pumping Engines. 
These supply the water for the various 
fountain features of the Exposition. 
Among these water displays is a cas- 
cade in the soutbern face of the Elec- 
tric Tower, from which there is a flow 
of 35,000 gallons of water per minute, 
making a beautiful veillike cataract 70 
feet high. Upon this cataract electric 
lights of many colors will be thrown 
from an invisible source, producing an 
enchanting picture. 

One of the most imposing buildings 
of the Exposition is the great Stadium. 
This is more than 60 feet high and is 
so large as to inclose a quarter mile 
track. The seats are arranged in the 
form of a vast amphitheater, and the 
capacity is sufficient for 12,000 specta- 
tors. This is to be the scene of very 
interesting events daily throughout the 
Exposition.

Welch, escorting carriages containing 
the Exposition officials and their spe- 
cially invited guests. 

The parade of the concessionnaires 
was participated in by all the conces- 
sionnalres. It was accompanied by 15 
bands and was two miles in length, 
syowing the wonderful features and in- 
teresting people of the Midway. 

The ceremonies at the grounds con- 
sisted, first, of a grand flight of carrier 
pigeons freed on the Esplanade and 
conveying the news of the dedication 
of the Exposition to the world. The in- 
vited guests then proceeded to the 
Temple of Music, where the following 
programme was carried out under the 
direction of the Hon. John G. Milburn, 
president of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion:

Order to Strike 


RAILROAD MEN QUIT WORK 


Although They Are Not Involved lu 
the Strike as a Rule—President of the 
_Union Furnishes a Summary of the 


Geueral Situation 


Washington, May 21.—The general 
strike of the employes in the machinery 
and allied trades throughout this coun- 
try to enforce a nine-hour day with an 
increase of wages to meet the redue- 
tion in the hours of labor, is in force. 

Approximately 50,000 machinists 
throughout the country struck yesterday 
for 
equal 


a scale of wages 
to the 10-hour per day 
scale and other demands. ‘Ths is the 
rough estimate of President O'Connell 
of the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, based on the telegraphic ad- 
vices that have reached him from the 
machinists’ headquarters in the various 
cities. 

The strike thus far has not extended to 
the allied trades, save one or two in- 
stances, as at Seranton, Pa., where nen 
in a part of the allied trades are out. 
No machinists engaged in government 
work are affected. This is due to the 
fact that on such work an eight-hour 
a day scale already prevails. Railroad 
machinists, a rule, are not involved 
in the strike, though the men on several 
roads are out. 

The Central Vermont shop machinists 
at St. Albans, Vt.. numbering prcebably 
200, have struck. The Lehigh Valley 
railroad machinists at Buffalo, Sayre, 
Wilkesbarre and Elmira, are out, ag- 
gregating about 500 alltold. The Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and Western men 
at Buffalo, Scranton, Wilkesbarre and 
intermediate points, are out. The Gulf, 
Colorade and Santa Fe men are also 
out. 

The strike order, however, does not 
apply to the railroads generally. It is 
explained at headquarters that there is 
no competition between the railroads 
and the private work and that work 
among the private establishments is to 
be adjusted first.

statement: “Weare demanding a nine- 
hour day universally throughout the 
trade, with an increase of wages sutfi- 


cient to overcome the loss of the hour in 
time; regulation of the apprenticeship 
system, and the number that shall be 
employed in accordance with the num- 
ber of journeymen machinists em- 
ployed; agreements as to arbitration of 
all disputes that may arise in the future; 
the right of the machinists to be repre- 
sented by a committee, and agreements 
that there shall be absolutely no dis- 
crimination against machinists because 
of their membership in the union. 

“From the present indications and the 
statements issuing from the headquar- 
ters at various points, the orders are 
being generally obeyed and in larger 
humbers than was anticipated. In 
certain cases, where only a few hundred 
men were expected to be involved, the 
indications are that the number will 
be increased 50 percent. ‘The number of 
firms signing indicates that in localities 
where the agreements are being made 
the strike will not last over a few days. 
In other localities, where a larger num- 
ber of men are being involved, I look 
forward to an adjustinent belng reached 
within the present week.” 

Following is a statement of the num- 
ber of men out at important points: 
Hartford, 1090; Ansonia and Derby, 
Conn., 500; Hamilton, O., 1000; Buffalo, 
1200; Seranton, 2500; Cincinnati, com- 
pletely tied up, and 5000 men out; Con- 
norsville, Ind., 200; Palestine, Tex., 200; 
York, Pa., 300; East Orange, N. J.. 300; 
Oswego, N. Y., 800; Norfolk, all shops 
out, 500. 


Situation In New England 


3oston, May 21.—The machinists of 
New England, excepting those in unions 
in Boston, Providence, Springfield and 
two or three other cities, did not pay 
much attention to the general order to 
strike for a nine-hour day, judging from 
returns from various places, for the en- 
tire number of men refusing to work 
was but a small fraction of the total 
number of the craft. The nine-hour de- 
mand really has been won in a majority 
of places without the use of the strike 
threat. In Maine, there was no strike 
news, and the same was true in New 
Hampshire. In Vermont there was 
some friction at St. Albans, but at 
Springfield, Vt., the Jones & Lamson 
Machine company, employing 200 men, 
manufacturers of the flat turret lathe, 
surprised their employees by posting no- 
tices that they would pay 60 hours’ 
wages for a 5i-hour week. There is 
no labor organization in this town, and 
the men had not asked for any change, 
and the company’s act was entirely vel- 
untary. In Massachusetts, the strike 
order had effect in Boston quite general- 
ly, although coucessions during the day 
deft only 1184 actual strikers, with 1500 
additional men vromised an answer to

LOVESICK SWAIN 
Shoots a Woman and Her Daughter 
and Practices Upon Himself 

Bridgewater, Mass., May 21.—Herbert 
EP. Blood, 36 years of age, a farm hand 
of uncouth appearance, who worked for 
Daniel Sands of Holbrook, went to the 
bome of Mr. and Mrs. George I’, Nick- 
erson yesterday afternoon, and shot 
Miss Fawn Davis, 20 years of age, 
daughter of Mrs. Nickerson by her for- 
mer marriage, and shot Mrs. Nickerson, 
and then tried to kill himself. Mrs 
Nickerson’s wound is a flesh one in 
the back, and will bring no serious re- 
kults. The bullet fired at Miss Davis 
struck her in the left breast and ranged 
downward, and is in such a locality that 
the doctors feared to probe, owing to her 
critical condition. Blood shot himself 
through the mouth, but the wound, 
while painful, will not prove serious, yet 
he lost a good deal of blood before a 
surgebti attended him. 

Blood has been trying to force his at- 
tentions on Miss Linnie Davis, an older 
daughter, but both the young lady and 
the family objected. Yesterday after- 
noon he ‘vent to the house and rushed 
upstairs to a room where the two girls 
were painting an old bureau. As he 
saw them le said: “Hullo, girls,” 
flourishing a revolver, and then shot 
with the intention of hitting Linnie, but 
awn was just in front of her and re- 
ceived the bullet By this thne Mrs. 
Nickerson had reached the top of the 
stairs, and she screamed, and then 
turned torun. Blood discharged a bul- 
let, which struck her in the back. The 
man then put the revolver to his mouth 
and fired. The bullet went out of the 
back of his neck, and surgically did 
little damage. After Blood had been 
taken from the house to the lockup a 
doctor attended him. Ue will be taken 
to Brockton and arraigned in court 
there.

Offer of Boston Elevated 

3oston, May 21.—The Boston Elevated 
railway yesterday proposed to the leg- 
islature a Washington street subway 
plan, by which the railway company 
would build the subway, pay all costs 
and keep the subway ip repair to the 
satisfaction of the transit commission; 
the title to be vested, on completion, in 
the city, but the company to have sole 
use of it for 50 years without additional 
compensation.

His father is a professor in 
the Andover theological seminary.

‘IN A BLAZE OF GLORY 


The Pan-American Fair Is 


Formally Opened 


ALL NATIONS REPRESENTED 


In a Grand Procession Which Preceded 
Addresses by Prominent Men—Cars« 
rier Pigeons Soar Away With the 
News of the Dedication 


Buffalo, May 21.—In the presence of a 
vast of people, with cere- 
monial both conventional and novel, the 
Pan-American exposition was formally 
dedicated. 

The day began with a parade, in which 
were men from nearly every couatry in 
the world, and it ended with an aerial 
bombardment. The formal exercises 
of the dedication took up toost of the in- 
teresting time 

The city itself was bright with flags 
and bunting. The brilliant color of the 
exposition group and the moving crowds 
in holiday garb gave the whole a highly 
pleasing effect, especially when the sun 
had won its battle with the clouds, 

The parade that formed at the city hall 
and marched to the exposition grounds 
was an interesting spectacle to thou- 
sands of people who lined the route. 
While this was forming a reception of 
distinguished visitors, foreigm repre- 
sentatives, state ¢ ommissioners, otticers 
and officials, was held at the city hall 

When Vice President Roosevelt 
reached the hall the parade started with 
a volley of aerial bombs. Two thou- 
sand troops, headed by four bands, led 
the way, followed by carriages with the 
Officials and guests. Behind them came 
the concessionaires from the Midway. 
Western Indians, mingled with the 
children of the tropics, the Orient and 
the Mediterranean, in native costume 
and borne in artistic floats, gaye the pro- 
cession its truest touch of color. Fif- 
teen bands furnished the musie for this 
section of the parade. 

The entry of the procession to the ex- 
position grounds was 4 magnificent 


coneourse 


spectacle. The crowd in the 
grounds at that time numbered 
fully 40,000, and the greater part of it 
Was Inassed in the esplanade. The 


troops were halted in the fore court, and 
then formed in double column across 
the bridge of triumph. The officials and 
guests then left their carriages and 
marched through the lines of the troops 
to the esplanade beyond. 

President Milburne of the exposition 
and Vice President Koosevelt led the 
way. <A hundred yards from the Tem- 
pie of Music they halted, and at the 
other end of the esplanade several thou- 
sand carrier pigeons were suddenly re- 
leased. The birds circled low and then 
soared upward. When they got their 
bearings they parted company and took 
flight to every quarter of the compass. 
The vice president and party then filed 
on into the Temple of Musie and the 
parade marched on through the grounds. 

The formal dedicatory ceremonies 
were impressive. There were strong 
words for closer union among the Amer- 
ican republics, on which point the 
remarks of Vice President Roosevelt, 
together with the congratulatory tele- 
grams from the presidents of the Ameri- 
ean republics, excited the greatest en- 
thusiasm. All of the American re- 
publics were represented at the dedi- 
eation. 

The exercises began at 1245 o’clock 
with the m of Handel's Alleluio 
by the Seventy-first Regiment band. 
Bishop Charles H. Fowler led in prayer 
before an audience stilled and bowed. 
President Milburn read a series of eon- 
gratulatory telegrams und their read- 
ing provoked cheer upon cheer. Mayor 
Diehl was then introduced, and Robert 
C. Rogers next recited a poem, The 
Orpheus society gave a magnificent 
rendering of Sturm’s Salve Liberatus, 
and Vice President Roosevelt was pre-

sented. Ife was vigorously cheered. 
Emilio De Gogorza sang the prologue 


from I Pagliacci, and Senator Lodge 
was presented. Ile, too, was very cor- 
dially welcomed. After Lieutenant 
Governor Woodruff had coneluded his 
address, the chorus and audience and 
band united in singing ““America.” The 
benediction was by Bishop W. D. Walk- 
er. The closing musical number was 
an inspiring march rendered by the 
Seventy-first Regiment band. 

At the conclusion of the exercises in 
the Temple of Music, there was a grand 
display of fireworks on the esplanade 
and about the court of fountains. The 
Midway was the place when the set 
program euded, and the beauties of the 
esplanade, tower, court and mall were 
no match for its charms in popular af 
fection.

Yesterday's total admissions were 
101,087. This does not include several 
thousand persons who came in through 
the Lincoln parkway entrance with the 
parade.

King Edward, Lady Lon- 
donderry, Mrs. Jameson, Mr. Watson, 
Mr. Jameson and myself were on deck, 
hanging on as best we might, for the 
challenger was almost at an angle of 
45 degrees, ‘the king started to go 
below; just as he did so everything col 
lapsed. <A heavy block fell between the 
two ladies. and a wire rope struck me 
on the head. The blow momentarily 
stunned me. <A sudden squall, an un 
expected strain and everything had 
given way. Wing Edward was half in 
and half out of the companion hatch- 
way. What happened, how all the fall- 
ing spars and sweeping sails did not 
kill or sweep someone overboard, is 
more than I know. When I came to, I 
saw the king clambering over the wreck- 
age, trying to discover the extent of the 
damage, and asking: ‘Is anyone hurt?” 

It is further learned that Sir Thomas’ 
first utterance, on coming to, was this 
ardent adjuration to Mr. Watson: “Tet 
egraph for more spars. We have got 
to sail on Aug. 20, and his boat has got 
to do it.”

HE FOILED THE POLICE 


A Suspected Bank Dynamiter 
Takes His Own Life 


FRED FOSTER USED A PISTOL 


As He Was 


Arrested—An Intention to Destroy a 


About to Be Formally 


Worthless Check or Secure Bank’s 


Moncey Are the Theories Advanced 


Cambridge, May 25.—As a se-

with a pistol, and died within 20 min 
utes. His deed was occasioned by the 
fact that be had sent to the bank a check 
for $1100, which check he had no funds 
He leaves a widow and three

Suspicion was directed against Foster 
first when Theodore Raymond told the 
police that he bad seen Foster on the 
stairway of the bank building shortly 
before the explosion occurred, In con 
sequence of the statement of Raymond, 
and other suspicious circumstances, the 
police visited the home of Foster and 
asked hiny to accompany them to the po 
lice headquarters. The man went will 
ingly enough, and for a time he was in 
consultation with Inspector Murray, 
Chief of Police Cloyes and Officer Cox. 

The detained man was asked directly 
if he had anything to ai Trib the blow 
ing up of the Cambridgeport National 
bank, and he answered firmly that he 
was responsible in no way for the ex 
plosion. Further questioning on the 
part of the police revealed, among other 
things, that Foster, who was a carpenu- 
ter, had been out of employment since 
January. He also admitted that he hal 
been purchasing stock lately. He said 
that several weeks ago he purchased 100 
shares of stock of the National Tire 
Inflater company, prying $1000. Re 
cently he purchased 1100 additional 
shares, and as payment for this he drew 
a check for $1100 on the Cambridge Na 
tional bank in favor of the inflator 
company. This check, it was learned 
at the bank, passed through the usual 
channels, and Tuesday morning it ar- 
rived in Cambridge, where it was de- 
clared worthless. 

This check, however, was not the first 
signed by Foster, which the same bank 
had to regard as worthless. He ad- 
mitted that several weeks ago he drew 
up a check for $450 on the Cambridge- 
port bank, which was also protested. 

The fact of the protesting of the 
checks was told to Foster, and he agreed 
that the statements made by the bank 
Oflicials in connection with them were 
probably true, but he again stoutly 
maintained that be had not blown up 
the bank. ‘The police expressed a de- 
sire to have Foster's wife visit the po- 
lice station, but Foster said he preferred 
to go home and see her. Accompanied 
by Inspector Murray and Officer Cox, he 
went to the Cottage street house. Cox 
remained outside on guard, and Murray 
and Foster stepped into the hallway, 
where they were met by Mrs. Ioster. 

The first thing that Foster did was 
to kiss his wife and ask her 
good care of the children. He 
her that the police could never prove 
that he was the man that had caused 
the bank to be blown up. Foster moved 
to the hall-tree and slipped on another 
coat. He then expressed a desire for 
a drink af water. He passed from the 
dining room, which leads from the ball- 
way, with Murray about two yards be- 
hind him. The distance, however, was 
too great to allow Murray reaching Fos- 
ter in time to prevent him from shooting y 
himself with the revolver which he 
had suddenly taken from his coat pock 
et. 

The bullet entered the middle of the 
breast and passed through one side of 
the heart. The man died afew minutes 
after he reached the Cambridze hospital. 
He made no statement after he had shot 
himself, 

Although Foster had not been formal- 
ly arrested, he probably would have 
been before the close of the day. <As 
suming that the man had placed the 
dynamite on the stairway of the bank 
building, the police are unable to say 
whether it was done with the intention 
of destroying the protested check for 
$1100 or with the expectation of being 
able to obtain money with whieh to meet 
the payment of the check. The vy are 
inclined to accept the former the ory as 
the more plausible. 

Mrs. Foster is under the care of phy 
sicians. Her husbund’s act has given 
her a severe nervous shock. 

Foster, in addition to being treasurer 
of Harvard lodge, A. O. U. W., was also 
treasurer of Harvard Colony, Pilgrim 
Fathers. ‘The officials of the latter or 
ganization are engaged upon 4&N exam 
ination of their hooks, and it is re;

Small Shops Granting De- 
mands of Machinists 


THE SITUATION AT ‘FRISCO 


May Lead to the Subletting of War- 
ship Contracts—First Report of 
Only Actual Strike In Allied Trades 


Comes From New Haven 


Washington, May 29.—The navy de- 
nartment has received notification from 
three contractors now building warships 
of the pendency of a strike, viz: Mo- 
ran Bros. of Seattle, the Union Iron 
Works of Sun Francisco, and the Mary- 
land Steel company of Sparrows’ point, 
near Baltimore. The department will 
take no action until the strike is over, 
when a decision will be made as to how 
many days shall be allowed the con 
tractors on account of the delay caused 
by the strike. 

The striking machinists continue to 
make gains. ‘The smaller concerns in 
Cincinnati and San Francisco have be- 
gun to yield, though the large concerus 
hold out in both cities. President Scott 
of the Union Iron Works, in the latter 
city, hints that he is considering sub 
letting his warship contracts to firuis on 
the Atlantic coast. 

In New York city only 10 snops of 
consequence still refuse their employes’ 
demands. Only about 1200 machinists 
remain out in New York and Brooklyn. 
The strike in other sections is in about 
the same situation as Tuesday. Con- 
necticut, especially the Naugatuck val 
ley, reports more men out, and no con- 
cessions by the employers, Providence 
employers also refuse to come to the 
men’s terms. Important coucessions 
have been made at Rochester, but the 
700 strikers at the Dunkirk, N. Y., lo- 
comotive works are threatened with a 
lockout that will affect 1900 other em 
ployes. 

Considered as a national strike, it is 
estimated that 40,000 men are out, and 
that 1000 firms have thus far signed the 
new scale. The strike centers bow are 
Connecticut, Cincinnati, San Francisco, 
the district between New York city and 
Philadelphia, and at various points up 
New York state, San Francisco fs the 
only point where the menu expect a long 
strike. 

Four more Loston shops, employing 
166 men, bauve conceded the demands of 
the machinists, and the strikers are very 
confident that other employing concerns 
will rapidly fall into line. 

The men thus far have been quiet and 
orderly. In no instance has any vio- 
lence been attempted, and all negotia- 
tions are carried on amicably. 

The only actual strike in the allied 
trades, which was threatened when the 
trouble with the machinists first began, 
is in a New Haven shop, where the drop 
forgers have followed the machinists 
out. <A threat of action by the allied 
trades alarms Philadelphia, and es- 
pecially the Cramps’ shipbuilding yards. 
It is not expected, however, that any 
general strike of the allied trades will 
oceur unless the present strike should 
be indefinitely protracted, which is not 
expected. 


Firemen’s Strike Threatened 

Scranton, Pa., May 28.—Four firemen 
on the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western railroad, who refused to draw 
fires from their engines yesterday, be- 
cause it was the work of fire pullers 
and ash pit men, who are on strike, Were 
discharged at once, Several other 
firemen guit work when the discharge 
of these men became known, It is re- 
ported that all the firemen along the 
line will go out if the order that they 
must draw the fires is to be enforced. 


A Short Strike 

Clinton, Mass., May 23.—The strike 
of the 300 employes of the Lancaster 
mills, which took place yesterday morn- 
ing, was amicably settled in the after- 
noon, at a conference with Agent Rich- 
ardson of the company, the demands 
of the strikers being granted. The 
strike resulted from a recent change 
made in the class of goods manufac 
tured from the Cameron mill, by which 
the employes claimed they could not 
make as much money as before. 


A Five-Year Agreement 

Syracuse, N. Y., May 23.—The trouble 
between the Benedict Manufacturing 
company and workmen who were locked 
out three weeks ago was settled yester- 
day, the men to return to work Monday 
under a five-year agreement, The men 
agree to withdraw affiliation from all 
trades unions. 


Paterson Strike Ended 
Paterson, N. J., May 23.—The strike 
in the ribbon mill of A. & M. Levy was 
settled yesterday by a compromise. 
One thousand workmen, who have been 
out on strike, will return to work imme- 
diately. ‘The strike lasted 14 weeks. 


Cutter’s Hull Ripped Open 

Victoria, B. C., May 23.—The United 
States revenue cutter Grant, Captain 
Tenzier, ran ashore on an unchartered 
rock in Saanich inlet. yesterday. She 
struck well forward, and tore a bad 
hole in her hull. The crew gathered 
together what effects they could, and 
went ashore in the cutter’s boats, arriy- 
ing at Colebay. The Grant is in a b: 
position, but may be saved. 


To Punch Up Turks 

Valetta, Malta, May 23.—The British 
battleships Caesar and Empress of 
India, and the second-class eruis: r 
Gladiator, have been ordered’to Salon- 
ica. It is rumored here that the de- 
parture of the warships is in connection 
with the postal difficulties between the 
ambassadors of the powers and the gOv- 
ernment of Turkey.

Loss of Life and Heavy Damage to 
Property In Many Sections 

Knoxville, May 23.—Millions of dol- 
lars’ damage has been done, and at least 
eight lives lost in upper East Tennessee 
by the floods, caused by the recent heavy 
rains. Therivers are out of bounds and 
growing crops have been sweptaway, 

Richmond, May 23.—News reached 
here last night of disastrous floods all 
over the state. At Farmville there has 
been great loss to farmers. East and 
north-bound trains were delayed at 
Charlottesville, and the woollen mills 
are flooded to the second story. At 
Ranford the electric light plant is 
wrecked, end the rolling mills are under 
water. Heavy damage is reported at 
other points.

John Spera’s Family Has Suffered the 
Awful Pangs of Starvation 

New York, May 23.—Mrs. Mary Spera 
and her 1-year-old baby are dying of 
starvation at Bellevue hospital <A 
4-year-old daughter the physicians ex- 
pect to restore to health. A third child, 
a tiny baby, is dead. 

This is the family of John Spera, a 
shoveler, whose illness has prevented 
him from doing any work for a long 
time. The Speras lived in four rooms 
of a rear tenement on the Bowery. 
They have had no food since Christmas 
except what the neighbors, themselves 
very poor, had giver, or what the sick 
father has been able to get by begging 
on the streets. Their plight was called 
to the attention of the police by the 
owner of the tenement, who tas allowed 
them to remain in the reoms. The fa- 
ther would not go to the hospital, say- 
ing be could support himself. 

Exposure, cold and lack of food have 
brought consumption to complicate the 
hunger. The mother’s lungs are nearly 
gone, and the children are both af- 
fected. They were all so emaciated 
that none of them could stand alone 
when the agent of the charities de- 
partment came for them yesterday. 


Funston Fed Off an Octopus 

Lawrence, Kan., May 23.—General 
Funston and his followers, on their trip 
to capture Aguinaldo, were reduced toa 
diet of snail and octopus, according to 
a letter received from the Kansan by 
Captain A. G. Clark of Lawrence, yester- 
day. Funston says: “It is a galling 
thing for a man who has been brought 
up in Kansus to come down to a diet 
of rice and snaiis, and be yanked along 
over the rocks at the rate of 15 miles a 
day. I did one thing, however, which 
I want put to my credit in case I should 
come back to Kansas and try to break 
into politics: IThelped to eat an octopus. 
It was the real thing, a devil fish with a 
number of arms, each about 18 inches 
long, which we were fortunate enough 
to get where it had been left in shallow 
water at low tide.” 


Child’s Grave Desecrated 

New York, May 25.~-Three little chil- 
dren, hurrying home in the twilight of 
Tuesday night, discovered the headless 
body of an infant lying beside a grave 
in the Old Washingtou cemetery, Brook- 
lyn. So great was the children’s horror at 
this gruesome sight that they dared 
not mention it to their parents until last 
night. When they had told what they 
had seen to the father of one of them, 
he hurried to the cemetery and informed 
the superintendent. They investigated 
and found the body, headless, lying be- 
side the grave. It was the body of 
Rosie Foss, 8 months old, of this city, 
buried last December. So far no trace 
of the grave desecrators have been dis- 
covered. 

Misdeeds of Soldiers 

Manila, May 23.—It is alleged that, as 
the outcome of « drunken quarrel in the 
officers’ quarters at Camp Stotsenberg 
on Tuesday, Lieutenant Howell of the 
Sixth artillery shot Second Lieutenant 
Lloyd of the same regiment, the bullet 
graziug Lloyds’ head and inflicting a 
slight wound. After retreat that even- 
ning Lieutenant Howell took field bat- 
tery 12 on a wild “hike” through the 
jungle and rice fields of Mariquina val- 
ley. Later Howell, Lloyd and Dr. 
Overton, who dressed Lloyd's wound, 
were placed under arrest. Theaffairis 
being investigated. 


Conservator Necessary 

Chicago, May 23.—Clara Rigo, for- 
merly Princess De Chimay (Miss Ward 
of Detroit), was declared a spendthrift 
and incapable of managing her properiy 
in the probate court here yesterday. 
Thomas R. Lyon, her uncle, was ap- 
pointed conservator of her estate. He 
alleged that since she came into posses- 
sion of her property in 1894 his niece has 
spent $400,000 in addition to an annual 
income of from $35,000 to $50,000, 


I. Road Ready For Business 

Boston, May 25.—The Elevated Rail- 
way system of Boston is likely to be 
opened any day. The first car on each 
train will be for smokers. The intro- 
duction of the L trains in the subway 
will exelifde 1570 surface cars from the 
tunnel, and will affect 15 different lines. 
This means that 50,000 people a day will 
have to change cars who now ride 
through the subway without change, 


War Hasn’t Hurt Business 

London, May 23.—Sir Robert Giffen, 
in an address before the institute of 
bankers in London yesterday, denied 
that Great Britain was living on her 
capital in her dealings with foreign 
countries.

BRESCI A SUICIDE 


The Assassin of King Humbert Stran- 
gles Himself In Prison 

tome, May 24.—Bresci, the assassin 

of the late King Humbert, has com- 

mitted suicide at the penitentiary of 

Santo Stefano. On the wall of Bresci's 

cell the word “vengeance” was 
scratched with his thumb-nail. 


G. BRESCI. 
The minister of the interior has in- 


stituted a searching inquiry into the 
circumstances of the suicide. The 
warden’s account is that he saw Bresci 
tie a towel to the bars of the grating 
of the cell and hang himself, Bresci be- 
ing dead when the warden reached him. 

Gaetano Bresci, an Italian silk weav- 
er, lately of Paterson, N. J., shot and 
killed King ITumbert of Italy at Monza, 
Italy, on July 29,1900. He was imme- 
diately arrested, tried, found guilty and 
given the extreme penalty of the Ital- 
ian law, imprisonment for life, with 10 
years’ solitary imprisonment. Sentence 
was passed Aug, 20, 1900, 

Humbert was a victim of pure an- 
archy. It isa curious fuct in the record 
of anarchistic assassinations in recent 
years that ¥he criminals lave nearly all 
been Italian anarchists, Carnet was 
slain by Santo, June 24, ISd4; Canoyas 
was killed by Golli, Aug. 8, 1807, and 
Luccheni murdered the Empress of 
Austria in September, 1898, Italian an- 
archists unsuccessfully attempted the 
lives of Crispi in 1894 aud of Diaz in 
1897.

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BELIEVES IN SHAMROCK| 


Lipton Will Have Her Ready 
to Race In October 


HAS NOTHING BUT HULL 


But Thinks His Confidence Will Be 
Justified Upon Her Reappearance— 
Lawson Offered to Take Independ- 
ence Over to British Waters to Race 


Southampton, May 24.—At a confer- 
ence of his constructors and advisers, 
held last nizht on board the Erin, Sir 
Thomas Lipton told the gentlemen that 
he was determined to go ahead with the 
Shamrock II, and left it to them te de- 
cide how this could best be done, 

After a long discussion, it was agreed 
to cable the New York Yacht club, ask- 
ing that the date of the contest be post- 
poned until the first week in October 
in order to allow time for the necessary 
repairs. This extension will give the 
Dennys, the builders, and Mr. Ratsey, 
the sailmaker, time to do their parts of 
the work. It was decided to lose no 
time, but to go ahead under full pressure 
while awaiting a reply from the New 
York Yacht club as to whether the post- 
ponement would be granted. 

Sir Thomas expressed himself as ex- 
tremely serry at being forced to make 
any requests upsetting the arrange 
ments already made, but he was left 
with only the hull of his yacht. With- 
out this extension of time he would be 
totally unable to bring over his boat in 
anything like good form, and he said 
si sinecrely hoped his request would be 

granted. 

Speaking of the improvements in the 
Shamrock I, Sir Thomas said he had no 
doubt but that this yacht had much im- 
proved since she sailed In American 
waters, and that he felt perfectly certain 
froin be ing as good a boat 
The latter, he said, 
had been {improving dally. Although he 
now had only a bare bull, without : 
stick over her, he was satisfied that on 
her reappearance the challenger would 
justify his confidence in her. 

Sir Thomas has recelved dozens of 
eables of sympathy from the United 
States and hundreds of similar tele- 
grams from all parts of Great Britain. 
Thomas W. Lawson cabled to Sir 
Thomas his deepest regret at the ac- 
cident, and his heartfelt congratulations 
that all on board had escaped. He 
hoped that America would not be de- 
prived of seeing the Shamrocks this sea- 
son, but if it were Impossible to bring 
| them over, he expressed his willingness 
to take the Independence over to Eng- 
land and race either or both of the Sham- 
rocks in British waters. Sir Thomas re- 
plied to this message, expressing his 
gratitude at Mr. Lawson's kind telegram 
and generous offer, but he said he was 
going over with the new Shamrock, and 
if opportunity offorded he would be de- 
lighted to race the Independence in 
American waters.

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What Modern Surgery Can Do 
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But Machinists Are Confident 
of Ultimate Victory 


NEW ENGLAND SITUATION 


Shows a Gain of 1500 In the Number 
of Men Returned to Work—Com 
promise In Building Trades Strike 
at Portland—Other Labor Troubles 


| Washington, May 24.—Several hun- 
dred additions to the ranks of the 
strikers, two score or more firms sign 
ing the agreement with the men, leay: 
ing approximately 30,000 or 35,000 men 
still out, and possibly material ac 
cessions to the roll of strikers, is, in a 
nutshell, the machinists’ strike situation 
throughout the country. While several 
railroads have adjusted their difficulties, 
trouble with other roads is imminent, 

| President O'Connell of the Interna 
tional Association of Machinists, who is 
conducting the strike, in surnmarizing 
the situation last night, said: 

“The situation now shows that we 
are largely the gainer in the number of 
settlements made. The adjustments 
| reported during today show a gain in 
New England of 1500 in the number of 
men returped to work, with the demands 
granted; of 500 or 600 in Ohio, and prob- 
ably 1000 in Pennsylvania, 

“About 1000 men struck today. There 
| are some additions in Philadelphia and 
some in the Seaboard Air Line shops 
at Americus, Ga. Our policy is to dis 
courage bringing out any more men 
than is absolutely necessary to effect the 
success of the movement.” 

Mr. O'Connell said the strike of the 
machinists on the Seaboard Air Line 
would occur today. He said the strik- 
ers would number between 500 and 600, 

Advices to headquarters here indicate 
that at Sun Francisco many of the small- 
er concerns are ready to grant the de- 
|} mands, but are not ready to sign the 
| agreement. At Indianapolis the Ameri 
jean Bicycle company jis reported as 
agrecing to the demands, but refusing 
to sign the agreement. The same con- 
dition exists at several other points, and 
the matter is being left to the local or- 


ganizations to settle. 


|| Mr. O'Connell said that he could not 


| understand such a policy on the part of 
the employers, but was not disposed te 

hagele over a minor issue, and if neces- 
sary would uot insist on the men stay- 
| ing out on account of that technicality. 
He said the organization of men is suf- 
ficient to enforce their demands, and 
that the question of signature was com- 
paratively trifling. 

Aside from the action of the nearly 
400 machinists employed by the Good- 
rear-Shea Machinery company, who 
left work yesterday, there has been no 
very decided change in the strike situa- 
tionat Boston. Thereis an uneasy feel- 
ing among the large number of machin- 
ists and helpers employed at the Atlantic 
Works, but they are not organized, and 
the union officials do not wish to have 
them strike until they have perfected 
their organization. 

Meantime, President O'Connell. who 
is directing the strike, holds that the sit- 
uation is getting brighter, and stands 
by his prediction that next Monday 
morning will witness the resumption of 
work by the great majority of the men 
who went out. 


Lawrence Linemen Yield 

Boston, May 24.—Between 700 and 
800 electrical linemen in Boston and 
along the lines of the New England Tele- 
phone and Teiegraph company are now 
out on a strike. ‘They have been out 
several weeks, without accomplishing 
anything more than inaugurating new 
strikes, and placing some of the strikers 
at work in new fields. They have re- 
ceived no concessions yet from any of 
the employers, neither have they yielded 
an iota to any of them, except at Law- 
rence, where the men returned to work 
yesterday at the same pay and on the 
same time as before the strike. 


Portland Strike Ended 
Portland, Me., May 24.—A compromise 


has brought the strike of the building 
trades unions in Portland to an end. 
The agreement, which was adopted and 
signed by the several parties yesterday, 
provides for a nine-hour day at 36 cents 
an hour, and, after arranging matter 
relating to the employment of non-union 
men, creates a committee of arbitration, 
of which the mayor of this city shall be 
chairman ang cast his vote in a tie, mak- 
ing the settlement of a question final. 


The Cutlery Workers’ Strike 
Northampton, Mass., May 24.—Mem- 
bers of the state board of arbitration 


| and conciliation are here investigating 


the strike of the forgers at the three 
cutlery factories at Bay State village. 
Several hundred men in the other de- 
partments are now out on a strike for 
10 hours’ pay for nine hours’ work. 


Treaty Passed at Last

] THOUSANDS STILL QUT| TALKED TO_VOLUNTEERS 


President Also Visits Hospital and 
Performs Other Functions 

San Francisco, May 24.—President 
McKinley spent a fairly busy day yes- 
terday. At his temporary home he re- 
reived a delegation of federal officials. 
Mr. McKinley asked these officials to 
provide a place for an old man named 
Ritter, who served in his regiment dur- 
ing the Civil war. Mr. Ritter lost a leg 
in battle. The officials promised to 
grant the request. 

The most important event of the day 
came next. It was the presideut’s visit 
to the presidio, where he reviewed the 
Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth volunteer 
infantry regiments, just returned from 
the Philippines to be mustered out of 
service. When the president mounted 
the reviewing stand the soldiers cheered 
him. He addressed them with much 
feeling. The president next visited the 
general hospital, going through the sick 
wards. 

In the afternoon the president was the 
guest of honor at the receptions of the 
Union League club, the Ohio Society of 
California, the Mexican War Veterans, 
Pioneers and Native Sons. The latter 
three societies presented him with a 
paper weight containing $350 worth of 
gold. At each reception the president 
responded briefly to the presentation 
speeches, 

On his way to dinner, President Me- 
Kinley stopped at Union square and 
turned over the first shovelful of sod 
where the monument to the American 
navy, in commemoration of Admiral 
Dewey's victory at Manila bay, is to be 
erected. 

President McKinley attended a recep- 
tion last night, given in his honor by the 
G. A. R. posts of the city. 


Life Needlessly Sacrificed 

Chicago, May 24.—The coroner's jury 
which bas listened to the evidence on 
the case of Mrs. Emma L. Judd, who 
Was one of the officials of Dowie’s Zion, 
last night returned a verdict holding 
Dowie, H. W. Judd, husband of the 
woman; Mrs. S. Presher and Mrs. 
3rettsch, her attendants, to await the 
action of the grand jury. The evidence 
given at the inquest by some of the 
leading physicians of the city was to 
the effect that she was allowed to die 
When the slightest attempt to save her 
life would have been suceessful. A 
crowd of 1000 people paraded the streets 
of South Chicago last night, carrying an 
efligy of Dowie, which was finally de- 
posited in a large bonfire. About three 
weeks ago, Mrs. Christendon, one of 
Dowie's followers, was burned. She re- 
fused the aid of physicians and dled. 
The courts took from her and her hus- 
band a litthe daughter, who had been 
severely burned. The girl has now 
practically recovered.

San Juan, P. R., May 24.--lhe demon- 
strative welcome tendered to Governor 
Allen, who arrived here yesterday on 
the Maytiower, surpassed any similar 
previous demonstration. The public 
square fronting the docks was taronged 
with thousands of people. ‘There was 
a procession half a mile long.  Arrivy- 
ing at the palace Governor Allen was 
inade welcome by speeches by the 
inayor of San Juan, the speaker of the 
legislature and others. ‘To a crowd of 
5000 persons Governor Allen inade a 
long speech in reply.

KILLED SIX CHILDREN 


Mrs. Naramore Will Spend Remainder 


of Her Life In Insane Hospital 

Worcester, Mass., May 24.—Mrs. 
Elizabeth A. Narramore, who killed her 
entire family of six children at their 
home in Coldbrook Springs, March 14 
jast, by beating out their brains with an 
axe and @ elub, was arraigned {n the 
superior criminal court for Worcester 
county, yesterday, on an indictment 
charging her with murdering her little 
daughter Ethel. She pleaded not guil- 
ty, and the case was given to the jury 
on an agreement of facts by District 
Attorney Hoar and Mr. Blackmar, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Naramore. The counsel 
agreed that Mrs. Nuramore killed the 
children, and that she was insane at 
the time. 

Drs. Quimby and Scribner, superin- 
tendents of the insane hospital and in- 
sane asylum in Worcester, testified the 
woman was insane at the time of the 
killing, und for some time after that, but 
Dr. Quimby says she is now sane, al- 
though she needs medical attention 
By order of the court the jury returned 
a verdict of not guilty, because of in- 
sanity, and Mrs. Naramore was com- 
mitted to the Worcester insane hospital 
for the rest of her natural life. 

During the proceeuings Mrs. Nara- 
more sai stolidly in the dock and seemed 
to take no ivierest in what was going on 
around her. 


Heavy Cargoes From Abroad 

Boston, May 24.—Many deep-water 
eraft made this port yesterday, after 
having been at sea for weeks and 
months. The most important was the 
ship Aiphitita, from Melbourne, Jan. 
25, with 8000 bales of wool, valued at 
$600,000. When the duties are paid, the 
eargo’s value will be $1,000,000, Steam- 
er William Storrs came in from Manila 
with a load of hemp. The bark Allan- 
wilde and brig Aldine came in from 
Argentina, each with goatskins, wool 
and hides. The bark King Oscar Il 
brought 2003 bales of wool and much 
other cargo from Melbourne, 


Case of Malicious Mischief 

Salein, Mass., May 24.—Tobin Mur- 
nane, 37 years old, who came here from 
New York, went to the parish residence 
of the Immaculate Conception church 
and asked one of the curates for assist- 
ance in getting to Ireland. He was re- 
fused, and in leaving the yard he picked 
up a rock, which he threw and brokea 
memorial window in the chureh, ecaus- 
ing damage of between $300 and $400. 
He was arrested, charged with mmali- 
ecfous mischief. 


Storti’s Release Asked For 

Boston, May 24.—Because Luigi Storti 
did not consent tothe last postponement 
of his electrocution, which should have 
taken place before midnight, May 8, the 
lawyers who by legal maneuvers ob- 
tained the postponement claim that his 
custody after that date is invalid and 
unlawful. On this contention they 
have filed a petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus at the United States circuit court, 
praying that the prisoner be released.

Electric Cars Come Together 
With Terrible Effect 


FIVE LIVES SACRIFICED 


Forty Persons Injured, Some of Whom 
May Die—Accident Near Albany 
Caused By Motormen Racing For a 


Switch—Cars Reduced to Splinters 


Albany, May 27.—Electric cars racing 
for a switch, while running in opposite 
directions at the rate of 40 miles an 
hour, cost five lives yesterday after- 
noon by terrific collision, while over 
40 people, some fatally and others se- 
riously injured, are in hospitals with 
the possibility of other deaths. 

The scene of the accident was a point 
about two miles from Greenbush, on the 
line of the Albany and Hudson railway. 
The point wheer the cars met on the 
single track was at a sharp curve and 
so fast were both cars running, and so 
sudden was the collision, that the motor- 
men had no time to put on the brakes 
before the south-bound carehad gone 
almost clean through the north-hound, 
with human flesh for a buffer, and hung 
on the edge of a high bluff, with its load 
of shrieking, maimed humanity. One 
motorman was pinioned up against the 
front of the south-bound car, with both 
legs severed, and was killed instantly, 
while the other one lived but a few min- 
utes. 

Fully 120 men, women and children 
formed a huge, struggling, shrieking 
pyramid, mixed with blood, detached 
portions of human bodies and the wreck- 
age of the curs. Some of the slightly 
injured of the men, extricating them- 
selves from the quivering mass, began 
to pull people out of the rear ends of the 
two curs. and almost every one ex- 
tricated in this way was badly injured. 
The few women and children who had 
escaped Injury and death were bysteri- 
eal, and added their cries to the shrieks 
of the dying aud mutilated. Men with 
broken arms and bones, dislocated joints 
and bloody heads and faces, tried to as- 
sist others who were more helpless, and 
there were nny cases of philosophical 
bravery. 

Help had been summoned from East 
Greenbush and vicinity, and in a little 
time the bruised mass of humanity, with 
the mutilated dead for gruesome and si- 
lent company. were loaded on extra 
cars and taken to Albany. ‘There the 
postoffice was turned into a inorgue and 
hospital. As fast as the physicians 
could temporarily fix up the wounded 
they were taken to their homes or te the 
hospitals. 

With both motormen killed, it was 
hard to get at the real cause of the ae- 
cident, but it is pretty well determined 
that it was caused by an attempt of the 
south-bound car to reach a second 
switch, instead of waiting for the north- 
bound at the first siding. 

The cars weigh 15 tons each, and are 
the largest electric cars built, but so 
frightful was the crash that both ears 
were torn almost to splinters. Both 
cars were filled with Sunday pleasure 
seekers returning from the newly- 
opened recreation grounds that the new 
railway had just opened. ‘The south- 
bound car left Albany at 4:30 o'clock, 
and the accident occurred at 5 o'clock. 

The cars on the line were running at 
switch headway, that {s, as a ear 
reached a siding switch it was supposed 
to wait until another going in the op- 
posite direction passed. The motorman 
of the south-bound car reached one of 
the switches, but seeing no north-bound 
ear, decided to take chances and go on 
to the next. It was on a curve be- 
tween that the two cars met.

“FRESH” GERMANS 


Continue to Cause Trouble For Ameri. 
can Soldiers at Pekin 

Pekin, May 27.—The United States le- 
gation guard has had its first trouble. 
Legation street is being repaired near 
the legation, and an American sentry 
was placed at the point with an order 
to direct people around by a side street. 
Everybody obeyed with the exception 
of the Germans, both officers and sol- 
diers, who have caused the Americans 
sentries much trouble. 

One of the German officers drew his 
sword and charged an American gol- 
dier, who brought his bayonet to 
“charge,” whereupon the officer de- 
sisted. Subsequently, a German gol- 
dier charged past the sentry, who fired, 
hitting another German soldier near the 
German legation, a quarter of a mile 
off. This, fortunately, was ouly a 
slight flesh wound. ‘The sentry has 
been placed under arrest, and Major 
Robertson has instituted an investiga- 
tion. 

The attitude of Dr. Schwartenstein, 
German minister, representing the ciy- 
iliaus, and Count Von Waldersee, repre- 
senting the military, as well as that of 
other high officials, has been particular- 
ly friendly toward the Americans, which 
makes all the more pronounced the un- 
friendly feeling evinced by a majority 
of the Gerinan oflicers and men. 

This unfriendliness is attributed to the 
American attitude in retaining control 
with the legation guard of one entrance 
to the forbidden city, whiel the Ger- 
Inans consider a reflection upon the na- 
tional honesty. 


Washington, May £.7.—Officials here 
attach no importance to the disturbanee 
between Germans and an American 
sentinel at Pekin. Such’ affairs, while 
regretuble, it is said, are to be expected; 
and especially where the difference in 
the language spoken might easily lead 
to a misunde rst nding of orders, 


Sy rians In a Mixup 

Chicago, May 27.--Boys playing with 
a punching bag started a riot in the 
Assyrian colony in Sherman street last 
bight. Clubs, knives and razors were 
used and a number of persons vere in- 
jured, three of them severely. A riot 
call was seut in, and a wagon of police 
meu dashed into the midst of the fleht- 
ing and struggling crowd of 300 men 
and women. With drawn clubs the po- 
lice charged on the crowd and dispersed 
it. The settlement was in a state of 
siege, and for a time it was feared 
trouble would arise again. A squad of 
policemen was on guard in the district 
all night, and allowed no one to leave 
the houses, 


A Hero’s Death 

Washington, May 27.—The navy de- 
partinent has received the report of the 
executive ofticer of the U. 8. 8. Petre 
concerning the fire aboard that ship on 
March 31, in Manila harbor, when Lieu- 
tenant Commander Roper was suffo- 
eated, while trying to save a member of 
his crew from a like fate. The report 
says: “Though Lieutenant Commander 
Roper did not meet his death ia action 
against the enemy, his end was even 
more glorious, as he gave up his life, 
fully realizing the danger he went into, 
in order that a wember of his crew 
might live.” 


New Venture Successful 

Halifax, May 27.—Schooner Edwin 
Roy arrived yesterday from Cape Horn, 
after a successful sealing wip of eight 
months, She reports seals very nu- 
merous in the south seas, and no other 
vessel engaged in the fishery. Since 
leaving Halifax the Roy was not re- 
ported, and never once touched land. 
The schooner’s cargo is estimated to be 
worth $25,000. The venture having 
proved successful, a fleet of vessels will 
be dispatched next year. 


Hanna Will Be Principal Owner 

Cleveland, May 27.—J. J. Phillips of 
Cleveland, a big coal operator, is said 
to hold options on 90 percent of the 
Massillon coal fields. A company will 
be formed of Cleveland capitalists, with 
Senator Hanna as the principal owner. 
A company is to be formed to operate 
the Massillon field of 2000 acres, which 
is supposed to contain a coal deposit 
6f 9,000,000 or 10,000,000 tons.

Columbia, S, C., May 27.—As the out- 
come of a spirited debate between 
United States Scnators Tilman and Me- 
Laurin at Gaffney on Saturday, both of 
them have put their resignations in the 
hands of Governor McSweeney, to take 
effeet Noy.

A HEAVY FALL OF RAIN 


Tempered Discomfort of Jour- 
ney Through a Desert 


MRS. M’KINLEY DOING WELL 


President and Cabinet Giving Earnest 
Consideration to Chinese Question— 
Demands of Other Powers Thought 
to Point Toward Dismemberment 


Ogden, Utah., May 27.—The presiden- 
tial train traversed the state of Nevada 
yesterday and reached Ogden at 6:30 
o'clock last night. The route lay along 
the Humbolt river, through the Ruby 
and Washata mountains, At this sea- 
son of the year the ride across Nevada 
is exceedingly disagreeable. ‘The heat 
is oppressive and the dust from the 
desert is frequently blinding. Fortu- 
nately for Mrs. McKinley, one of those 
heavy rainstorms, which so rarely visit 
this region, swept completely over the 
state Saturday night, laying the dust 
and tempering the atmosphere. Dr. 
Rixey reports that Mrs. McKinley is 
standing the trip well. 

Sunday aboard the train passed with- 
out incident. The president and mem- 
bers of the cabinet kept to their rooms 
the larger portion of the day. Once or 
twice, when the train stopped for water, 
they alighted and stretched their limbs. 
At Carlin early yesterday morning, the 
president shook hands with some of the 
people who had gathered there, among 
them a number of Digger Indians: (ho 
live in the neighboring mountains. 

On the way back to Washington the 
president and members of the cabinet 
are devoting a good deul of time to the 
consideration of the Chinese situation. 
The declination of the other powers to 
join the suggestion of the United States 
with regard to scaling down the indein- 
nity demand of China was a great dis- 
appointment, though it could hardly be 
Suid that it was entirely unexpected. 
The necessities of European powers of 
the maintenance of their large armies 
and navies are perhaps a factor in their 
presentation. 

The president and members of the 
cabinet feel that this government was 
right in protesting against exactions 
which might force China to the wall, 
and from the position taken by the 
United States there will be no retreat. 
The demands of the other powers are 
considered exorbitant and likely, if in- 
sisted upon, to result ultimately in the 
crippling or dismemberment of the em- 
pire. The United States will continue 
to urge this view at every opportunity. 
If the powers proceed alone and force 
China to accede to their demands, this 
government, of course, will accept the 
share of the indemnity assigned to it 
on the present basis. It can distribute 
such ainounts as is necessary to liqul- 
date the claims of its citizens, and sub- 
sequently determine, if such a course 
should be deemed wise, whether all the 
remainder should be retained by this 
government as its proper share, 

The United States is not in favor of 
the proposed scheme to raise and guar- 
antee an international loan for China, 
out of the proceeds of which she can 
liquidate her indebtedness to the pow- 
ers. The United States is willing to ac- 
cept the bonds of China without endorse- 
ment by any power at 3 percent interest,’ 
and thus make manifest to the world 
the sincerity of the American profession 
procaimed at the outset, that the United 
States desires to help China to her feet 
and preserve her political integrity. 


Funerals Instead of Wedding 

Key West, Fla., May 27.—A tragedy 
occurred here at the cottage occupied 
by the D'Ormond Fuller Opera com- 
pany, and as a result Miss Inez Leonard 
and Edgar Beaucligh, two members of 
the company, are dead. It is believed 
that Beaucligh shot Miss Leonard and 
then killed himself with a rifle which 
was found inthe room. Miss Leonard 
and Beaucligh were engaged to be mar- 
ried, and, as far as known, no quarrel 
had occurred. 


Victims of Wood Alchol 

New York, May 27.--Two tramps, 
who, with a third, have been camping 
in the woods not far from Hackensack, 
N. J., died yesterday as a result of 
drinking wood alcohol, and the third 
1s seriously ill from the same cause, 
During the rain of Saturday night their 
camp became soaked and they resorted 
to a small flask of whisky which they 
had to warm themselves. The supply 
giving out they began on a bottle of 
wood alcohol.

London, May 27.—The war depart- 
ment has received the following dis- 
patch from Lord Kitchener, dated Pre- 
toria, May 26: “A superior force of 
Boers made a determined attack on a 
convoy between Ventersdorp and Potch- 
efstroom, May 23, but was driven off.

But Raise the Primary Question as 
to Whether Porto Rico and Philip- 
pines Are Integral Parts of This 
Country—Decision Expected Today 


Washington, May 27.—In anticipation 
that the United States supreme court 
will render its opinion in the insular 
cases today, an unofiicial synopsis of 
the several cases before the court, in- 
volving the relation of the government 
to its possessions, has been prepared 
by the solicitor general. Thestatement 
explains the various questions involved, 
and {is as follows: 

The particular duties drawn in ques- 
tion. 

All the cases are virtually customs 
cases. ‘They raise the validity under 
the constitution of the following exac- 
tious: 

1—Duties on goods imported into the 
United States from the Philippines af- 
ter the ratification of the treaty. The 
14 diamond ring cases, Pepke, claimant. 

2—Duties on goods imported into 
Porto Rico from the United States dur- 
ing the m@itary occupation of the isl- 
and, after the signing of the protocol 
and before the ratification of the treaty 
of Paris. Such were some of the duties 
| collected in the Armstrong case. 

3.—Duties collected on goods imported 
into Porto Rico from the United States 
during the military occupation, but af- 
ter the cession of Porto Rico by the rati- 
fication of the treaty of Paris and be- 
fore the passage of the Porto Rican act. 
Such duties were collected in the Arm- 
strong case and in the first Dooley case. 

4.—Duties collected on goods imported 
into the United States from Porto Rico 
after the ratification of the treaty and 
| before the taking effect of the Porto 
Rican act. Such were duties exacted 
in the Goetz case and in the De Lima 
cause. 

5.—Duties collected on goods coming 
into the United States from Porto Rico 
after the Porto Rican act took effect. 
The validity of these exactions is 
brought in question in the Downes case. 

6+Duties collected on goods coming 
} into Porto Rico from the United States 
after the taking effect of the Porto 
Rican ac’, Such were the duties ex- 
acted in the second Dooley case. 

7—Duties collected on zoods imported 
into the United States from Hawaii af- 
ter the annexation and before the Ha- 
waiian act went intoeffect. Such were 
the duties in the Crossinan case, 


The propriety of the course of proced- 
ure is in question in ali these cases ex- 
| cept the 14 diamond rings case. This 

results from the different methods 
' adopted by counsel in testing the consti- 

tutionality of the customs exactions. 
| In the Goetz and Crossman cases the 
| duties were paid under protest, and the 
procedure laid down in the customs ad- 
| ministrative act was followed. ‘This 
, the government believes to be the prop- 

er method. But if counsel in the cuses 
| to be mentioned are correct then this 
| course was probably wrong. 

In the De Lima and Dowues case the 

duties were paid under protest, and suit 
brought against the collector to recover 
|} back. This the government thinks was 
| wrong. 

In the Dooley cases and the Armstrong 
|; case the duties were paid under protest 
}and suit brought against the United 
| States to recover back, the Armstrong 

ease being brought in the court of claims 
}and the Dooley cases in the United 

States circuit court. This the govern- 

ment thinks was wrong. 

If the jurisdictional points made by 
the government were sustained there 
| would still remain the 14 diamond 
| Tings cases, the Goetz case and the 
| Crossman case, which raise the funda- 
| mental question under the teraty, but 

do not involve the validity of the 
| Porto Rican act. 

The prime question is whether the 
j temporary revenue provision in the 
Porto Rican act levying duties on goods 
coming from Porto Rico into the United 
States and on goods coming from the 
United States into Porto Rico, to be used 
for the benefit of Porto Rico until the 
insular government could provide rev- 
enue of its own, violates the constitu- 
tional provision that “no tax or duty 
shall be laid on articles exported from 
any state.” 

Like the primary question is the ques- 
tion raised in the Hawaiia cases, namely, 
whether the resolution of annexation 
made Hawaii an integral part of the 
United States within the. meaning 
of the limitation of the taxing clause, so 
| that instantly our customs laws applied 
there, notwithstanding the express pro- 
vision of the resotution that the existing 
customs laws of the Hawaiian republic 
|} Should continue in force until congress 
| should pass an act extending our cus- 
| toms laws to the islands.

Mr. O’Connell stated that, although in 
moving from Washington to Toronto 
he had been placed a little out of touch 
with the general situation during the 
past two days, the indications peint to 
a speedy termination of the machinists’ 
strike. Bosses and men in large cen- 
ters are conferring together, and he 
feels certain that the strike will be 
practically over by the middle of this 
week. Mr. O'Connell confirms the 
statement that at the convention which 
opens here on June 3 a day will be set 
when all railroad companies, both iu 
Canada and the United States, will be 
asked to sign an agreement giving ma- 
ehinists in their employ a nine-hour day 
and full 10 hours’ pay. 


May Form a New Branch 

Boston, May 27.—Although numerous 
meetings of the various labor bodies in 
this city and vicinity were held yester- 
day, it was an exceedingly quiet day 
as far as outward appearances of the 
strike situation were coucerned, The 
only event of interest in the machinists’ 
strike was 42 mass meeting at Winches- 
ter, where it is said several more of the 
McKay shoe machinery operatives 
raade application for membership in the 
International Association of Machin- 
ists.

Fellow. No cause cau be assigned for 


the deed. 


Two Blocks Burned 

Machias, Me., May 27.—A fire in the 
clothing store of Ira Northey, on the 
first floor of the Eastern Trust Banking 
company’s block, resulted in the de- 
struction of that block as well as the 
Allen block, yesterday, causing a loss of 
$60,000. It is believed that the fire was 
caused by an electric light wire. The 
buildings had several occupants. 


Big Stock of Ice Ruined 

Lowell, Mass. May 27.—TYen ice 
houses of the Boston Ice company at 
North Chelmsford were practically de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday. About 50,-

Supreme Court’s Decision Re- 
garding Porto Rico 


FORAKER LAW IS UPHELI 


Congress Has Power to Prescribe Man. 
ner of Coliecting Revenues and Lay 
Duty on Imports and Exports—Vig.- 


orous Dissenting Opinions 


Washingtov, May 28.—In the Unitec 
States supreme court yesterday opin 
jons were handed down in all bat twe 
of the cases before that court involving 
the relations of the United States to its 
insular possessions. The two cases ir 
which no conclusion was announceé 
were known as the 14 diamond rings 
case and the second of the Dooley cases 
The undecided Dooley case deals with a 
phase of the Porto Rican question, and 
the diamond rings case involves the 
right to the free iimportation of mer 
chandise from the [’hilippines to the 
United States. 

The original intention of the court had 
been to adjourn for the term after yes 
terday’s sitting, but discussion of the 
eases passed on yesterday took about 
five hours, so that the court adjourned 
until today, when it is presumed the re 
maining cases will be passed on. 

Of the several cases decided yesterday 
the two which attracted the greatest 
share of attention from the court were 
what is known as the De Lima ease and 
that known as the Downes case, and 
of these two, the opinion in the Downes 
case is considered the most far-reach 
ing, as it affects our future relations. 
Whereas the De Lima case dealt with a 
transitional phase of our insular rela 
tions. 

The De Lima case was the first to re- 
ceive the attention of the court, and, as 
it appeared to be quite sweepingly op 
posed to the government's contentions, 
many persons precipitately arrived at 
the conclusion that the government had 
been worsted all along the line. This 
View suffered a decided change when 
the conclusion was aunounced in the 
Downes case The court was very 
evenly divided on both eases, but polit- 
ical lines were not at all controlling. 

The De Lima case involved the power 
of the government to collect a duty on 
goods imported into the United States 
from Porto Rico after the ratification 
of the treaty of Paris and before the 
passage of the Porto Rican act. The 
court said the government's contention 
in this case was substantially a claim 
that Porto Rico is foreign territory. 
The entire case turved upon that con- 
tention. The court held that the posi- 
tion was not well taken: that Porto 
Rica was not at the time foreign terri- 
tory, and that, therefore, the duty which 
had been collected must be returned. 


The decision in the Downes ease fol-| 


lowed the history of the dealings of the 
United States with Porto Rico a step 
farther. The case dealt with the le- 
gality of the exaction of duties on 
goods imoprted from Porto Rico into 
New York, after the passage of the 
Foraker act, providing for a duty upon 
goods shipped from the United States 
into Porto Rico, and also on those 


shipped from Porto Rico to the United | 


States, In this case, the court held 
that such exaction was legal and con- 
stitutional. 

The point of the two opinions, con- 
sidered collectively, is that Porto Rico 
was hever, after the acquisition of that 
island, foreign territory; that until con- 
gress acted upon the question no duty 
could be collected, but that as soon as 
congress oullined a method of control- 
ling the island's revenues, that action 
became binding; in other words, that 
congress has power, under the constitu- 
tion, to prescribe the manner of col- 
lecting the revenues of the country’s In- 
sular possessions, and has the right to 
lay a duty on goods imported into our 
insular possessions from the United 
States, or exported from them into the 
United States. 

It holds, in brief, that for taxation pur- 
poses they are not a part of the United 
States to the extent that goods shipped 
between their ports and the United 
States are entitled to the same treat- 
ment as though they were shipped be- 
tween New York and New Orleans. 

Justice Brown delivered the court’s 
opinion in beth, and there were vigorous 
dissenting opinions in both. In the 
Downes case, four of the nine members 
of the court united in an opinion char- 
acterizing in strong language the opin- 


fon of the majority in that case, In} 


this opposing opinion the chief justice 
and Justices Harlan, Brewer and Pack- 
ham united, and the chief justice and 
Justice Harlan presented their views in 
writing. Justices Gray, Shiras. White 
and McKenna also, while agreeing with 
the conclusion announced by Justice 
Brown, announced that they had 
reached the conclusion by different lines 
of argument, and Justices Gray, White 
and McKenna announced opinions out- 
lining their respective positions. Jus- 
tices Shiras, White and McKenna also 
dissented in the De Lima case, uniting 
in an opinion. Justice Gray also pre- 
sented an independent and dissenting 
opinion in that case.

THE ONLY SURVIVOR 


Paul Paulsen Tells the Story of the 
Wreck of the Bark Elise 
Boston, May 28.—Paul C. Paulsen, the 
young sailor who is thought to be the 
only survivor of the bark Elise, which 
was in collision with the steamer Ohio 
last Thursday, made a statement of 
the affair to the Norwegian consul, G. 
Lootz, yesterday, in which he said the 
bark was in command of Captain Morch. 
Her crew consisted of 14 men, all told, 
and she had one passenger, a brother-in- 
law of the captain's, who-ay4s on his 

way to New York to settle. e 

On the night of the disaster, it was 
Paulsen's watch below, and he turned 
inatSp.m. Later that night he was 
aroused by a commotion on deck and 
said the first mate had given orders to 
blow the horn. Within a short time af- 
ter this all hands were summoned on 
deck and had hardly reached there when 
the vessels came together. The crew 
was amidships, and rushed aft to the 
poop deck. The vessel, after drifting 
by the steamer, comimenccd to fill, and 
Paulsen says the first he remembers 
he was struggling in the water. The 
bark went down within five minutes 
after the collision. One of the boats 
was stove in and the boat he succeeded 
ip reaching was a small boat, which was 
lying on the deck. 

A survey of the Ohio disclosed two 
broken plutes and two broken frames in 
the forepeak. In order that the steam- 
er may sail on schedule time, it has been 
decided to make temporary repairs here. 


From Affluence to Beggary

wealth and atiluence to that of one of 
society's outcasts, a begging hobo, Dean 
Southworth was yesterday placed on 
probation in the municipal court, and

worth retired from a wholesale jewelry 
firm in this city five years ago, taking 


with him at the same time the money 
value of his share in the concern, 
amounting to $50,000. <A few months 
azo Southworth spent the last nickel 
| of the $50,000 ina Washington street ra- 
loon. Lately the erstwhile jeweller 
was reduced to the last pitiable extreme 
—that of begging stray nickels from the 
charitable passerby. His was a fa- 
miliar figure begging in the alleys al- 
most directly opposite the Jewellers’ 
| building, where he had formerly han- 
| dled thousands.

For the Shooting of Fawn 
Davis and Her Mother 


TROUBLE IN LOVE AFFAIRS 


Culminated In Miss Davis Requesting 
That They ‘“‘Die Together,”’ Accord- 
ing to His Story—Claims to Have 
Spent Vast Sum For Presents 


Brockton, Mass., May 28.—Herbert 
E. Blood, charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder, was taken to the house 
of correction at Plymouth yesterday to 
await the June term of the grand jury 
sitting. He was arraigned in court 
yesterday for the shooting of Miss Fawn 
Davis and her mother, Mrs. George E 
Nickerson, at their home in Bridge 
water, last Monday, and found probably 
guilty, and hel@ in $2000 bonds for the 
grand jury. 

He told an officer that Miss Davis had 
begged him in a letter to shoot her, that 
they might “die together,” since Mrs. 
Nickerson had turned him from the 
house. He said he loved Miss Fawn 
Davis, but had previously loved her 
older sister, Linnie. Heclaimed to have 
spent more than $2400 for presents fou 
the family. It had previously been sup- 
posed that Blood shot fawn Davis by 
mistake, intending to shoot Linnie, 
since she was the one with whom he 
was believed to be infatuated. Incourt 
yesterday the mother of the girls said 
she did not think he had turned from 
Linnie to Fawn. as he claimed, 

Dr. W. F. Whitmareh, who has te 
attending Miss Davis since the shooting, 
said she wus up and about, and would 
recover. 

Dr. Drew of the state farm insane 
department examined Blood several 
day ago, at the request of his counsel. 
He reported that Blood is a“high-grade 
imbecile,” with very little control over 
his emotions. 

The bullet which Blood shot into his 
mouth cau be felt near the right ear 
in the back of his neck. The wound 
does not pain him much, but he cannot 
swallow solid food.

Robbers Did a Thorough Job 
at Andover, Me 


USED POWERFUL EXPLOSIVE 


And Escaped With Plunder to the 
Amount of $1000—Posse Had Lost 
Trail and Given Up the Hunt, but 
Robbers Were Finally Captured 


Andover, Me., May °9.—Two men, 
who entered the postoffice here early 
yesterday morning, wrecked the safe 
and building, and carried away money 
and postage stamps to the amount of 
$1000, were arrested in the woods at 
Roxbury Notch yesterday afternoon, 
after they had been surrounded by a 
posse of citizens, headed by two dep- 
uty sheriffs, and the plunder recovered. 

When the robbers found themselves 
surrounded in the woods they refused to 
surrender, and several shots were fired 
before they gave themselves up. Final- 
ly, however, they saw it would be use- 
less to resist, and consented to go quietly 
to the lockup at Rumford, after turning 
over to an oflicer a grip containing the 
stolen money and stamps. 

The burglars gained entrance to the 
postoffice by forcing a widow with tools 
stolen from a blacksimith shop. 

In blowing the safe either nitrogly- 
cerine or dynamite was used, and the job 
Was done in a very thorough manner. 
The safe was literally blown to pieces 
and the interior of the postoftice build- 
ing was alinost completely wrecked. 
Everything of value that the safe cop- 
tained was taken, but the letters in the 
office were not disturbed. 

Although the robbers made good their 
escape before anybody arrived on the 
scene, there was little doubt that they 
were two in number, as indicated by 
tracks which were found leading in the 
direction of Roxbury Notch. 

The building in which the postoffice is 
located is a small one-story strneture, 
situated within 12 feet of the residence 
of Postmaster Thomas. In connection

Although the sound of the explosion 
was heard by residents of other sec- 
tions of the town, Mr. Thomas and his 
family were not awakened, and knew 
nothing of the occurrence until aroused 
by the excited voices of their neigh- 
bors. <A hasty examination of the post- 
office was then made; and a posse num- 
bering 50 men was immediately organ- 
ized and started in pursult of the rob- 
bers, whose tracks, leading in the di- 
rection of Rumford, could be easily fol- 
lowed. 

The robbers kept to the read, and the 
citizens had no trouble in following the 
trail until Roxbury Notch was reached, 
but at this point the tracks led into the 
woods and there the trail was lost. 

After scouring about the country for 
several hours the posse broke up, and 
all, with the exception of Frank P. 
Thomas and Fernando M. Thomas, re- 
turned to their homes. These men con- 
tinued the search alone, and about noon 
were successful in locating the men for 
whom they were looking. As they were 
unarmed and the fugitives appeared to 
be rather dangerous individuals, they 
decided to go for assistance, and the 
officers at Rumford Falls were notified. 
Deputy Sheriffs Elliott and Porter and 
a posse of citizens at once started for the 
scene, and the capture of the men fol- 
lowed.

Crime In Rhode Island 


BEAUTIFUL WOMAN KILLED 


Husband Fired But One Shot to Ac- 
complish His Purpose—Then Turned 
Weapon Upon Himself and Ended 
His Own Life—Had Lived Apart 


Lincoln, R, 1, May 29.--In a fit of 
jealousy, heig% ned by the use of 
whisky, William Martineau, aged about 
35, shot and instantly killed his wife, 
22 years old, and, after attempting to 
kill Albert Fairbanks, who sought to 
rescue the woman, turned the weapon 
on himself, and completed the double 
tragedy. 

The unpleasant relations of their mar- 
ried life, which led to a second separa- 
tion on last Tuesday, and the personal 
beauty of his youthful wife, seems to 
have aroused the jealousy of Martineau, 
and he went, armed with a 44-calibre 
revolver, to the residence of Mrs. Henry 
Harper, where Mrs. Martineau had 
sought refuge, with the intention of hay- 
ing revenge. 

He entered the house and flourished 
the revolver before Mrs. Harper and her 
child, who were dining, and a few min- 
utes after they had sought safety in 
flight, a ery for help was heard from 
the dining room, and, with one shot, Mrs. 
Martineau lay dead at his feet. 

Albert Fairbanks, who heard the cries 
of the young wor an, hurried to her as- 
sistance, but he had no sooner reached 
the door of the house than he was greet- 
ed with bullets, one of which-eniéred 
his arm. He then turned, but before 
be had gone a step another shot had 
closed the career of the murderer, whose 
body féll only a few fect from that of 
his wife. 

Martineau had been married two 
years. His wife’s former name was 
Victoria De Gonyoun, and her parents 
live in Bethel, Vt. She was considered 
beautiful, and for this reason Martineau 
soon became jealous of her, which led 
to a separation, about a yearago, Af- 
ter a stay of a month with her parents, 
she decided to return to him, and, not 
until last ‘Tuesday, until he proposed 
that they separate, did she finally decide 
to close permanently their married re- 
lations. She went to the residence of

Martineau was employed at Provi- 
dence as a machinist, but for the past 
two or three days he had been idle and 
drank considerably. 

The woman was shot in the right side 
of the head, and the bullet came out 
on the left side. The bullet which end- 
ed Martineau’s life entered his left ear 
and crashed through his head. 

Medical Examiner Marshall viewed 
the remains, which were removed to 
Pawtucket, where they await claimants. 

Mrs. Martineau was one of six chil- 
dren. Before she married Martineau 
she had known him only 10 days,

the Lounsquisset turnpike, near the 
junction of Mitchell road, several miles 
from the town.

COURT'S ADJOURNMENT 


Averts Possibility of Extra 
Session of Congress 


A CHANCE FOR SPECULATORS 


To Introduce European Products Into 
the Philippines Can Be Blocked by 
the President by Proclaiming a New 

_ Pariff Pending High Court Decision 


Washington, May 29.—The latest dan- 
ger of an extra session of congress has 
been avoided by the adjournment of 
the supreme court for its summer re- 
cess. Members of the cabinet and 
others in the administration circle who 
expected the court to pass upon the Phil- 
ippine question yesterday have been 
considering the possibility of a call be- 
ing issued immediately on the presi- 
dent's return, since the decision that the 
Philippines are still in the same situa- 
tion as was Porto Rico between the rati- 
fication of the treaty of Paris and the 
enactment of the Feraker law would 
have opened the door for an immense 
flood of speculative enterprises until 
congress could have got together and 
passed an act similar to that organizing 
a civil government for Porto Rico. 

There are some controversialists in 
Washington who still cling to the idea 
that the president may call congress to- 
gether in order to put the Philippine 
question finally and irrevocably out of 
the way, but the cvoler heads incline to 
the belief that matters will be allowed 
to take their course, at least until the 
court reconvenes in October. Even 
then, it is considered doubtful whether 
an extra session will be deemed neces- 
sary, in view of that passage in the 
army appropriation act which provides 
that “all military, civil and judicial 
powers hecessary to govern the Philip- 
pine islands shall, until otherwise pro- 
vided by congress, be vested in such 
person aud persons, and shall be ex- 
ercised in such manuer, as the President 


| of the United States shall direct.” 


In the administration circle the opin- 
ion is general that these sweeping pow- 
ers embrace the right to regulate the 
tariff duties on imports. This would be 
a delegation of legislative powers, but 
by way of analogy the case is cited of 
the tariff act of 1890, which gave the 
president a wide discretion in the ap- 
plication of the reciprocity provisions 
of that act to the countries with which 
we were trying to cultivate relations. 

It is feared here, by the stronger pro- 
tectionists, that the interval between 
how and the reassembling of congress 
may be seized by speculators to intro- 
duce into the Philippines, at the mod- 
erate rates of duty in force there, quan- 
tities of European products, against 
which we have built up a high tariff 
wall in this country, assuming that if 
the supreme court applies to the Phil- 
ippines the same logic as to Porto Rico 
they will be enabled to bring these goods 
from the Philippines into the United 
States free of duty. But itis answered 
that the president can block this game 
as soon as he sees a sign that it is to 
be played, by proclaiming a new tariff 
for the Phillppines equal to the rates 
in the Dingley act. 

In the meanwhile, having no decision 
of the court, at least till next October, to 
disturb him, he can order the ex 
isting tariff relations retained between 
the Philippines and those of the territory 
of the United States. The right of 
the president to exercise a free hand 
in these matters cannot be passed upon 
by the court even at its October term, 
for the army appropriations act was 
not approved until March 2, some 
months after the diamond rings case 
was argued, and hence the question of 
delegated powers will not be before the 
court, and any utterance from the bench 
on the subject would be confined to 
obiter dictum. 

A good deal of discussion here touches 
upon article four of the treaty of Paris, 
in which it is provided that for 10 years 
Spanish ships and merchandise shall be 
admitted to the ports of the Philippines 
on the same terms as the ships and mer- 
chandise of the United States, 

Unquestionably, Spain will hereafter, 
until congress enacts a law for the gov- 
ernment of the Philippines, become a 
passageway for much merchandise 
from other parts of Europe into the is} 
ands, unless the president draws a tar 
iff circle about them, protecting their 
ports from the United States in the same 
way as from all other nations, and every 
duty paid on goods brought in a Span 
ish vessel to Manila will be paid under 
protest, to await the supreme court's de- 
cision in the fall.

Boston, May 31.—General Charles H. 
frosvenor of Ohio delivered the oration 
before the Edward W. Kingsley, No. 
113, yesterday. The general referred 
to the beautiful ceremony performed 
at the navy yard of strewing flowers 
on the ocean. in memory of naval heroes 
and to the other sacred ceremonies of 
the day. fle pleaded for a better feel- 
ing toward he men of the south. Said 
he: 

The speaker sketched the history ot 
the United States since the War of the 
Rebellion, and wpon reaching the Span- 
ish war period paid a glowing tribute to 
Admiral Dewey, which was vociferous- 
ly cheered.

“We have met men in congress, In the 
house and in the senate, who fought in 
battle against us, and they are vastly 
better and sometimes vastly truer pa- 
triots today than a good many men who 
stayed at home and howled in the rear.
